SIR: In compliance with the requirements of section 87 of the 
Election Law, approved August 15, 1870, I have the honor to 
furnish the following list of names of persons who have been elected 
to seats in the House of Representatives of this State, at the elec- 
tion held on the twenty-eighth, twenty-ninth, thirtieth of November 
and first of December, 1870, in accordance with the proclamation 


of his Excellency, Governor E. J. Davis, dated September 23, 1870.

In the Third Senatorial District, the returns from Cherokee county 
stand 889 for J. C. English, 886 for A. D. Elam, 379 for C. B. 
Keel, 379 for A. T. Monroe; and in Houston county 614 for J. C. 
English, 605 for A.D. Elam, 678 for C. B. Keel, 677 for A. T. 
Monroe. But in regard to Cherokee county complaints have been 
sent here and are on file in this office, that voters were threatened 
and compelled to leave the county scat where the election was beinz 
held, without voting; thata flag stated to be, or to resemble, one 
of those lately borne by the soldiers of the so-called Confederate 
States, was displayed at the place of election, during its progress, 
and that a flag of the United States, which was borne by a party of 
colored men, was at the county seat, and during one of the days of 
election taken away from the parties bearing it, tramped on the 
ground and torn to pieces. Those facts have not been reported here 
in the official form called for by section 35 of the Election Law, and. 
consequently the returning officers have not thought themselves au- 
thorized to throw out the returns from Cherokee county 1n estimat- 
ing the result. The whole matter is submitted to the House of Rep- 
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resentatives to count that vote, if the facts are not substantiated ; 
or, if they are, to throw it out and give the places to Mr. A. T. 
Monroe, and C. B. Keel, or declare the seats vacant. 

The returns from the Second Senatorial District are incomplete. 
They stand 928 for M. T. Roberts, 894 for W. Philipps, and 4 for 
O. S. Gardner. No returns from Trinity county.

GENTLEMEN: J return you my sincere thanks for the high honor 
you have conferred upon me in reelecting me your presiding officer. 
As a mark of your confidence in me, if I may so interpret it, it is 
more esteemed by me than in any other way. It shall be my con- 
stant endeavor to prove worthy of your confidence by discharging the 
duties of Speaker in a fair and impartial manner. 

I have to ask that you extend to me the assistance and support so 
cheerfully accorded by you in the past, and which I shall need again 
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to enable me to enforce the rules of the House for the e 
of order, and the proper dispatch of business. 

We have re-convened in a period of great and general prosperity 
to our State. We may add to this prosperity by the enactment of 
wise and just measures, and thus win not only the approval of our 
own consciences, but the plaudits of the million of people whom we 
represent. 

The ceaseless tide of immigration which is pouring intofour State 
with constantly increasing ‘volume, shows us that we are legislating 
not for the present alone, but that our actions must effect, for good or 
evil, the many thousands who will yet seek homes, happiness, pros- 
perity, and the benefits of a good government within this, the great- 
est and fairest State in the Union, and the one nature has endowed 
with the greatest and most varied resources.

On motion of Mr. Plumley the following rules were adopted for 
the government of the House of Representatives of the Twelfth Leg- 
islature, and two hundred copies of the same were ordered printed 
for the use of the House : 


RULES OF ORDER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES. i 


TOUCHING THE DUTY AND RIGHTS OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He shall take the chair every day at the hour to which the 
House shall have adjourned on the preceding day, and immediately 
call the members to order. If a quorum should be in attendance, 
he shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read, whieh 
may then be corrected by the House. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points of 
order in preference to members, rising from his seat for that pur- 
pose; he shall decide questions of- order, subject to an appeal to the 
House made by any two members, on which appeal no. member shall 
speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it while sitting. 

4, Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: ‘‘ As 
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many of you as are of opinion. that (as the question may be,) say 
aye; and, after the affirmative voice is éxpressed, “ As many as 
are of a contrary opinion, say no.” If the Speaker doubts, or if a 
division be called for, the House shall divide; those in the affirma- 
tive of the question shall rise from their seats, and remain standing 
until the Clerk has numbered them and the number announced by 
the Speaker. Those who vote in the negative are then requested to 
rise, and they are numbered and the number announced. The yeas 
and nays may be called for before the decision of the Speaker is 
announced. 

5.-The Speaker shall have the right to examine and correct the 
journal before it is read. He shall have a general direction of the 
hall. He shall have a right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
adjournment. 

6. In all cases of election by the House, the Speaker shall vote; 
in other cases he shall not be required to vote unless the House be 
equally divided, or unless his vote, if given to the minority, will 
make the division equal, and in case of such equal division, the 
question shall be lost, except on a question of adjournment. 

7. All committees, and the chairmen of the same, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise specially directed by the 
House, in which case they shall be elected by the House; and if 
upon such vote the number required shall not be elected by'a ma- 
jority of the votes given, the House shall proceed to a second vote, 
in which a plurality shall prevail; and in case a greater number 
than are required to compose or complete a committee shall have an ` 
equal number of votes, the House shall take another vote. 

A majority of a committee shall constitute a quorum for business; 
and no report shall be made to the House unless ordered by a ma- 
jority of such quorum. The views of the minority may be sub- 
mitted in writing through the chairman. 

8. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by 
the Speaker; and all writs, warrants and subpcenas, issued by order 
of the House, shall be under his hand and attested by the Clerk. 

9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galle- 
ries, the Speaker (or Chairman of the whole House) shall have 
power to order the same to be cleared. ~ 


RULES OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


10. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully ad- 
dress himself to ‘‘ Mr. Speaker.” 

11. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules 
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of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order ; 
in which ¢ase the member so called to order shall immediately sit 
down unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, if appealed ` 
to, decide on the case, but without debate. If the decision be in 
favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to pro- 
ceed; if the decision be against him, and the case require it, he shall 
be liable to censure of the House. 

12. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name the one who is first to speak, and his decision 
shall be final, and not open to debate or appeal. 

13. No member shall speak more than twice, either in the House 
or in committee of the whole, on the same question, nor more than 
half an hour in the Flouse or one hour in committee of the whole, 
without leave of the House, nor more than once until every member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. But the mover of any propo- 
sition shall have the right to open and close the debate; and in case 
the proposition comes from any committee, then the member making 
the report from the committee shall have the right to open and close 
the debate in like manner. 

14. Whilst the yeas and nays are being called, or votes are being 
counted, no member shall visit the Clerk’s table or leave his seat. 

15. No member shall vote on any question in the event of which 
he is immediately interested, nor in any case where he was not with- 
in the bar of the House when the question was put. And when 
any member shall ask leave to vote, the Speaker shall propound to 
him the question: “ Were you within the bar when the question 
was pub?” 

16. Upon a division and count of the House upon any question, 
no member without the bar shall be counted. 

17. Every member who shall be in the House when the question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the House, for reasons assigned, 
shall excuse him. No member shall be allowed to make any expla- 
nation of a vote he is about to give, or ask to be excused from 
yoting, after the Clerk, under the order of the House, shall have 
commenced calling the yeas and nays. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR THE DAY. 


18. As soon as the journal is adopted, the Speaker shall call for 
petitions and memorials. The petitions and memorials having been 
presented, received and read, shall be disposed of as follows : 

1. By mction to reject. 
2. To lay on the table. 
3. To postpone to a day certain. 
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4, To commit. 
5. To postpone indefinitely. 
The order of commitment shall be: 
1. A Standing Committee. | 
2. The Committee of the Whole House. 
3. A Select Committee. 

Petitions and memorials shall be referred to the appropriate 
Standing Committees. 

Then reports—first, from the Standing, and then. from Select 
Committees, shall be called for and disposed of. 

Then bills and resolutions shall be in order : 

1. Bills. 
2. Resolutions. 

After petitions, reports from committees, and bills and resolutions 
are gone through, the unfinished business of the House, if any 
there be, shall be disposed of—then, it shall be in order to entertain 
a motion that the House do now proceed to dispose of the business 
on the Speaker’s table and to the orders of the day, which being de- 
cided in the affirmative, the Speaker shall dispose of: 

Simple resolutions. 

Messages and Executive communications. 

Messages from the Senate and Senate amendments. 
Bills on their third reading. 

Bills on their second reading. 

. Bills on their first reading. 

After the business on the Speaker’s table has been reached, no 
new business shall be introduced without leave of the House. 

The orders of the day shall always have precedence when the hour 
for considering the same has arrived. 
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BILLS. 


19. Bills may originate in either House, and be amended, altered 
or rejected by the other; but no bill shall have the force of a law 
until on three several days it be read in each House, and free dis- 
cussion be allowed thereon, unless in case of great emergency four- 
fifths of the House, in which the bill shall be pending, may deem it 
expedient to dispense with this rule; and every bill having passed 
both Houses shall be signed by the Speaker and President of their 
respective Houses; provided, that the final vote, on all bills or joint 
resolutions appropriating money or lands for any purpose, shall be 
by the yeas and nays. 

20. After a bill or resolution has been rejected by either branch 
of the Legislature, no bill or resolution, containing the same sub- 
stance, shall be passed into a law during the same session. 
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21. A bill may be introduced without motion for leave to bring 
in a bill. 

22. All bills before the House shall be taken up and acted upo 
in the order in which they are numbered, and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief Clerk to number every bill in its regular order, upon 
its first reading. 

23. The first reading of a bill or joint resolution shall be for 
information; and if opposition be made to it, the question shall be 
“Shall this bill (or joint resolution) be rejected?” If no opposi- 
tion be made, or if the question to reject be negatived, the bill or 
joint resolution shall be put on the calendar for its second reading. 

24. No bill shall be committed or amended until it shall have 
been twice read, and all bills shall be referred to the appropriate 
committees upon the second reading. 

25. All bills and joint resolutions which have passed their second 
reading, and are ordered to be engrossed, shall be presented to the 
House for t.eir third reading, written in a fair, legible-hand, with- 
out erasures, interlineations, or additions in the margin thereof. 

26. At the second reading of a bill, it shall either be in order for 
commitment or amendment; and if committed, the priority or ques- 
tion shall be : first, whether to a standing committee; second, to the 
committee of the whole House; third, to a select committee, if not 
committedé or, if no amendments are made, or if the amendments 
offered are gone through with, then the question shall be on its 
engrossment; and bills ordered to be engrossed shall go on the 
calendar in their regular course. A bill lost at the second reading 
shall stand as being indefinitely postponed. 

27. The final question upon the second reading of every bill or 
resolution originating in the House, and requiring three readings 
previous to its being passed, shall be, whether it shall be engrossed 
and read a third time. 

28. When a bill shall have been committed on its third reading, 
and reported to the House with amendments, it shall take the course 
_ of a bill at its second reading, unless the amendments were made in 
committee of the whole; in which case the House shall immediately 
proceed to act on the bill; but when a bill has been’ committed once 
at its reading, it shall not be in order to recommit it again, unless 
for some special amendment proposed, and then only by consent of 
two-thirds present. Nor shall a bill be amended on its third reading, 
unless by consent of two-thirds of those present; provided, that this 
shall not apply to bills committed on third reading and reported to 
the House with amendments. 

29. All bills of a general character, when reported favorably by 
a committee, shall, on the recommendation of such committee, be 
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printed, and a copy laid on the desk of each member, before the bill 
is acted on by the House. All other bills, resolutions, reports, me- 
morials and petitions shall be printed on the order of the House. 

80. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, 
noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. | 


SIMPLE RESOLUTIONS. 


81. When resolutions are called for, the member offering a reso- 
lution shall rise in his place and say, “Mr. Speaker, I offer the 
following resolution.” ‘The Speaker shall then say, ‘‘ The gentle- 
man from —-— offers the following resolution. The resolution will 
be read.” As soon as the Clerk shall have read the same the 
Speaker shall say, ‘‘ What order will the House take upon the reso- - 
lution?” Ifthe second reading of the resolution is called for, the 
Speaker shall say, “ Seccnd reading of the resolution is called, if 
there is no objection the resolution will be read a second time.” If 
objection be made to the second reading, it shall be in order for any 
member to move for second reading, which, if carried, the resolution 
shall be read again, and it will then be before the House for amend- _ 
ment, adoption or rejection. Ifthe second. reading is not moved the 
resolution shall lie over until the following day, when it will come 
up as business on the Speaker’s table. 


CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS. 


Concurrent resolutions shall take the same course as simple reso- 
lutions. Concurrent resolutions are defined as those which only 
require concurrence on the part of the Senate, and do not re- 
quire the approval of the Governor. | 


MOTIONS. 


32. No new motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment, or 
as a substitute for the motion or proposition under debate. 

83. When a motion has been once made and carried in the affirm- 
ative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority. 
or prevailing side, to move for a reconsideration thereof ; provided it is 
made on the same day or the next sitting day, before the order of the 
day is taken up. . 

34, When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is ', 
objected to by any member, the House shall determine whether said 
paper shall be read or not. i 

85. Ha pending question be not disposed of, owing to an adjourn- 
ment of the House, and be revived on the succeeding day, no mem- 
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ber who has spoken twice on the day preceding, shall be allowed to 
speak again without leave. 

86. When motions are made for the reference of a subject to a 
select and a standing committee, the question for the reference to a 
standing committee shall be first put. 

37. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the Speaker; or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair 
and read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

88. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or 
any member desire it. 

39. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, 
it shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be 
withdrawn by the ‘mover with the consent of the member who may 
have seconded the proposition. 

' 40. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
ut— 
. To adjourn. 
. To lie on the table. 
. For the previous question. 
. To postpone to a day certain. 
. To commit. 
. To amend, or 
To postpone indefinitely; which several motions have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged, and no motion to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, 
being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day at the same 
stage of the bill or proposition. A motion to strike out the enacting 
words of a bill shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if 
carried, shall be considered equivalent to its rejection. 
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PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


41. The previous question shall be put in this form: ‘Shall the 
main question now be put?” It shall only be admitted when sec- 
onded by ten members present, and, when carried, its effect -shall . 
be to put an end to all debate, and to bring the House to a direct 
vote : 

1. Upon the peading amendment, and so on back to the first 
amendment offered. 

2. Upon amendments reported by a committee, if any; and 

3. Upon the main question. 

A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous ques- 
tion is seconded, unless it shall appear, upon actual count by the 
Speaker, that no quorum is present. 

On a motion for the previous question there shall be no debate. 
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All incidental questions o* order arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, aud pending such motion, shall be decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. After a call for the 

revious question has been sustained by the House, the question 
shall be put and determined in order as above, without debate on 
either amendments or the main question, and no motion to adjourn 
shall be in order after the previous question is seconded until the 
final vote upon the main question shall be taken. 

42. Any member may call for a division of a question ‘when the 
same will admit of it. 

43. A motion for the previous question shall not be laid on the 
table. 

44. The previous question cannot be applied to the motions to 
postpone to a day certain, or indefinitely, or to commit, or that a 
motion be ordered to lie on the table. Nor can these motions be put 
upon the motion for the previous question. 


BAR OF THE HOUSE. 


45. In order to be entitled to vote, and to be within the bar of 
the House, a member must be upon the floor of the hall, and within 
the walls enclosing the same, and not outside any of the doors lead- 
ing out of the hall, and he must vote from his seat. 

46. No person shall be admitted within the bar but members of 
the Senate, officers of the General or State Government, and heads 
of departments. 

47. THE BERGEANT-AT-ARMS.—[It shall be his duty to attend the 
House during its sitting, to have charge of the chamber of the House 
of Representatives subordinate to the Speaker, and the committee 
rooms and offices belonging thereto, to keep the same in order, and 
to execute the commands of the House from time to time, together 
with all such process issued by authority thereof, as shall be directed 
to him by the Speaker. 

48. Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there be 
one,) shall be authorized to compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers; but this rule shall not be construed as repealing or conflicting 
with the provisions of Rule No. 41. 

49. Upon calls of the House, and in taking the yeas and nays on 
any question, the names of the members shall be called alphabeti- 
cally. 


50. All questions relating to the priority of business shall be 
decided without debate. 


51. A motion to adjourn, except as hereinbef oreprovided in Rule 
41, and a motion to fix the day to which the House shall adjourn,

shall always be in order. These motions, and the motion to lie on 
the table, shall be decided without, debate. 

52. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House, unless he have leave, or be unable from sickness to attend, 
and it shall require a two-thirds vote of the members present to 
excuse absentees. l i 

58. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills to 
report at any time. . 

54. No committee shall sit during the time the House is in session, 
without special leave being first granted. l 

55. The rules for paying witnesses summoned to appear before 
the House, or either of its committees, shall be as follows: For each 
day a witness shall attend, the sum of two dollars; for each mile he 
shall travel in coming to or going from the place of examination, the 
sum of twelve and a half cents each way, but nothing shall be paid 
for traveling home, when the witness was at the place of trial when 
summoned. And the certificate of the chairman of the committee 
before which a witness is summoned shall be sufficient authority for 
the same to be paid. ; l 

56. The Chief or Assistant Clerk shall rise and remain standing 
whilst reading any documents to the House. 

57. The Assistant Clerk of the House shall, in the event of the 
absence, resignation or death of the Chief Clerk, take charge of and 
attend to all the duties of the office until his successor shall be 
elected. 

58. On any question of order or parliamentary practice, where 
these rules are silent or inexplicit. Jefferson’s Manual or -Wilson’s 
Digest of Parliamentary Law shall be considered as authority. 

59. No extra compensation shall be allowed to any clerk or other 
officer of the House. 

60. All unfinished business of the session of each Legislature 
shall be considered first in order at the second session of the same 
Legislature. 

61. No member shall absent himself from the sittings of the 
House without leave, unless in case of sickness, and every member 
so absenting himself without leave, shall, for each day of absence, 
forfeit the pay allowed him by law. The provisions of Rule No. 
52 shall apply to absentees in all cases, and no member shall be 
excused upon his own motion. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


62. In forming a committee of the whole House, the Speaker 
shall leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in committee shall be 


appointed by the Speaker. 
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63. Upon bills committed to a committee of the whole House, the - 
bill shall be first read throughout by the Clerk, and then again read 
and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last considered ; 
the body of the bill shall not be effaced or interlined; but all amend- 
ments, noting the page or line, shall be duly entered by the Clerk on 
a separate paper, as the same shall be agreed to by a committee, 
and so reported to the House. After report, the bill shall again be 
subject to be debated and amended by clauses, before a question to 
engross be taken. 

64. All amendments made to an original motion in Committee of 
the Whole shall be incorporated with the motion, and so reported. 

65. In event that the Committee of the Whole, at any sitting, 
shall, for want of time, fail to complete the amendments proposed on 
any bill or resolution under consideration, or desire to postpone the 
consideration thereof, it may, on motion made at any time in the 
committee, rise, report progress, and have leave to sit again, gen- 
erally, or at a day certain. 

66. All amendments made to a report committed to a committee of 
the whole House, shall be noted and reported, as in the case of bills. 

67. No motion or proposition for a tax or charge upon the people 
shall be discussed the day on which it is made or offered. 

68. No sum or quantum of tax or duty, voted by a committee of 
the whole House, shall be increased in the House until the motion 
or proposition for such increase shall first be discussed and voted in 
a committee of the whole House, and so in respect to the time of its 
continuance. 

69. All proceedings touching appropriation of money, shall be 
discussed in committee of the whole House, and no appropriation of 
money shall be made, except by bill. l 

70. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be observed in 
committee so far as the same be applicable. 

T1. No standing rule or order of the House shalt be rescinded or 
changed without one day’s notice being given of the motion thereof. 
Nor shall any rule be suspended or changed, except by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present after such notice. Nor shall the order of 
business, as established by the Rules of the House, be postponed or 
changed, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent. — f . 


T2. While bills are on their passage between the two houses, 
they shall be under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
house, respectively.. 

T3. Therroceedings of the House, when not acting in Committee 


of the Whole, shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possi- 
H J—3 
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ble, care being taken to detail a true and accurate account of the 
proceedings. i i 

74. Every vote of the House shall be entered on the journal with 
a concise statement of the question, and a brief statement of the 
contents of each petition, memorial or paper presented to the House, 
shall also. be inserted on the journal. - 

75. The names of absentees shall appear on the journals. 

76. Reporters shall be assigned appropriate and convenient seats 
in the House by direction of the Speaker. 

TT. There shall be no smoking, eating or cracking nuts allowed 
in this House during its sitting. i

Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker House of-Representatives, 
Austin, Texas: 

S: Your committee to whom was referred the duty of fixing 
the compensation of officers and employés of this House during the 
present session of the Legislature, having duly considered the same, 
submit the following as their report : 

As every member of the House is aware, and as is shown farther 
on in this report, the large number of persons employed at the last 
session of the Legislature, and the very liberal—not to say extrava- 
gant—compensation allowed them, was a large item in its contin- 
gent expenses, and a heavy drain upon the exchequer of the State. 
In the present consideration of the subject, your committee has en- 
deavored to divest it of all political surroundings and personal con- 
siderations. We have endeavored to act in the matter from a busi- 
ness stand-point, and this alone. While it has been our aim and 
object to shun the charge of extravagance, we have, at the same 
time, endeavored to fix a fair and liberal compensation for those who 
shall serve us. 
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We have considered the quality of service requited ‘fror each one, 
and the quantity he is required to perform. We have ‘also’ taken 
into consideration the rates of compensation usually paid for services 
of a similar character. We are also cognizant of the fact that ex- 
penses incident to living at the capital during a session of the Legis- 
lature are greatly enhanced, and it is in view of all these‘ ¢onsidera- 
tions that we make’ out recommendations. Sioa 5 

It is the opinion of the committee that the line of economy does 
not lie so much in the rates of compensation we fix for our empliyés,” 
as it does in limiting the number we shall have. At our ‘last: ses+- 
sion, each and every standing committee was authorized to employ a. 
clerk—saying nothing of select committees, of which there were. 
several—and each clerk was allowed $8 per day. It is estimated’ 
that at least twenty of the committees did employ clerks, and- at 
least half of these clerks had virtually nothing to do. The expertise, 
of committee clerks alone, at this rate, would amount to $160 per: 
day, $4800 per month of thirty days, and over $15,000 for the’ 
session. 

In view of these facts we recommend : 

1. That the three general clerks now appointed be discharged, 
and that they be allowed a compensation of $6 per day from date of 
appointment. 

2. That the first ten stahding committees be allowed each one 
clerk, the compensation of said clerks to be at the rate of $6 per 
day, and that all of said clerks, when appointed, shall be reported 
to the Speaker of the House, whose duty it shall be to assign said 
clerks to serve such other committees of the House as are not enti- 
tled to a clerk; provided, that the clerk for the Committee on Ju- 
diciary, Internal Improvements and State Affairs shall not be so 
assigned. . 

3. That the Chief Clerk and his assistants (first and second) re- 
ceive each $8 per day.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of _ Representatives of 
Texas: 


In compliance with my duty under the Constitution, I now trans- 

mit the customary statement of the condition of the State, with re- 
commendation of measures thought of sufficient importance to be 
presented specially to your consideration. 
. Since the last annual message I had the honor to send to your 
Houses, the work of re-organization of the State under the new Con- 
stitution and the laws enacted by you in pursuance thereof, at your 
late session, has been largely performed. The officers for whom 
provision was made, and in the various judicial districts, judges and 
district attorneys, have been appointed, and these officers have pro- 
ceeded to the performance of their duties. It gives me pleasure to 
state that the people have, I believe, generally seconded the officers 
in their efforts to re-establish order, and that an improved concition 
of affairs is quite manifest. It is too early to speak from practical 
experience in respect to the working of many of the new features 
of our Constitution and laws, but such defects as have been observed 
will be pointed out to you, and the appropriate legislation asked to 
remedy the same. 
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THE REVENUE. 


The laws providing for a revenue and its assessment and collec- 
tion, are always of first importance, and present the greatest difficul- 
ties. There must, however, be a revenue provided sufficient for the 
just necessities of the government, and the only questions to be 
solved relate to its assessment in the manner least oppressive of the 
poor, and so as to prevent evasion. A number of defects have been 
found in the law recently enacted; some of them are pointed out by 
the Comptroller in his annual report, and he therein suggests many 
amendments, but I do not think the law in its present shape can be 
so amended as to make it practicable, and I recommerid that it be 
substituted by a less complicated statute, which, in brief terms, will 
embrace the most necessary frame-work, and leave, under proper. 
limitation, the minor details to the regulation of the Comptroller 
and a Board of Revision. At my request, the Attorney General 
has carefully prepared the draft of such a statute, and it will be 
submitted to you for consideration. 

Tt is difficult to make a close estimate of the revenue of the State 
for the present and ensuing fiscal year, for the main reason that the 
assessment and collection of the taxes has been conducted very irre- 
gularly and inefficiently since the war, and we have, therefore, no 
certain basis for a calculation. Thus, while the total value of prop- 
erty was assessed in the year 1867 at $170,574,442, it was only 
$144, 260,244 in 1868, and $149,665,386 in 1869—the last assess- 
ment of which returns are complete—an apparent decrease of more 
than twenty millions in the value of property in the State after 
1867. The occupation taxes, also, which are easily collected, do 
not show the increase that might have been expected, being for 1867 
$133,101 99, while for 1869 they were only $146,023 30. There 
is no question but that the population, taxable value of property, 
and taxable occupations of the State had greatly increased during 
the two years from 1867 to 1869, and that the apparent considera- 
ble decrease in the ane case, and only slight increase in the other, is 
the result of the causes above indicated. The Comptroller, in an- 
swer to inquiry from myself, estimates the value of property Hable 
to taxation as at least $250,000,000, or more than one hundred _ 
millions beyond the value as returned by the last assessment. If 
this estimate is correct, and I think it is, then a large portion of the 
property of the State escapes taxation, to the detriment of those 
who are too hanest to evade, and are thus compelled to suffer an un- 
due share of the public burdens. The extent. of the private [ands 
which have been sold to the State for taxes, gives some idea of the 
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value of property on which the payment of taxes is evaded. Up to 
1868, inclusive, the land sold to the State and unredeemed, amounted 
to 31,524,600 acres. But further than this, while the total titled lands 
of the State are estimated at about’ 90,000,000 acres, it appears by 
the returns to the Comptroller, that only 47,272,201 acres were 
rendered for taxation in 1869. A remedy for this evil should be 
applied without delay by your body. It has been suggested that 
provision be made for extra clerk hire for the purpose of estimating 
and collecting the back taxes due the State, and at the close of your 
last session, a provision was made in the general appropriation act 
for the collection of these taxes. This part of the act I was com- 
pelled to disapprove for the reasons I have given in my message 
returning it to the House wherein it originated. On mature reflec- 
tion, I do not think it would be advisable to attempt to bring up and 
collect the back taxes from the commencement of our State govern- 
ment, as has been recommended. It would cost gonsiderably, and 
might operate unevenly and oppressively in many cases. In lieu of 
this, I suggest that all property liable for back taxes be relieved on 
payment, in addition to the State tax for 1871, of, say three times 
the amount payable for that year. 

The Comptroller, in answer to an inquiry from this office, esti- 
mates the reverue for 1871, under the “Act to levy taxes,” ap- 
proved August 15, 1870, at a total of $900,000; and, as the poll 
tax and one-fourth of the other taxes are, by the constitution, set 
apart for school purposes, these items, amounting together to $283,- 
250, must. be deducted. Assuming this estimate to be correct, 
further provision for the support of the State government will be 
required, as the current expenses of the government, and appropria- 
tions for the maintenance and improvement of the machinery of the 
Penitentiary, and for other absolutely necessary purposes, must 
reach the sum of nine hundred thousand dollars. There is no 
doubt that under a good system of assessment and collection of taxes, 
the ratio of taxation provided by our present law will be sufficient 
to supply all the just wants of the government, but some time must 
pass before this can be effected, hence the necessity—which-I hope 
will be temporary—of increased taxation. . 


l STATE BONDS. 

Under the act approved August 5, 1870, providing for the issuance 
and sale of $750,000 of the bonds of the State, for frontier defense, 
I have had the bonds properly engraved, printed and signed, but have 
not yet effected a sale of any part of them. No offer satisfactory, 
In view of the financial condition of our State, has been made. The 
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financial condition of Texas should be considered as good as that o 
any other State, and her bonds should not be put upon the market 
at a heavy discount.. Beyond the debt for frontier defense, now ac- 
cumulating, we owe but very little, and this is more than balanced 
by. just claims which we have against the United States, accruing 
before the war. The only debts of any importance, for which the 
State is properly liable, are those due for military services previous 
to the rebellion (and not excluded under section 34 of article 12, 
general provisions of the Constitution) and for money and supplies 
furnished the Penitentiary since the war. There is alsoa small 
-amount due for certificates issued in payment of minute companies 
called out by Governor Hamilton m 1865, and some other small un- 
audited claims. The Auditorial Board, created by the provisional 
act of November 9, 1866, reported the total debt, principal and in- 
terest, on the first of December, 1867, at $332,486 17. This, 
however, includes’ the sum of $78,466 51, audited and unaudited 
~ “non-interest notes,’ which are by said section of the Constitution 
declared void. Deduct this latter sum, and it will, leave $243,- 
969 656 as the total debt on first of December, 1867, which, with 
interest added to date, and the amount unaudited (about $60,000,) 
-as above mentioned, due from the Penitentiary, presents the total 
- indebtedness of the State. The exact amount cannot be ascertained 
from data within my possession, but it certainly does not exceed, at 
this time, $360,000, principal and interest, of which, only that part 
-due from the Penitentiary, may properly be eonsidered specie. It 
-will be perceived that I have not included in this estimate of indebt- 
edness the bonds issued to the Common School and University funds, 
under the provisional act of November 12, 1866, amounting to 
$216,641 08 and interest. I can perceive no good reason why these 
bonds, issued to replace five per cent. United States indemnity bonds, 
taken and disposed of during the rebellion by the authorities then in 
possession of the State, should now be a charge upon the people. If 
it is necessary that the School and University fund -should be in- 
creased in a sum equivalent to those bonds, it had bettér be done in 
._plam terms, but there is no such necessity, and it is our experience 
in the past, that the accumulation of these special funds tends to in- 
vite spoliation. 

The School and University funds are now, I believe, quite as large 
as they can safely remain, and the taxes that would go to pay in- 
terest on bonds added to swell those funds, might as well be expended - 
directly in support of schools or universities. I, therefore, recom- 
mend that the bonds issued to the School and University funds 
under said provisional act of 1866, be canceled. Be ss 

Out of the said sum of $832,486 17, found due by the Audi- 
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torial Board, the sum of $125,100 is covered by six per cent. 
bonds issued to individuals under the same provisional act of Novem- 
ber 9, 1866. These bonds have passed, to a large extent, into the 
hands of persons living out of the State, and as the interest has 
ceased to be paid since 1867, the credit of the State has been in- 
jured among those whose acquaintance with the real financial con- 
dition of the State is limited. A part of these bonds may have 
been issued on ‘ non-interest notes,” and consequently ke liable to 
the objection created by the above mentioned thirty-fourth section 
of article 12 of the Constitution. What portion of them (if any,) 
is void under that section, should be speedily ascertained, and pro- 
vision made for the payment of all overdue interest on such of them 
as are unaffected thereby. To this purpose, I recommend the estab- 
lishment of an Auditorial Board, to be composed of the Comptroller, 
Treasurer and Attorney General, with power to examine all indebt- 
edness reported on by the Board organized under the provisional act 
of 1866, and that authority be given for funding all of that in- 
debtedness (not already funded) in six per cent. currency State bonds; 
also, that an appropriation be made to pay the interest due on such 
part of the $125,100 bonds, issued to individuals, as may be ascer- 
tained to be valid. I also recommend that said Board be authorized 
to ascertain the amount of indebtédness of the Penitentiary, incurred 
under competent authority, and that the same be funded in six per 
cent. specie bonds. These are measures of justice to our creditors, 
and will leave our indebtedness in an ascertained and compaet form. 


STATE CLAIMS AGAINST UNITED STATES. 


I have remarked that the State has claims against the United 
States. These are grounded as follows: P 

1. Under the act of Congress of twenty-eighth February, 1855, 
(a supplement to the compromise measure of 1850, adjusting the 
boundary between New Mexico and Texas,) there was appropriated 
$7,750,000, to be paid under certain conditions to the creditors of 
Texas. Of this sum, there remains about $250,000, which should 
come to Texas, because the time allowed for presentation of claims 
against it has expired, and this State has either already paid, or is 
responsible for, any further demands that might be presented. 

2. Under the acts of Congress of March 3,1859, and of June 
21, 1860, there was ‘appropriated the sum of $123,544 51, to re- 
imburse Texas on account of military services of volunteers, for pro- 
tection of the frontier, paid by the State. The accounts and vouch- 
ers for these services are, I understand, on file at Washington, and 
amount to $167,798 62. The United States should justly pay us 
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this latter sum and interest since. 1859, because the State settled 
here, by giving to the parties her obligations bearing ten per cent. 
interest, and a very large portion of our above mentioned present in- 
debtedness, results from the payment of these very claims and interest. 

These claims against the United States properly belong to the or- 
dinary revenue fund, and, when realized, may be applied in payment 
of our indebtedness, and the current expenses of the State govern- 
ment. These claims, though based upon appropriations already 
made by Congress, having been so long in abeyance, I have thought 
that further legislation might be necessary on the part of Congress, 
to warrant the officers of the Treasury in paying us any of them, and 
accordingly have requested our senators and representatives at 
Washington, to introduce and urge the passage of a bill for the. pur- 
pose. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY FUND. 


The public school system enacted at the last session of your body, 
has not been put in operation, because of failure to make an appro- 
priation therefor. The constitution having piovided that one-fourth 
of the ordinary taxes, the capitation tax and the income from the 
School fund, shall be “‘applied as needed,” for the education of the - 
scholastic inhabitants of the State, there is an impression abroad that 
the sums accruing from these sources, can be drawn from the Treas- 
ury and used, without specific appropriation. But section 6, article 
XII, is very distinct in its declaration that “no money shall be 
drawn from the Treasury but in pursuance of specific appropriation 
made by law.” I trust that your early attention will be called to 
the supplying of this omission. The maintenance of a good system 
of public schools, I regard as second in importance to no other object 
of government under our institutions. The people expect us to at- 
tend to this matter at once, as every day’s delay is of irreparable 
damage to the growing generation, for whose wants we are called 
upon to provide. i 

The returns of scholastic census, taken under section 11 of th 
act of your last session, to establish a system of public free schools, 
have been received from but afew counties, and from many of these 
the returns are only partial. They show in twenty-five counties, 
from which the returns are complete, 42,388, and in sixteen coun- 
ties, from which the returns are incomplete, 12,831 children within 
the scholastic age. The State Treasurer infcrms me that the taking 
of this census is probably delayed by the omission of the School Law 
to fix a certain and adequate compensation therefor, to the justices 
who are required to take it. 
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Assuming the returns received as a basis for calculation, I esti- 
mate the total scholastic population of the State at about one hundred 
and sixty thousand, of whom at least one hundred thousand, now en- 
joy no school advantages whatever. This condition should not be 
allowed to last a moment longer, because, with the ample endowment 
of our public schools, it is inexcusable. This endowment consists, of 
the “ perpetual fund ” (of which only the interest can be used) and 
that portion of the annual taxes assigned by the constitution to the 
support of the public schools, and which may be appropriated an- 
nually to that purpose. The perpetual fund which is now produc- 
ing (or can be soon made to produce) income, embraces the following 
items : 

1. $60,258 61 ($58,999 31 coin and $1,279 30 currency,) in 
the Treasury, authorized by act of August 12, 1870, to be converted 
into United States five-twenty bonds. 

2. $2,759,781 44 gold, consolidated principal and interest, due 
by railroad companies to the school fund, on the first day of May, 
1870. On their respective shares of this amount, all the railroads 
paid up, on or before the eleventh of November last, the interest and 
one per cent. sinking. fund, coming due at that date, under the act of 
August 18, 1870, with exception of the “ Houston Tap and Brazoria 
- Railroad,” and the “Texas and New Orleans Railroad.” The 
amount due from these two roads, cn the said first day of May, 1870, 
was $1,125,859 45. They are advertised to be sold on the four- 
teenth and fifteenth days of February next, and I hope to realize 
therefrom at least half of the amount due the School fund. 

3. $250,000 of the amount claimed in the suits now pending in 
Washington, based on the Texas Indemnity. bonds. I think this 
amount may reasonably bė expected to be realized from those suits 
alter paying all expenses. 

4. $10,269 39, ($9,800 in United States six per cent. bonds and 
$469 39 in currency) reported by S. M. Swenson, Esq., of New 
York, to be in his hands and belonging to the State. Mr. Swenson 
desires to hold this as security for a claim which he has against the 
State, but I have informed him that I have no authority to make 
such arrangement, and he will probably pay over the amount when 
called upon. 

5. $61,000 in Texas Indemnity bonds, deposited by Provisional 
Governor A. J. Hamilton, at the Treasury in Washington. The 
cash (gold) for,these, can be had at any time on application there. 

_In connection with the Public School fund, or rather the Univer- 
sity find, (the two funds properly being considered together.) I 
Would call your attention to the donation made by acts of Congress, 
of scrip representing 180,000 acres of land, to provide colleges for 
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the “benefit of agriculture and the mechanic arts,” “I have made 
application at Washington for this scrip and it has probably, ere this, 
been turned over to the agent appointed; but under the said acts, 
(July 2, 1862, and amendment July 28, 1866,) of Congress, the 
State must provide, within five years from 1866, at least one such 
college as is described in the acts, or must refund to the United 
States the scrip or its proceeds. Less than one year remains within 
which this State can secure the benefits intended. I think we cannot 
safely attempt at present the establishment of more than one of these 
colleges, and suggest that this be incorporated with the State Univer- 
sity. I recommend the early passage of an act applicable to the 
case. 

According to my above estimate of the school fund, the actual cash 
(or equivalent) gold value of it, is now upwards of two millions five 
hundred and seventy-five thousand ($2,575,000) dollars. The items 
which have not already been realized and placed in the Treasury, 
will so be within a few months, and when-we recollect that the school 
fund was not long since given up in the minds of most people as to- 
tally lost, the above result is very gratifying. I recommend that you 
authorize all the above sums, as fast as realized, to be converted in 
United States bonds, and also that similar disposition be authorized 
of proceeds of sale of school lands or public domain, and of the 2 
per cent. per annum received from the railroads, on account of the 
sinking fund. 

The money received from these sources constitute what the Consti- 
tution denominates the ‘‘ Public School Fund” proper. The interest 
of this fund, and the poll.tax, and the one-fourth of the ordinary 
State taxes, and the proceeds of such special school tax as the Legis- 
lature may authorize, is to be appropriated by your body annually to 
the support of the public schools. If those portions of the fund not 
now yielding interest, are speedily invested in United States bonds, 
I think that fer the current year, the sum of $500,000 may be ex- 
pected, as disposable by appropriation for maintenance of public 
schools, without resorting to the imposition of any special school tax; 
and I recommend an appropriation of that amount to, the establish- 
ment and maintenance of public schools, such appropriation to be 
drawn only from funds especially disposable for school purposes. 

But the first matter requiring attention in this regard, will be the 
enactment of an efficient school law, to the end that your appropria- 
tion may not be expended in vain. The law passed at your last 
session seems in many respects impracticable, and not likely to carry 
out the spirit of the excellent provisions of the Constitution. I will 
instance here, the enactment in that law for enforcing the education of 
children, The Constitution makers seemed to reason, that parents or - 
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guardians could not wilfully permit children únder their care to grow 
up in ignorance, without themselves becoming guilty of an offense ` 
against the public welfare. The Constitution evidently intended the 
infliction of a substantial punishment on such persons, but the en- 
actment on that subject in the law, will, by most of such delinquents, 
hardly be considered a punishment. 

THE STATE GUARD AND MIEITTS. 


The measures adopted by your body at the last session, for the 
organization and maintenance of the Militia and State Guard, and of 
a State Police, have been put under way, to the best of the limited 
means placed at my disposal therefor. The condition of these corps, 
and the statement in detail of what has been accomplished, will 
appear on reference to the report of the Adjutant General and Chief 
of State Police. There have been organized 89 companies of State 
Guard, and 83 companies of Reserve Militia. There are of the 
State Guard, 127 officers and 3,386 privates, and of Reserve Militia 
841 officers and 89,478 privates. A large part of the latter corps, 
though enrolled, is not yet organized into companies and regiments. . 
Ihave been delayed in thewrganization and armament of these corps 
by failure of the appropriation called for at the last session. A num- 
ber of arms and equipments of the latest pattern are required. The 
State has recently received from the United States Government 420 
Sprizgfield rifle muskets, also a battery of four pieces has been 
ordered to be turned over by the United States, as part of the quota 
of arms due the State, and there was already on hand here, one 
hundred old muskets. I have partly distributed these arms, and also 
loaned some of the carbines (1,507 in number) purchased for 
frontier defense, to companies of Militia or State Guard, detailed to 
protect the civil authorities, where the necessity was urgent. - 

To complete the organization of the Militia and State Guard, I 
recommend that an appropriation be made sufficient to cover the 
expense of enrollinent and the purchase of, say about ten thousand 
stand of small arms. These arms can be issued under such restric- 
tions as will secure the State against loss. Provision ought also .to 
ke made for the establishment of a State Arsenal. The necessity 
for this is obvious, in connection with a permanent military organi- 
zation. 


THE STATS POLICE, 


The organization of the State Police commenced in July last, but 
the full number authorized by law has not yet been filled. Many 
ot those appointed, have been found incompetent or otkerwise objec-. 
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tionable, and removed; it being the purpose to bring this force up 
to the highest standard of efficiency. It has been found, however, 
that the pay provided by the present law is inadequate to compensate 
the best class of men, especially in view of the fact that they are re- 
quired to be well mounted, armed, and equipped, at all times. I 
accordingly recommend that an addition be made to their pay, 
sufficient to secure and retain the services of good men. The State 
Police is expensive, but not more so than is absolutely necessary 
to efficiency. Good government and law and order, cannot be main- 
tained without an efficient military or police force to sustain the 
civil authority, and this we cannot have without paying liberally for 
it. Ido not think the money expended in this way, has been or will 
be, used unprofitably. On the contrary, that which has during this 
short time been accomplished by the Police and Militia in suppress- 
ing lawlessness and arresting offenders, and thereby inspiring a feeling 
of safety and of confidence both at home and abroad, in the future 
stability of affairs in Texas, has already, in the increased value of 
property and the swelling tide of immigration to this State, vastly 
more than set off the present or probable future cost of these forces. 

From the first of July to the thirty-fst of December, 1870, 
nine hundred and seventy-eight arrests have been reported by the 
State Police, though the strength of that force during the time 
indicated has not averaged more than half that allowed by law, 
owing to the causes above referred to. Among these arrests, were 
one hundred and nine of persons charged with murder (in some 
instances several distinct offenses of this character, being charged 
against a single individual); one hundred and thirty charged with 
assault with intent to kill, and three hundred and ninety-four charged 
with other felonies. Official reports of ‘‘ criminals evading justice,” 
received from one hundred and eight counties, show a total of two 
thousand seven hundred and ninety persons, charged with crime in 
those counties and evading arrests. ‘Twenty-nine counties have not 
reported. Among these persons charged with crime, seven hundred 
and two were charged with murder, in some cases two or more—even 
seven—amurders being charged to a single individual; four hundred 
and thirteen charged with assaults. with intent to kill, and one 
thousand one hundred and thirty-seven charged with other felonies. 
The great majority of these offenses are of recent occurrence— 
within three or four years past—and the Police have been put in 
active pursuit of the parties charged. Many of the arrests made by 
the Police have been of this class of persons, and many of the 
offenders, aware that arrangements were progressing for their arrest, 
have fled the State, and by ridding us in this way of a reckless and 
vicious class, the Police system has been useful. The Police has 
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also, since organization commenced, returned to the legitimate 
owners near thirty thousand dollars of stolen property recovered. 

A great preventive of violence and bloodshed (a class of crimes 
which, you will notice, occupies a large space on our criminal calen- 
dar) would be found in an enactment to restrain and regulate the 
carrying of deadly weapons. The law passed at your last session, 
forbidding such weapons in public places, is a very partial remedy. 
Instances of personal violence occur almost daily, where a general 
and stringent law against the practice would avoid loss of life or 
bloodshed. Occurrences of that nature are within the experience 
of everybody. A well considered law on this subject is essential to- 
the complete suppression of lawlessness, and I esteem it my duty to 
ask your special attention thereto. 

On account of the great extent of our State, the number of State 
Police allowed by law—two hundred and fifty-seven officers and 
privates—-is insufficient, but the cost of maintenance of this force is 
so great that I do not propose to ask an increase of the total per- 
manent force; but to make the most of the foree we have, I think 
there should be an increase of the number of officers, say two 
additional captains, four lieutenants and ten sergeants. The 
arrangement found best adapted to our State, where mail and tele- 
graph facilities are limited, is that of sub-division into a number of 
police districts, under officers who are made directly responsible for 
the activity and efficiency of the police in their respective districts, 
and for this we require-more officers. To avoid expense, and at the 
same time furnish a police force in each county adequate to any 
ordinary emergency, I recommend that the appointment: of not 
exceeding twenty special policemen for each county be authorized. 
These special police to serve generally within the county of their 
Appointment, to be paid by the county only when in actual service, 
under orders from the Governor, or by his authority. Thus an in- 
expensive force may always be relied on to assist the local 
authorities. 


FRONTIER DEFENSE. , 
The report of the Adjutant General will also show the condition 
nd strength of the Rangers authorized for frontier defense, by the 
law of June 18, 1870. Of the fourteen companies shown by that 
report to have been raised, one—-Company ‘‘ A’’—has been mustered 
out, and three others have been ordered to be mustered out, leaving 
ten, or half the number authorized by the law. All the companies 
have been reduced to the minimum (fifty) of officers and privates, 
and J ge | directed disposition to be made of these along 
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the frontier in such manner as will, I believe, best tend to its pro- 
tection. If I can arrange to supply and pay these troops, L propose 
to continue them until otherwise- directed by your body. They are 
not as efficient as they would be if they were allowed to follow the 
savages to the nests whence the latter raid upon our settlements, 
but, as it is, they furnish considerable protection, and encourage the 
extension of the frontier settlements. It is to be regretted that our 
condition will not justify measures for complete relief of the 
frontier. The atrocities recently perpetrated by the Indians, are 
even beyond all previous experience of their murderous doings; but 
no force that the State could place upon the frontier, would furnish 
absolute security, so long as the enemy can find a harbor secure from 
risk of attack, within a few day’s journey of the settlements. 
Under the circumstances, we must suffer this evil with what patience 
is possible. The philanthropic public of the United States, it is to 
be hoped, will, after a while, conclude that civilized men, women 
and children, who are improving and extending the frontier, are at 
least entitled to as much mercy as, it is insisted, should be shown 
their savage murderers.

RAILROADS. 


While the prospects of our frontiersmen continue gloomy, the 
condition of the State in general presents an agreeable contrast. 
The impression which is abroad, that an era of peace and quiet and 
prosperity has commenced here, is attracting an unusual stream of 
immigrants, and of a more intelligent class than heretofore. With 
Immigration is also coming capital to invest in internal improve- 
ments, and there is reason now to anticipate confidently, railroad con- 
nection with the Eastern States by at least three distinct routes 
before the close of the year 1873. It is my belief that, without 
any assistance from the State, there will be built within our terri- 
tcry, during the next ten years, six thousand or more miles of rail- 
road—enough for the probable wants of our population. Of course, 
this calculation is founded on the maintenance of peace and the 
stability of our institutions, for I apprehend that without these 
prerequisites, no sacrifice on the part of the State would ensure the 
construction of even a single mile of it. Let us practice a close 
economy in the appropriation of our State revenue, enforce obedi- 
ence to the laws, and secure all classes of people in the peaceful 
exercise of their just rights and privileges. The confidence estab- 
lished by these measures will, alone, soon attract all the capital that 
can be profitably invested in internal improvements. 

On this subject, I took occasion, in my last message to your hon- 
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orable body, to say that “‘the absolute necessity for State aid (be- 
yond a liberal charter and the right.of way) is not apparent to me- 
as a necessity to insure the success of any honest and feasible enter- 
prise.” Your body thought differently, and among other similar 
measures which had been proposed, the International Railroad Com- 
pany was chartered, and a subsidy guaranteed to it, to aid the con- 
struction of a trunk road across the State. The subsidy or donation 
was remarkably liberal, and ought to insure exact compliance on the 

art of the company with the spirit and intent of the eharter. 
Should the company comply in that form, the State ought on her 
part keep equal faith, though the terms exacted may seem extrava- 
gant. With States as with individuals, the very worst disposition to 
make of a debt or engagement, is to attempt to repudiate it. But 
I trust that your body will agree with me, as to the advisability of 
going no further in that direction. ‘Let us set our faces determinedly 
against all further propositions to pledge the aid of the State to the 
furtherance of private schemes, whether under the guise of internal 
improvements, or other specious garb. Not one dollar or cent more, 
in any shape or form, is the only safe policy.. 


IMMIGRATION. 


- I have remarked that immigration has largely increased. Both 
in number and class of immigrants, no previous immigration equals 
that now flowing into the State. Occurring, as this does, without 
special encouragement on our part, we may imagine the influx had 
a well considered law been enacted to organize and perfect the immi- 
gration bureau. I am not disposed, however, to recommend the 
. machinery of a costly and complicated organization. A great deal 
can be accomplished, at little cost, by the dissemination of informa- 
tion concerning our State. For this purpose, and for the employment 
of a few active agents on this continent and in Europe, but a limited. 
appropriation will be required. Though the Constitution empowers: 
you to aid immigrants by paying their passage in part or în foto, it 
is not advisable, with the many and pressing demands on the Trea- 
sury, to-make at present an appropriation of this class. 


GEOLOGICAL BUREAU. 


A geological survey of the State will furnish valuable information 
to persons contemplating immigration or the investment of capital- 
within it. The act passed at your last session, establishing a geolo- 
gical bureau, seems (as well as can be judged without experience of 
its practical working) unobjectionable, but no appropriation of 
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money was made to carry the act into effect, and consequently it hag 
remained inoperative. 


ASYLUMS AND PENITENTIARY. 


In regard to the Lunatic and other asylums and the Penitentiary, 
I must again call your attention to the recommendations of my last 
message. The asylums should be extended so as to furnish accom- 
modations to all parties properly assignable to each, and should, for 
the comfort of the patients, be furnished with all the most modern 
conveniences and improvements. At present the Lunatic Asylum, 
at least, does not more than very partially furnish that accommodation, 
The appropriation of $20,000, made on the fifteenth of August 
last, for repairs and additions to that asylum, has not been expended, 
owing to some difference of opinion as to the safety of the present 
building and feasibility of making such repairs as would ensure its 
safety, without going much beyond the appropriation. It is the 
opinion of the Superintendent in charge, that this can be done, and 
he thinks that with this appropriation he can so repair and extend 
the buildings as to furnish accommodations for more than double the 
patients now under treatment. ‘The asylum under its present man- 
agement has been made to accommodate more patients than ever 
before, and without extraordinary expenditure. The patients also 
seem well cared for, and generally improved in appearance. 

In compliance with the “joint resolution authorizing the Gover- 
nor to invite proposals for the location of two penitentiaries,”’ etc., 
approved August 18, last, L have caused proclamations to issue, 
calling for proposals, and a report of the result accompanies this 
message. The Penitentiary at Huntsville is not self-supporting: on 
the contrary, it is accumulating a considerable debt, but under 
existing circumstances I believe this to be unayoidable. The location 
of it is bad, especially in regard to facility of communication. The 
want of water-power and the increasing scarcity and cost of fuel, 
cause great expense in running the machinery; while, finally, a 
large part of the machinery for manufacture of goods, is adapted 
only to that of a quality of goods which, with slavery, has gone 
largely out of use, and is not saleable. If no arrangement is made 
for the location and erection of other penitentiaries, a considerable 
appropriation—about $50,000—must be made for additions to the 
buildings and the improved machinery ‘necessary to the economica 
working of this one. An appropriation must also be made to cover 
excess of expenditures over receipts at this institution. 
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x ANNUAL REPORTS. 


The annual reports of the various branches of the Executive De- 
partment and of the publie institutions (where such reports are 
required by law to be made} have, with the exception of the Comp- 
troller’s report, been printed, and are herewith transmitted. 

These reports will furnish you valuable information, and in detail, 
of ‘matters connected with the administration of the government, 
which I have not here been able to touch upon at all, or at any rate 
in more than brief terms. The report of the Comptroller reached 
my hands = the twelfth day of December, last, and was forwarded 
by me to the public printer. It was afterwards withdrawn from the 
public printer, without my consent or knowledge, and’ materially 
altered—in one respect to the extent of several hundred thousand 
dollars. The Comptroller, while he assured me this was done also 
without his knowledge, yet declined to furnish me his report as it 
originally stood. Under these circumstances the altered report has 
not been printed, and the disposition to be made of it is respectfully 
submitted to your judgment.

DEPARTMENT CLERKS 


The Comptroller asks for more clerical assistance in his office, and 
I think the increased service, in that branch of the government, may 
require an addition of two or three clerks to his present force. The 
duties required of the Secretary of State, and of my office also, 
demand the services of more clerks than have heretofore been 
allowed. But while the wants of the different departments, in this 
respect, should be so far supplied as to obviate the necessity for 
overworking the employés, I think a law should be passed exacting 
a uniform and reasonable day’s work from such employés. 


SUPREME COURT BUILDING AND LIBRARY. 


A further appropriation is necessary for the completion of the 
Supreme Court building. Estimates will be furnished of the proba- 
ble amount required to complete and furnish it. Some disposition 
ought to be made of the surplus books in the three libraries of the 
how consolidated Supreme Court. The most of them can probably 
be disposed “of advantageously, where they now are, and the pro- 
ceeds, or works received in exchange, added to the library at the 
capitol. A library containing all the reports of the American 
tates and of Great Britain, as well as the recognized common and 
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civil law authorities of Europe and America, is indispensable to the 
correct application of the law by the judges, but neither of thes 
libraries approaches that standard. I recommend the sale or ex- 
change of these surplus books, and, if sold, that the application of 
the proceeds be left to the direction of the judges, and that further 
provision be made for supplying the library with new reports and 
works, 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


While entering upon your deliberations, it might be well to con- 
sider whether any measures can be adopted that will lighten and 
facilitate your legislative labors. On this head it has oceurred to 
me that the legislation of your last session is, in some respects, 
worthy of observation. Of a total of 242 public and private acts 
and resolutions which became laws, 148 (near two-thirds) were of 
private nature, and of 57 acts which passed both Houses, but failed 
for different reasons to become laws, 49 were private. ‘Thus it ap- - 
pears that more than two-thirds of the legislation and, E may say, 
of your valuable time, was at that session taken up (at great cost to 
the peonle of the State) in matters of purely personal or private 
character. A very large share of “this legislation is chargeable to 
acts for private corporations, which, as-a rule, can be provided for, 
and even much better, under a general act authorizing their forma- 
tion under defined restrictions and limits, by deed recorded and pub- 
lished. The most advanced States of the Union have, either by 
constitutional provision or by statute, adopted, with decided advan- 
tage, a similar enactment, and I trust the experience of those States 
may induce you to try the experiment here. 

To another phase of the legislation of the last session, Lalso, with 
great deference, invite your attention. During the last two days of 
the session 158 acts and resolutions, (more than half of all the acts 
and resolutiogs passed) were presented to me for consideration, and 
of these, 61 were presented during the last thirty minutes. It was 
entirely out of the question, that E could give these acts the least 
consideration, and, as the great bulk passed one or both of your 
houses during the last week or ten days of the session, it was equany 
impossible that with you, a careful reading and examination of them, 
could have been had. I was compelled to sign some of the general 
acts, of most urgent necessity, without reading, and since have dis- 
covered very objectionable and impracticable features In some of 
them. Many of the private acts, which I failed to sign, were doubt- 
less meritorious, and should become laws. A great deal of this 
hurried legislation, has grown out of the indiscriminate practice of 
suspending the rule, which requires three readings, on as many 
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separate days. The Constitution provides, that “in case of great 
emergency” four-fifths of the house in which the act is pending, 
may suspend therule. Butno “ great emergency ” can be imagined, 
that would warrant suspension of that constitutional provision to 
put through in haste a private charter or bill of any sort, and the 
proper scrutiny of objectionable private legislation is habitually 
evaded in that way. 

Finally, a gréat step can be made-towards simplifying legislation by 
providing at once for the revision of the Civil and Criminal Laws as 
authorized in Sec. 835 of Art. XII of the Constitution. To this 
end I recommend the appointment of a board of competent lawyers, 
whose duty it may be made, to revise the laws, and report to the Legis- 
lature, from time to time, as their labor progresses, such corrections 
and additions thereto, as may be necessary to the framing of a well

after due deliberation thereon, are of the opinion that its enactment 
is highly important, and would relieve from embarrassment many 
meritorious claimants who have for various causes, some of which 
were beyond their control, failed to comply with the pre-emption 
laws, and have thus endangered their rights.as pre-emptors, under 
existing laws. 

Indeed, your committee believe they hazard nothing in asserting 
that the disturbed condition of our Indian frontier, for several years 
past, has rendered a strict compliance with the letter of the law 
almost impossible on the part of many settlers, who have been kept 
continually on the qui vive by the monthly visits or raids of the — 
daring and blood-thirsty savages who are continually plundering 
them and fleeing into their mountain fastnesses, beyond the reach of 
pursuit, thus causing many settlers to temporarily abandon their 
homes and to fail in complying with the laws regulating locations, 
etc., upon the public domain of the State. And believing, too, that 
a most liberal policy should be pursued towards those bold frontiers- 
men, who are preparing the way for the spread of civilization and 
the march of progress; and further, that a spirit of liberality 
towards all pre-emptors accords with the example of all previous 
legislatures, both State and National, and that such a course is jus _ 
tified by the surroundings and approbated by the great masses of the 
people, E am instructed by your committee to report back to the 
House the bill under consideration, and to recommend its passage.

Sim: Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was 
referred the contested election case of Phillips vs. Roberts, from the 
Second Senatorial District, have duly considercd the same, and sub- 
mit this their majority report: 
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This was a special election in the Second Senatorial District for 
‘yepresentative. The contestant, Phillips, claims the seat on the 
following grounds: l 

ist. Because of fraud and intimidation practiced by contestee, 
Roberts, and associates,.upon the voters and supporters of said cop- 
testant. 

2d. Because sixty-five persons, illegally registered, were allowed 
to vote for the contestee, which should have been rejected. 

3d. Because of illegality in the holding of the election in the 
county of Shelby. 

4th. Because of ineligibility of said Roberts to hold_office, he 
not being a registered voter. 

The contestee, for defense, says, and claims the seat on the follow- 
ing grounds: 

ist. Because he was duly and fairly elected by the qualified, 
voters of said district by 34 maiority. 

2d. Because he was illegally and unjustly refused registration 
by the official Registrar of the county of Shelby. 

3d. Bacause the Congress of the United States, subsequent to 
said election, relieved him of all legal. and political disabilities 
named in the Fourteenth Amendment. _ 7 g 

It will be remembered that the House, on the twenty-first instant, 
adopted the report and resolution of the committee declaring the 
contestee ineligible, he not being a registered voter; and in view of 
these facts, your committee .very readily come to.the conclusion 
that to investigate the first, second and third charges of contestant 
would be a useless expenditure of time, for if these, as facts, could 
be established by competent and reliable testimony, sufficient to de- 
clare the election void in the county of Shelby (which the commit- 
tee very much doubt) the result would be the election of contestant, 
provided the election was legal elsewhere in said district. 

And as the House very justly declared the contestee wholly in- 
eligible, the only remaining question at issue now is, whether the 
entire election is void, or whether the candidate having the next 
highest number of votes shall be considered elected. 

On this point we beg leave to cite from Cushing’s Law and Prac- 
tice of Legislative Assemblies, article 179, on page 67: 

“ In reference to elections by ballot, in which secrecy is the dis- 
tinguishing feature, and in which consequently neither the returns 
ing officers nor the electors themselves are supposed to know for 
whom the votes are given until the result is declared; it seems not 
unreasonable to consider the votes for ineligible candidates fo be 
thrown away in all cases, and the opposing candidate elected, where 
the electors knew or must be presumed to know the disability, and 
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in all cases where there is no such actual or presumed knowledge, to 
hold the whole proceedings merely void.” i l 

In regard to elections in this State under our present system, 
each voter is bound to know one fact, and is presumed to know an- 
other. He is bound to know that he himself is a registered œ 
and the same organic law which requires him to be registered, a 
forms him that no man is eligible to office who is not, like himself, 
a. registered voter, and a violent presumption is thereby raised (es- 
pecially when the fact is considered that: it is entirely in his power 
to examine the registration list,) that such disability is known” to 
him, in which case all ballots cast for disabled candidates are so 
many blank pieces of paper and do not render the election void. 

It results, then, that the candidate not under disability, who re- 
ceived the higher number of votes, is entitled to the seat; dnd this 
conclusion is entirely in accordance with the precedents established 
at the provisional session in the cases of Elam vs. Burnett, Lyons 
vs. Hill, George vs. Warren, and Armstrong vs. Van Noy. 

Therefore, in justice to the contestant, and in accordancewith pre- 
cedents long since established, a majority of your committee are of 
the ‘opinion that the contestant is justly and legally entitled to the 
seat, and submit the following resolution, and recommend its 
adoption. | 

Resolved, That the contestant, William Phillips be and is hereby 
entitled to a seat in the House of Representatives, as the legal rep- 
resentative from the Second Senatorial District. —

The law which the act proposes to repeal was passed at the called 
session of 1870, and approved August 13, 1870. 

By its provisions it gives to each and every surviving veteran of 
the revolution which separated Texas from Mexico, including the 
Mier prisoners, an annual pension of $250, and to each and every 
person who was wounded in any engagement. or whilst a prisoner of 
war, an additional $250, or $500 in all. 

Ten thousand dollars was appropriated to carry out the objects of 
the act. Under the provisions of the law, the Comptroller has 
issued 249 certificates, 29 of which come under that part of the law 
which gives $500. He has on file in his office, and not yet acted 
upon, or had on the twenty-third of January, 240 applications for 
certificates under the law, making a total of 489, should they all 
come up to the requirements of the law and the instructions of the 
Comptroller, which is not to be presumed; but the Comptroller esti- 
mates that at least 500 certificates will issue under the law. 

The amount necessary to pay the 249, to whom certificates have 
already been issued, amounts annually to the sum of sixty-nine 
thousand five hundred dollars ($69,500.) Calculating the 240 ap- 
plications at the same ratio, they will amount to the sum of sixty- 
six thousand, nine hundred and eighty-seven dollars and ninety-five 
cents ($66,987 95,) or a total of one hundred and thirty-six thou- 
sand, four hundred and eighty-seven dollars and ninety-five cents 
($186,487 95.) 

Estimating the whole number to be issued at 500 (the estimate 
of the Comptroller,) and estimating that those coming under the five 
hundred dollar class will be in the same ratio as those already issued 
(29 oat of 249,) the total amount to be appropriated each year for 
the payment of these-bounties, amounts to the sum of one hundred 
and thirty-nine thousand, five hundred and fifty-eight dollars and’ 


: twenty-three cents ($139,558 23.) 


he appropriation of $10,000 is, of course, exhausted, and many 
of the certificates already issued remain unpaid. It is evident to 
the committee, and must be to the House, that this nor any other 
State can afford to pay such large pensions to so great a number of 
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her citizens, no matter how deserving they may be or what service 
they may have rendered the State. 

A bare statement of the facts, it is presumed, will be sufficient to 
guide the House in its action in the premises, and anything further 
that might: be said by the committee would be superfluous. 

The committee is aware that the list of pensioners under the lay 
will gradually diminish year by year, but under no circumstances 
could the amount to be appropriated fall short of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($100,000) for several years to come, and at present it 
reaches the enormous sum of almost one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars to be appropriated annually. — 

If it is the opinion of the House, as it is of a majority of the com- 
mittee, that the class of our citizens coming under the provisions of 
the law, it is proposed to repeal by the act now under consideration, 
should receive some substantial recognition for the services they have 
rendered the State in times past, then it is suggested and recom- 
mended that a select committee of five be appointed to take the 
whole matter into consideration, and report by bill or otherwise at 
as early a day as practicable. 

It is recommended that House bill No. 98, entitled “ An act to 
repeal an act granting pensions to surviving veterans of the revolu- 
tion which separated Texas from Mexico,” do pass. ,

SIR: Your Committce on Militia, to whom was referred House 
bill No. 87, “An act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Police, and provide for the regulation of the same,’ approved 
July 1, 1870,” have had the same under consideration, and beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

The importance of the subject embraced in this bill prompted us 
to invite the Chief of Police to our meeting, in order to learn from 
him the result of the labors of the force under. his control, and all 
other information necessary for the proper settlement of the ques- 
tion as to the best and most effective mode to regulate the State Po- 
lice. The statement of Gen. J. Davidson shows that the police 
force, since its establishment, has done more to protect the rights, 
lives and property of our citizens, and to maintain peace and order - 
In our State, than even the most sanguine expected. Crime has 
been checked to a great-extent; stock raisers have been successfully 
- Protected ; organized gangs of cattle thieves have been broken up, 
and an incalculable amount of property has been recovered from 
them and restored to the respective owners. Open resistance by” 
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outlaws to our civil authorities, has been suppressed as far as the 
limited force permitted, and obedience to the law of our State would 
have been promptly enforced everywhere, had the police force been 
larger. The pay of both officers and privates, has been found insuf. 
ficient to support them; to defray the expenses of constant travel, 
atid to keep a serviceable horse. If the additional appropriation, 
for which this bill calls, be promptly granted, the Chief of Police 
hopes to be able to enforce law and order in every section of the 
State, so that in the course of a year, but one-half of the present 
force may be required. l 

Your committee are thoroughly convinced of the necessity that 
relief should be speedily granted, and earnestly recommend the pas- 
sage of this bill with the following amendment : 

Amend, by adding the following to section 1, after the words “to 
be paid monthly,” to wit: *“That the Chief of State Police, with 
the approval of the Governor, shall make requisition, from time to 
time, for such sums of money as may be necessary to pay said police, 
out of any funds in the Treasury appropriated for that purpose, — 
which shall be sufficient .authority for the Comptroller to issue a 
warrant. The Chief of Police shall, on disbursing each requisition, 
file his vouchers with the Comptroller of Public Accounts.”

REPORT. 


Your committee appointed to draft prosposals for the building of a 
branch penitentiary east of the Trinity river, beg leave to report that 
they have made estimates of the cost of the material necessary for 
the erection of said branch penitentiary, and duly considered the 
facilities for obtaining such material and the availability of the loeal- 
ity as follows: 

Our position is thirty-two miles south of the present terminus of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, and wi'l be twenty-five miles from 
Long View, which will be the terminus in a few weeks. 

We have nearly every variety of timber for building, furniture and 
fuel, and the following varieties in great abundance, viz: pine, red 
oak, post oak, white oak, black jack, lynn, hickory and cypress, and 
the following in sufficient quantities to meet all demands which would. 
likely be required, viz: walnut, gum, mulberry, locust and cherry. It 
38 estimated that pine lumber for building purposes can be procured in 
the greatest abundance near Henderson at $10 per thousand feet, 
and that wood for fuel can be furnished at one dollar per cord. Other 
timber at rates corresponding to these. 

The resources of Henderson and vicinity for making brick are 
exhaustless, The very best quality can be furnished at $5 00 per 
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thousand. Water is abundant and pure, sufficient for all purposes 
which could be demanded in connection with an institution of this 
kind. l 

As to health, we place Henderson second to no place in the State. 
In addition to the direct responces to your Excellency’s proclama- 
tion, we state that iron ore of a very high per cent. abounds in this 
vicinity, and throughout the county. 

Asking from your Excellency a favorable consideration of the 
above proposals, the members of the committee beg leave to assure 
you, that they will, individually, be found co-workers in establishing 
this much needed institution.

Third—A Memorial from the Citizens of Helena, in Karnes 
County : i 
To His Excellency E. J. DAVIS, 
Governor of the State of Texas : 

Siz: In compliance with the joint resolution of the last Legisla- 
ture, and your Excellency’s proclamation inviting proposals for the 
establishment of a penitentiary west of the Colorado river, we, the 
undersigned citizens of that district, would respectfully submit the 
following propositions in favor of Helena or its vicinity, as the point 
best adapted for said location : 

First—We regard the point as the most central of any embraced 
within the territory, taking into consideration the natural agricul- 
tural and manufacturing advantages of the sourroundings. It being 
the centre of a district of from one to two hundred miles square of 
territory, which for soil and climate for the production of wool, cot- 
ton, and in fact the various field products of the southern latitudes, 
cannot be surpassed on the continent; to which is added the im- 
mense water power afforded by the San Antonio river, from its head 
to the junction with the Guadalupe, thus giving assurance that at 
no distant day it will be surrounded with a dense agricultural and 
manufacturing population. 

The second point of excellence is its freedom from the various 


* 
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epidemics which have from time to time visited other localities on 
every side of it, as well as the general good health of the inhabitants ; 
and its peculiar location and surroundings warrant us in saying 
such will continue to be its character. 

The third item is thé water power afforded by the San Antonio 
river for the use of the institution, should it be desired, and should 
steam power be preferred, wood is abundant for its manufacture. 

The fourth item is the building material, consisting of a very 
superior clay, for the manufacture of brick, which can also be man- 
ufactured into a very superior article of potters’ or stone ware ; 
besides stone, with lime and sand, abundant and convenient. 

Although not immediately on the line of a projected railroad, it 
is sufficiently near that from Indianola to San Antonio, and the sup- 
posed route of the extension of the Chattanooga to Laredo, and 
~ others which will in the course of time be built from the gulf towns 
toward Mexico and the interior, so as to be easily accessible, and per- 
haps sufficiently near to be desirable for such an institution. 

The increasing production of wood and cotton, warrants us in 
saying, that a supply would be furnished from the immediate vicinity, 
the cotton in the seed-and wool from clippings, avoiding thus the in- 
jury from baling, should their manufacture be decided upon; and a 
home market to a very great extent at least, would be found for the 
manufactured articles. 

From the success of former experiments, we are assured that so 
soon as a proper system of agriculture is adopted the entire list of 
small grains will be successfully raised, and the prevalence of the 
trade winds or sea breezes insure the successful cultivation of sea is- 
jand cotton in addition to the other' varieties, which has also been 
verified by experiment. And the mill facilities of the district at 
present amount to comparatively nothing, and the erection of à good 
grist mill would ensure food for the convicts from its profits, if not 
at once, in the course of time; and the addition of a gin, for the 
preparation for market of the cotton not purchased by the mstitution, 
would be also a source of profit. j 

As for the manufacture and repairs of wagons, plows and all the 
various agricultural and mechanical tools and appliances, there 1s a 
vast country to supply with scarcely any competition, and such is 
really the fact in regard to all the mechanical pursuits. . 

The annual shipment of hides from this point would supply a vast 
tannery, with an abundant supply of oak barks, mesquite and other 
tanning materials at hand, and the consumption of saddlery and har- 
ness, would insure a home market for the manufactured leather, as 
well as the demand for boots and shoes, which must be an mereas- 
ing one, as the country settles. The manufacture of saddle trees - 


* 
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would also be a highly profitable employment, as the demand for 
them is equal to any section of like extent in the State. 

The manufacture of brooms is also an item of interest, as the pro- 
duction of a superior article of brush is a matter fully verified by 
experiment. - 

In reference to a present supply of food, there isa large Polish 
population now engaged in the production of all needed articles, 
which are at present disposed of in the San Antonio markets, but 
could be easily diverted and increased to any required extent. 

While we would urge strongly the natural advantages of our po- 
sition, and deem them sufficient in themselves to insure the location, 
we are aware that older and more densely populated districts may 
and are able to offer present pecuniary advantages beyond our means ; 
but we deem it but right that our prospective advantages be looked 
at in the location, as the present outlay, though apparently large, 
will be a small item when viewed in the light of the progress of but 
a few years to come. At the same time, we tender the water power 
and sufficient grounds, with all the necessary building materials 
which the country affords—the selection of location to be made, and 
other matters arranged by and with the commissioners, which, we 
suppose, will be appointed to examine the different proposed points. 

In view of the above facts, many of which are well known to your 
Excellency, as well as some of the members of the Legislature, we 
submit the claims of our point, believing that an impartial and just 
decision will be arrived at.

CoUNCIL CHAMBER, 
January 27, 1871. 

At a called meeting of the mayor and council of the town of 
Goliad there were present : A. M. Wigginton, Jr. acting Mayor, in the 
chair; Ed. Suligson, Secretary pro tem.; Messrs. M. Knisle, Geo. 
Vandchlen, Edward Milde, Ed. Suligson, J. D. Ryan and J. W. 
Lane, Aldermen. 

The acting mayor presented to the council a copy of the proceed- 
ings of a meeting of the citizens of Goliad held this day. 

On motion, the proceedings of the meeting were read and 
approved. 

On motion of Alderman J. W. Lane, the following resolution was 
read and adopted: 

Resolved by the Town Council of the town of Geliad, That 
it is ordered and ordained by the council that the Aranama College 
and Mission buildings, and the twenty acres of land on which said 
buildings stand, be, and the same are hereby donated to the State of 
Texas as a site for the location of the western branch of the State 
Penitentiary, should the same be located in Goliad. 

On motion, it was ordered that Messrs. Milde, Suligson and 
Knisle be appointed a committee to examine and measure the dimen- 
sions of the Aranama College and Mission building and walls, so as 
to ascertain as near as possible the value of the donation, and to re- 
port as soon as possible to this body this day. 
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The committee appointed to examine and measure the college and 
mission buildings, having performed that duty, beg leave to report : 

That the college building measured outside, is sixty-six feet in 
length, forty-two feet in width and three stories high: a hall through 
the building twelve feet wide, running through each story length- 
wise, and thir ty rooms in the building, The “building is of stone ; 
within a few yards stands the mission building, two stories high 
60x36 feet; wall three feet thick, solid roek, and stone wall around 
the building five feet high and two feet thick, three hundred and 
seventy feet long and three hundred fezt wide. 

These buildings, with the twenty acres of.land on which they 
stand, we value at $30,000. 

The site is high, on the bank of the river, and surrounded with an 
inexhaustible supply of the best rock for building purposes, fuel in 
abundance, and with small cost; water power can “be obtained at that 
location without difficulty. 

The distance from the town proper, is about a half or three- 
quarters of a mile. 

The report being received, the board adjourned.

Mr. Sinclair, Chairman of the Committee on Finance, submitted 

the following majority and minority reports from that committee : 
COMMITTEE Room, 
Austin, January 31, 1871. 
Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
Austin, Texas: 

SIR: Your Committee on Finance, to whom was recommitted the 
report made by them, bearing date January 27, 1871, recommend- 
ing the repeal of an act entitled “ An act to repeal an act granting 
pensions to the surviving veterans of the revolution which separated 
Texas from Mexico,” approved August 13, 1870, have again had 
the same under consideration, and the majority of said committee in- 
struct me to report the same back to the House. 

We reiterate and recommend all that is contamed in the report 
recommitted to us. It is returned herewith, and we desire to make 
and have the same considered as a part of this, our repart. 

In addition, we state that we believe and know that there are 
some cases coming within the pale of the.present law, to whom the 
State should grant relief by way of a pension, but they are the ex- 
ception and not the rule. 

The present law is in no respect equitable; it gives to the rich 
and poor alike, whereas only the latter class should, in the opinion 
of the committee, be provided for. 

If all the living are entitled to this munificent bounty (or pen- 
sion,) then, in the opinion of the committee, the heirs of those who 
have died should also receive it, and it should be made a bounty, as - 
it really is, instead of a pension. 

The whole matter has been again daliberately considered, or 
rather reconsidered since the report was recommitted, and we reite- 
rate the report and recommendation heretofore made. 

Should our report be adopted, we recommend to the select com- 
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mittee that may be appointed, that only those who are so situated in 
life as to require assistance from the State be included in the law 
they shall submit. The State cannot afford more than this, and the 
Republic and State has already dealt liberally with them. 

The services rendered by these soldiers has been rewarded by do- 
nations of land in amounts ranging from 820 to 1,280 acres, accord- 
ing to the length of time they served. 

It is recommended that the majority and minority reports, as well 
as the bill it is proposed to repeal, and the bill repealing the same, 
be printed (100 copies) for the use of the House.

Siz: The undersigned, being a minority of your Committee on 
Finance, to whom was re-committed the report of said committee on 
a bill repealing the act granting pensions to the surviving veterans 
of the revolution which separated Texas from Mexico, dissenting, in 
part, from the views of the majority, begs leave to submit this, his 
minority report, for the following reasons, viz: 

Firgt. A large number of those veterans have, at great labor and 
in many cases expense, proven .up their respective claims, and now 
hold certificates for the same, whilst those who first applied have 
been paid up to the thirty-first of December last, by which the ap- 
propriation was exhausted, leaving nothing with which to pay the 
- last who have or may apply for payment, and whose claims cannot 
be less meritorious than those already paid. 

Secondly. It is an insult to those old patriots, and will be 
extremely mortifying to them to deprive them of the benefits of the 
act, at least for one year, in as much as they have labored to place 
themselves in the attitude for drawing their pensions, gratuitously 
tendered them, but now attempted to be withheld. Nor will those 
who have been paid feel at all grateful when they see a portion of 
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their former comrades so unceremoneously cut off and denied assist- 
ance. . , 
Thirdly. A repeal of the law would show a want of gratitude on 
the part of this Legislature toward the very fathers and founders of 
the Republic of Texas, whose valorous swords carved ‘out this 
magnificent domain, wrested from a despot the priceless boon of 
liberty, and gave to us the high privilege of seats upon this floor as 
the representatives of a free people. 

Fourthly. The repeal of the act is not demanded by the tax- 
payers of the country, who, whilst demanding retrenchment, prefer 
its commencement in some other quarter than in the ranks of those 
superanuated Texans whose feeble foot-falls are seldom heard in our 
midst and who are fast passing from the theatre of their former 
victories to the spirit realms “from whose bourn no traveler has 
yet returned.” 

Fifthly. It is, too, the opinion of the minority that most of those 
gallant old heroes are poor and destitute, a fact which appeals in 
silent, though touching pathos, to the sympathetic impulses of the 
great popular heart and awakens its kindliest emotions. Hence, to 
let their wants go wholly uncared for, would not be in harmony 
with the noble, generous and chivalric spirit of those who sent us 
here, and would write us down as legislators who “ strain at a gnat 
and swallow a camel.” Therefore, the undersigned would respect- 
fully recommend that the act be not repealed, but that the Speaker 
appoint a select committee of five to ‘prepare an act amendatory of 
the act sought to be repealed, by which the services of those old 
veterans may be recognized, and such relief granted them in the 
premises as the State is able to afford. |

GOVERNOR: On yesterday, in the suit in chancer yin the Circuit 
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Court of the United States at this place, of Gray, Receiver, vs. 
yourself as Governor, and the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, (Judges Woods and Duval presiding,) an injunction was or- 
dered to be issued, enjoining yourself and the commissioner from. 
issuing patents to locators, upon what is.claimed to ke the reserve of 
the Memphis, El. Paso and Pacific Railroad. The opinion of the. 
court on the demurrer to the whole bill, as well as the demurrer 
itself, and the causes assigned, are in print in the State Journal. 

With due deference to the court, that opinion seems not to be in 
accordance with law. It is not perceived that a suit in equity could 
properly be entertained, even if the court might have jurisdiction on 
the score of the residence of the parties, which is not conceded, 
between nominal parties alone, none of whom. have any right, sui. 
juris in the subject matter in controversy, and when the eleventh of 
the amendments to the Constitution of the United States deprives 
courts of the United States of the jurisdiction they originally had 
ef suits between individual complainants and States. 

Besides, as it has been long since been decided in our courts, that 
a Governor, while in office, having the pardoning power, is not sub- 
ject to ordinary criminal process, but can only be prosecuted by im- 
peachment, it is not perceived that a Circuit Court of the United 
States has jurisdiction to revolutionize, and put a stop to civil gov- 
ernment, by committing a Governor and his successors in office, for 
a breach of injunétion, in case they should conscienciously refuse 
to obey the same, and should prefer to hold the whole of our State 
Constitution ds accepted by the Congress of the United States, to be 
in force. The opinion of Judge Cooley, to the effect that a State 
has the constitutional power to tax only for a public purpose, and not 
for the benefit of a private corporation or individual, appears to rest 
upon a solid foundation, and to be a fortiori more applicable to land 
grants than to moneyed subsidies. If such be the law the Legisla- 
ture under our former constitution had no power to make a reserve. 

The present Constitution does not seem to have supplied.the want 
of power stated, ner to have curtailed the right of eminent domain 
which is regarded as inherent in all States, both as to land grants 
and corporate franchises 

In view of the foregoing, together with other considerations, not 
specified for want of time and space, it is respectfully recommended 
to your Excellency that it be submitted to the Legislature, that 
prompt and adequate means be provided for the further defense of 
the suit mentioned, both here and in the Supreme Court of the 
United States. As the Attorney General cannot be required to 
neglect his constitutional duties and go outside of the State, it is 
suggested that two counsel be employed, one here and the other at 
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Washington, to take charge of the suit and that a sufficient appro- 
priation be made to pay them for their services and also to detray 
the costs adjudged on demurer overruled against yourself and the 
commissioner.

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Mr. Morrison, Chairman of the Committee on Militia, submitted 
the following minority report from that committee, in accordance 
with permission granted on the 31st ult. : 

CoMMITTEE Room, 
Austin, February 3, 1871. 
Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Sir: The undersigned members of the Committee on Militia, to 
whom was referred House bill No. 37, ‘An act to amend an act en- 
titled ‘an act to establish a State Police, and provide for the regula- 
tion and government of the same, approved July 1, 1870’” dissent 
from the majority of said committee, and would most respectfully 
represent that we believe the whole system set on foot and organized 
by the two acts referred to in the bill under consideration, known as 
the Militia and Police bills, proceed upon an erroneous assumption 
that the Legislature can confer upon the Executive the extraordina- 
ry power of de:larmg war, proclaiming martial law, abolishing the 
courts, suspending and removing sheriffs, suspending the writ of 
habeas corpus, forbidding trial by jury and substituting in its stead 
a military commission, whose code of procedure and rules of evi- 
dence are unknown both to the people and the common law. 

While we deem it our duty to thus most respectfully enter our 
disapproval of these usurpations of power, it is due to onrselves to 
say that we are deeply impressed with the necessity in this State of 
a swift, stern and vigorous administration of our criminal law. Up- 
on the preservation of the public peace and the prompt arrest and 
speedy trial of offenders, the prosperity of our great State mainly 
depends. We deem it one of the highest duties of the Legislature - 
to clothe the Executive authority w:th as ample powers as it can 
consistently with the Constitution, for the suppression of crime. 
‘his we feel sure the Legislature can do at less than one-tenth the 
expense of the present police force. The great expense isa legiti- 
mate subject for consideration. 

The cost to the State of the force asked for in the bill under con- 
sideration, exclusive of those whom the Governor may call out tem- 
porarily at a cost of three dollars per day, to be paid out of the 
eounty treasury where called out, and of mileage in carrying pris- 
eners to jail, amounts to twenty-two thousand six hundred and twen- 
ty ($22,620) dollars per month—two hundred and seventy-one 
. thousand four hundred and forty ($271,440) dollars annually. Our 
finances are now in a very unsatisfactory state. Such is cur straight- 
ened condition, that the Governor, but a few days since, in a mes- 
sage strongly urged, and a committee of this body have been urged, 
the repeal of the act of this Legislature, passed last summer, grant- 
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ing pensions to a few surviving soldiers of the Republic. If we are 
so pZor that we cannot pay this debt of gratitude to the veterans 
who by their valor gave this great State to us as a precious heritage 
forever, shall we spend our means in raising or increasing a military 
force to be quartered on our citizens in time of peace? ‘This does 
not seem to us to be wise. Our frame of government is not so de- 
fective that our criminal laws cannot be executed without violating 
the Constitution. The Legislature has ample power, at compara- 
tively no expense to the State, to fully provide for such an emergency. 

It is conceded that there is a great defect in our present criminal 
laws on the subject of the arrest of persons charged with crime. At 
present, except under extraordinary circumstances, a sheriff's duties 
as to the arrest of criminals are confined to the limits of his county, 
and he has no control beyond it. The same is true of constables, 
marshalls and all other peace officers under our law. 

A law can be passed, and we would respectfully call the attention 
of the Judiciary Committee to the subject, making every warrant, 
writ or capias in felony cases run throughout the whole State, irre- 
spective of county limits, and authorize the officer holding such pro- 
cess to execute it in any county in the State, and give him power in 
every county of the State to swear in special deputies, and to call 
out the pesse comitatus wherever he may be, and provide punish- 
ment for any one who shall fail to render that aid every good citizen 
should render in the arrest of offenders and the suppression of crime. 

Under such a law, instead of having a body of hired soldiery rid- 
ing over the country at a heavy expense, you would constitute, in 
fact, every sheriff a police officer in the State—a captain of police 
—and every good citizen would be a policeman, subject to the call of 
the peace officer. Thus the preservation of the public peace, the ar- 
rest of offenders and the suppression of crime would rest with the 
people where the fathers of the Constitution placed it, and where 
they fondly hoped it might remain. At present the continuance of 
the police system is a legislative announcement that a hireling sol- 
diery are better adapted to preserve peace than the law-abiding citi- 
zens of the State. . Let us remove this reproach from our statute 
book, and then announce our confidence in the people, whose ser- 
vants we are to both obey and execute their laws. And we there- 
fore most earnestly recommend that the amendments do not pass, 
and that the act entitled ‘‘ An act to establish a State police, and 
provide for the government and regulation of the same,” be repealed.

RULES OF. ORDER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESEN- 
TATIY i 


TOUCHIN G@ THE DUTY AND RIGHTS OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He shall take the chair every day at the hour to which the 
House shall have adjourned on the preceding day, and immediately 
call the members to order. If a quorum bein attendance, he shall 
cause the journal of the preceding day to be read, which may then 
be corrected by the House. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of 
order in preference to members, rising from his seat for that pur- 
pose; he shall decide questions ‘of order, subject to an appeal to the 
House made by any two members, on ‘which appeal no member shall 
speak more than once, unless ‘by leave of the House. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it while sitting. 

4, Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: .“ As 
many of you as are of opinion that (as the question ` may- be,) Say 
aye;” and, after the affirmative voice is expressed, “As many ag are 
of a. contrary opinion, say no.” If the Speaker doubts,- or if a 
division be called for, the House shall divide ; those in the afirma- 
tive of the question ghall rise‘from their seats, and remain standing 
until-the Clerk has numbered them and, the - number. has been an- 
nounced by the Speaker. Those who vote in the negative are then 
requested to rise, and they are numbered and the’ fumber announced. 
.. The yeas and nays may be called for- before the decision ef the 

: Speaker] is anomie 
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5. The Speaker shall have the right to examine and correct the 
journal before.it.is read. .He shall have a general direction of the 
_ hall, He shall have a right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the-chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
adjournment. 

6. In all cases of election by the House, the Speaker shall vote ; 
in other cases he shall not be required to Yote unless the House be 
equally divided, or unless his vote,- if given to the minority, will 
make the division equal, and in case of such -equal division, the 
question shall be lost, except on a question of adjournment. 

T. All committees, and the chairmen of the same, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise specially directed by the 
House, in which case they shall be elected by the House; and if 
upon such yote the number required shall not be elected by a ma- 
jority of the votes given, the House shall proceed to a second vote, 
in which a plurality shall prevail; and in case a greater number 
than that required to compose or complete a committee shall have an 
equal number of votes, the House shall take another vote. 

8. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by 
the Speaker ; and. all writs, warrants and subpoenas, issued by order 
of the House, shall be under his hand and attested by the Clerk. 

9. Tn case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galle- 
ries, the Speaker (or Chairman of the whole House) shall have 
power to order the same to be cleared. , 


RULES OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


10. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver a any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully ad- 
dress himself to “ Mr. Speaker.” 

11. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules 
of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, cal} him to 
order; in which case the member so called to order shall imme- 
diately sit down unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, 
if appealed to, decide on the ease, but without debate. if the de- 
cision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed; if the decision be against him, and the case.. 
require it, he shall be liable to censure of the House. 

12. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the. 
Speaker shall name the. one who is first to speak, and his decision. 
shall be final, and not open to debate or appeal. 

13. No member shall speak more than twice, either in “the House 
or in committee of the whole, on the same question, nor. more , than 
half an hour in the House or one hour in committee of the whole, 
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without leave of the House, nor more than onée until every member 
choosing to speäk shall havéspoken. But-the mover df any propo- 
sition shall have the right to open and-close the debate; aiid im casé 
the proposition comes from any commiittee, then the ‘member making 
the réport from the committee shall have the right to open ahd close 
thie debate in like manner. i 

14. Whilst the yeas and nays aré ‘being called, or votes are béing 
counted, no member shall visit the Clerk’s table or leave lis seat. 

. 15. No-member shall vote on any question in the determination 
of which he is immediately interested, nor in -any case wheré he was 
not within:the:bar of the House when ‘the question was put. And 
‘when ary member shall ask leave to vote, the Speaker shall pro- 
pound to him the question: “ Were you within the bar when the 
{hestion was put?” 

16. Any member may eall for a division of a question When the. 
same will admit of it. 

17. Upon a division and count of the House upon any question, 
no member without. the bar shall be counted. . 

18. Every- member who shall be inthe House when the question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the House, for reasons assigned, 
shall excuse him. No member shall be allowed to make any expla- 
nation of a vote he is about to give, or ask to be excused from 
voting, after the Clerk, under the order of the House, shall havé 
commenced calling the yeas and nays. 

19. All questions relating to the priority ‘of business shall be 
decided without debate. 

20. There shall be no smoking, édting or -cracking nuts allowed 
in the House during its sitting. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS FoR THE DAY. 


21. -As soon as the journal is adopted, the wnfinisléd busi- 
ness of the House, if any there be, shall be disposed of, then the 
Speaker shall call for petitions and memorials. The petitions and 
memorials having been presented, received and read, shall be dis- 
posed of as follows: 

1. By motion to reject. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. To postpone to a day certain. 

A: To commit. 

‘5. Lo postpone indefinitely. 

The order-of commitment shall be to:

Then reports from committees shall be called for and disposed of, 
in doing which the Speaker shall call upon each standing’ committee

‘Speaker shall not get through the call upon the committees before 
the House passes to other business, he shall resume the next call 
where he left off, giving preference to the report last under consider- 
ation; provided, that whenever any committee shall have occupied 
the whole time given to reports of committees for any one day, .it

After the business on the Speaker’s table has been reached, no 
new business-shall be introduced without leave of the House. 
The orders of the day, shall always have precedence when the 
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hour for considering the same has arrived. 
BILLS. 


22. Bills may originate in either House, and be amended, altered 
or rejected by the other; but no bill shall have the force of a law, 
until on three several days it be read in each House, and free dis- 
cussion be allowed thereon, unless in case of great emérgéncy four- 
fifths of the House, in which the bill shall be pending,’ may deem it 
` xpedient to dispense with this rule; and every bill having passed 

oth houses shall be signed by the Speaker and President of their 
espective houses; provided, that the final vote, on.all bills or joint 
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resolutions appropriating money or lands for any purpose, shall be 
by the yeas and nays. (Con., Art. 3, Sec. 24.) 

23. After a bill or resolution has been rejected by either branch 
of the Legislature, no bill or resolution, containing the same sub- 
stance, shall be passed into a law during the same session. (Con., 
Art. 3. Sec. 26.) 

24. A bill may be introduced without motion for leave to bring 
in a bill. a 

25. All bills before the House shall be taken up and acted upon 
in the order in which they are numbered, and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief Clerk to number every bill in its regular order, upon 
its first reading. | 

26. The first reading of a bill or joint resolution shall be for 
information ; and if opposition be made to it, the question shall be 
‘Shall this bill, (or joint resolution) be rejected?” If no opposi- 
tion be made, or if the question to reject be negatived, the bill or 
joint resolution shall be put on the calendar for its second reading. 

Ali bills shall be read in full on their first reading, and if there 
be no objection may be read by caption on their second reading before 
reference to committees. 

27. No bill shall be committed or amended until it shall have 
been twice read, and all bills shall be referred to the appropriate 
committees upon their second reading. 

The order of commitment shall be: first to the appropriate stand- 
ing committee, second to the Committee of the whole House, third to 
a select committee. | 

28. Bills, resolutions and other papers referred to committees, 
shall be taken up and acted upon by the committees in the order in 
which they were referred, and shall be repdrted back to the House 
within ten (10) days from the dates of their respective reference, 
unless the House shall grant a committee additional time for the 
consideration of a paper referred to it. 

29. After a committee has reported on a bill, amendments shall 
be in order. If no amendments are made, or if those proposed are 
adopted, then the final question upon the second reading of every bill 
or resolution originating in the House, and requiring three readings 
previous to its being passed, shall be, whether it shall be engrossed 
and read a third time; and_bills crdered to be engrossed shall go on 
the calendar in their regular course. A bill lost at the second read- 
ing shall stand as being indefinitely postponed. 

30. All bills and joint resolutions which have passed their second 
reading, and are ordered to be engrossed, shall be presented to the 
House for their third reading, written in a fair, legible hand, 
without erasures, interlineations, or additions in the margin thereof.

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31, When a bill shall have been committed on its third reading, 
and reported to the House with amerdments, it shall take the course 
of a bill at its second reading, unless the amendments were made in 
committée of the whole; in which case the House shall immediately 
proceed to act on the bill; but when a bill has been committed once 
at its reading, it shall not be in order to recommit it again more than 
once, unless for some special amendment proposed, and then only by 
consent of two-thirds present. Nor shall a bill be amended on its 
third reading, unless by consent of two-thirds of those present; 
provided, that this shall not apply to bills committed on third reading, 
and reported to the House with amendments. 

82. All bills of a general character, when reported favorably by 
a committee, shall, on the recommendation of such committee, be 
printed, and a copy laid on the desk of each member, before the bill 
is acted on by the House. AJ other bills, resolutions, reports, me- 
morials and petitions shall be printed on the order of the House. 

33. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, 
noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 


SIMPLE RESOLUTIONS. 


34. When resolutions are called for, the member offering a reso- 
lution shall rise in his place and say, “Mr. Speaker, I offer the 
following resolution.” The Speaker shall then say, ‘‘ The gentleman 
from offers the following resolution. The resolution will 
be read.” As soon as the Clerk shall have read the same the 
Speaker shall say, ‘‘ What order will the House take on the reso- 
lution?” If the second reading of the resolution iscalled for, the 
Speaker shall say, ‘‘Second reading of the resolution is called, if 
there is no objection the resolution will be read a second time.” If 
objection be made to the second reading, it shall be in order for any 
member to move for second reading, which, if carried, the resolution 
shall be read again, and it will then be before the House for amend- 
ment, adoption or rejection. If the second reading is not moved the 
resolution shall lie over until the following day, when it will come 
up as business on the Speaker’s table. 


CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS. 


30. Concurrent resolutions shall take the same course as simple 
resolutions. Concurrent resolutions are defined as those which only 
require concurrence on the part of the Senate, and do not require 
the approval of the Governor. 
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MOTIONS. 


36. No new motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment, or 
as a substitute for the motion or proposition under debate. 

37. When a motion has been once made and carried in the affirm- 
ative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority, 
or prevailing side, to move for a reconsideration thereof; provided 
it is made on the same day or the next sitting day, before the order 
of the day is taken up. . 

38. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is 
objected to by any member, the House shall determine whether said 
paper shall be read or not. 

39. If a pending question be not disposed of, owing to an adjourn- 
ment of the House, and be revived on the succeeding day, no mem- 
ber who has spoken twice on the day preceding, shall be allowed to 
speak again without leave. 

40. When motions are made for the reference of a subject to a 
select or a standing committee, the question for the reference to a 
standing committee shall be put first. 

41. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the Speaker; or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair 
and read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

42. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or 
any member desire it. 

43. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk; 
it shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be 
withdrawn by the mover with the consent of the member who may 
have seconded the proposition. 

44. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but— 

1. To adjourn. 

2.. To lie on the table. 

3. For the previous question. 

4. To postpone to a day certain. 

5, To commit. 

6. To amend, or ae 

T. To postpone indefinitely; which several motions have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged, and no motion to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, 
being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day at the same 
stage of the°bill or proposition. A motion to strike out the enacting 
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words of a bill shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if 
carried, shall be considered equivalent to its rejection. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


45. The previous question shall be put in this form: “Shall the 
main question now be put?” It shall only be admitted when sec- 
onded by ten members present, and, when carried, its effect shall be 
to put an end to all debate, and to bring the House to a direct 
vote ; l 

1. Upon the pending amendment, and so on back to the first 
amendment offered. 

2. Upon amendments reported by a committee, if any; and 

3. Upon the main question. 

46. A call af the House shall nut be in order after the previous 
question is seconded, unless it shall appear, upon actual count by the 
Speaker, that no quorum is present. 

47. On a motion for the previous question there shall be no debate. 
All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. After a call for 
the previous question has been sustained by the House, the question 
shall be put and determined in order as above, without debate on 
either amendments or the main question, and no motion to adjourn 

-shall be in order after the previous question is seconded until the 
final vote upon the main question shall be taken. 

48. A motion for the previous question shall not be laid on the 
table. 

49, The previous question cannot be applied to the motions to 
postpone to a day certain, or indefinitely, or to commit, or that 4 
motion be ordered to lie on the table. Norcan these motions be put 
upon the motion for the previous question. 


BAR OF THE HOUSE. 


50. In order to be entitled to vote, and to be within the bar of the 
House, a member must be on the floor of the hall, and withm the 
walls inclosing the same, and not outside any of the doors leading 
out of the hall, and he must vote from his seat. 

51. No person shall be admitted within the bar of the House but 
members of the Senate, officers of the General or State Government, 
and heads of departments. 
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CALL QF THE HOUSE. 


52. Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there be one,) 
shall be authorized te compel the attendance of absent members; 
but this rule shall not be construed as repealing or conflicting with 
the provisions of rule No. 46. 

Upon a call of the House, whenever all the members shall be 
present, except those excused, or absent by authority of the House, 
the cali shali be considered suspended, but no motion, except to ad- 
journ, or in connection with the subject-matter upon which the call 
was ordered, shall be in order, nor shall any member be permitted to 
leave the hall until after the subject-matter upon which the call was 
ordered, shall have been disposed of. 


NAMES TO BE CALLED ALPHABETICALLY. 


53. Upon calls of the House, and in taking the yeas and nays on: 
any question, the names of the members shall be called alphabeti- 
cally. 


ADJOURNMENT. 


54. A motion to adjourn, except as hereinbefore provided in rule 
47, and a motion to fix theday to which the House shall adjourn, 
shall always be in order. These motions, and the motion to lie on 
the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RULES SUSPENDED OR CHANGED. 


55. No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded 
or changed without one day’s notice being given of the motion 
thereof. Nor, after such notice, shall any rule be rescinded or 
changed, except by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
Neither shall any rule of the House be suspended, nor the order of 
business, as established by the rules of the House, be postponed or 
changed, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members 
present. 


WHERE RULES ARE SILENT. 
56. On any question of order or parliamentary practice, where 


these rules are silent or inexplicit, Jefferson’s Manual or Wilson’s 
Digest of Parliamentary Law shall be considered as authority. 
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ABSENTEES. 


57. No member shall absent himself from the sittings of the 
House without leave, unless in case of sickness; and every member 
absenting himself without leave, shall, for each day of absence, for- 
feit the pay allowed him by law. 

It shall require a two-thirds vote of the members present to excuse 
absentees, and no member shall be excused upon his own motion. 

58. The names of absentees shall appear on the journals. 


JOURNAL. 


59. The proceedings of the House, when not acting in Committee 
of the Whole, shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possi- 
ble, care being taken to detail a true and accurate account of the 
proceedings. 

60. Every vote of the House shall be entered on the journal 
with a concise statement of the question, and a brief statement of the 
contents of each petition, memorial or paper presented to the House, 
shall also be inserted on the journal. 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


61. Itshall bethe duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms toattend the House 
during its sitting ; to have charge of the chamber of the House of 
Representatives subordinate to the Speaker, and the committee rooms 
and offices belonging thereto, to keep the same in order, and to exe- 
cute the commands of the House from time to time, together with 
all such process issued by authority thereof, as shall be directed to 
him by the Speaker. 7 


CLERKS. 


62. The Chief or Assistant Clerk shall rise and remain standing 
whilst reading any documents to the House. 

63. The Assistant Clerk of the House shall, in the event of the 
absence, resignation or death of the Chief Clerk, take charge of and 
attend to all the duties of the office until bis successor shall be 
elected. 

64. No extra compensation shall be allowed to any clerk or other 
officer of the House. 
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REPORTERS. 


65, Reporters shall be assigned appropriate and convenient seats 
in the House by direction of the Speaker. 


WITNESSES. 


66. The rules for paying witnesses summoned to appear before 
the House, or any of its committees, shall be as follows: For each 
day a witness shall attend, the sum of two-dollars; for each mile he 
shall travel in coming to or going from the place of examination, the 
sum of twelve and a-half cents each way; but nothing shall be paid 
for traveling home, when the witness was at the place of trial when 
summoned. The certificate of the: chairman‘of the committe before 
which a witness is summoned shall be sufficient authority for the 
same to be paid. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS OF SESSION. 


67. All unfinished business of the session of each Legislature 
shall be considered first in order at the second session of the-same 
Legislature. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


68. Informing a committee of the whole House, the Speaker 
shall leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in committee shall be 
appointed by the Speaker. 

69. Upon bills committed to a committee of the whole House, 
the bill shall first be read throughout by the Clerk, and then again 
read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last consi- 
dered; the body of the bill shall not be effaced or interlined; but 
all amendments, noting the page or line, shall be duly entered by 
the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall be agreed to by a 
committee, and so reported to the House. After report, the bill shall 
again be subject to be debated and amended by clauses, before a 
question to engross be taken. 

70. All amendments made to an original motion in Committee of 
the Whole shall be incorporated with the motion, and so reported. 

Ti. In event that the Committee of the Whole, at any sitting, 
shall, for want of time, fail to complete the amendments proposed on 
any bill or resolution under consideration, or desire to postpone the 
corsideration thereof, it may, on motion made at any time in the 
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committee, rise, report progress, and have leave to sit again, gener- 
ally, or at a day certain. 

72, All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee 
ie whole House, shall be noted and reported, as'in the case of 

1118, i 

78. No motion or proposition for a tax or charge upon the people 
shall be discussed the day on which it is made or offered. 

T4. No sum or quantum of tax or duty, voted by a committee of 
the whole House, shall be increased in the House until the motion 
‘or proposition: for such increase shall first be discussed and voted in 
a committee of the whole House, and so in respect to the time of its 
continuance. 

75. All proceedings touching appropriation of money, shall be 
discussed in committee of the whole House, and no appropriation of 
_ money shall be made, except by bill. 

76. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be observed in 
committee so far as the same be applicable. .

79. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills to 
report at any time. oo ~ 

80. No committee shall sit during the time the House is in ses 
sion, without special leave first being granted. 

A majority of a committee shall constitute a quorum for 
business; and no report shall be made to the House unless ordered 
by a majority of such quorum. The views of the minority may be. 
submitted in writing through the chairman. 

82. Reports of committees shall þe signed by all members there- 
of present at the time of making the report who may favor such re- 
port, and no member of any committee shall sign either a majority 
or minority report unless such member was present at the meeting 
of the committee when the question reported on was considered. by 
the committee. 

88. Prior to the daily adjournment of the House, it shall be 
the duty of the chairmen, or chairmen pro tem., of the different 
committees, to notify the Speaker in writing of the time fixed for 
the meeting of their respective committees, which information the 
Speaker shall cause to be posted up in a conspicuous place in the 
hall as soon as practicable. 

84. If, after due notification, the members of any committee fail 
to meet at the time and place designated, the chairman of such com- 
mittee may instruct the Sergeant-at-Arms to arrest and compel the 
attendance of unexcused absentees. 


JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES. 
DISAGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE TWO HOUSES. 


1. In every case of an amendment in one House, and dissented to 
in the other, if either House shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee for that purpose, and the other House shall appoint a 
committee to confer, such committees shall, at a convenient hour, to 
be agreed on by their Chairman, meet in their conference chamber, 
and state to each other verbally, or in writing, as either shall choose, 
the reasons-of their respective Houses for and against the amend- 
ment, and confer freely thereon. 
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2. After each House shall have adhered to their disagr eement, a 
bill or resolution is lost. 

3. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one House 
is rejected in the other, notice thereof is to be given to the House in 
which the same may have passed. 


COMMUNICATION BETWEEN THE HOUSES. 


4. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the House of 
Representatives, it shall be announced at the door of the House by 
the Doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to the 
Chair, by the person by whom it may be sent. 

5. Thesame ceremony shall be observed when a message shall be 
sent from the House of Representatives to the Senate. 

6. Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of propriety, 
in each House, may determine to be proper. 

T. While bills are on their passage between the two Houses, they 
shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or 
Clerk of each House, respectively. 

8. Each House transmits to the other all papers on which any 
bill or resolution may be founded. 


ENROLLING AND SIGNING OF BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS, AND THEIR 
PRESENTATION TO THE GOVERNOR. 


9. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly 
enrolled on paper by the Clerk of the House of Representatives, or 
of the Senate, as the bill may have originated in the one or the 
other House, before it shall be presented to the Governor. 

10. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint 
committee of three from’ the Senate and three from the House of 
Representatives, appointed as a Standing Committee for that pur 
pose, who shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed 
bills, as passed in the Houses, and correcting any errors that may be 
discovered in the enrolled bills, make their report forthwith to the 
respective Houses. 

1i. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the 
respective Houses—first, by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, then by the President of the Senate. 

12. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it shall 
be presented by said committees to the Governor, for his approbation 
—it being first endorsed on the back of the roll, certifying in which 
House the same originated; which endorsement shall be signed by 
the Secretary or Clerk (as the case may be) of the House in which 
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the same did originate, and shall be entered on the journal of each 
House. The said committée shall report the day of presentation to 
the Governor, which time shall be carefully entered on the journal 
of each House. 

18. All orders, resolutions and votes, which are to be presented 
to the Governor of the State for his approbation, shall, also-in the 
same manner, be previously enrolled, examined, and signed, and 
shall be presented in the same manner, and by the same. committee, 
as provided in the case of bills. . 


ELECTIONS BY JOINT VOTE OF THE TWO HOUSES. 


14. In all elections by joint vote of the two houses of the Legis- 
lature, the Senate will, upon invitation, meet the House in the Hall 
at the hour agreed upon. The President of the Senate shall take a 
seat at the right of the Speaker, and the Senators shall take seats in 
front of the Speaker’s desk. The Speaker of the House shall 
preside. The names of the Senators shall then be alphabetically 
called ; after which the names of the Representatives shall be called 
in like manner; and if a quorum of both Houses answer to their 
names, the two Houses will proceed with the business for which they 
have met. The President of the Senate shall first call for nomina- 
tions by Senators, and the Speaker of the House shall then call for 
nominations by Representatives. Nominations being made, the 
names of the Senators shall be called by their Secretary, and their - 
votes recorded by him; the names of the Representatives shall then 
be called by their Clerk, and their votes recorded by him, and the 
result shall be handed to and announced by the Speaker. Should a 
majority be required to elect, “and no person receive a majority, the 
voting shall be repeated until an election is made. After the con- 
clusion of the election for which the two Houses have met in joint 
session, the Senate shall retire to its Chamber, and the result of the 
joint vote shall be entered on the journal of each House. 

15. Ifa quorum of either House shall fail to attend a joint 
session, or absent themselves therefrom, without the permission of 
such House, the members of the House so wanting a quorum, if ten 
in number, shall have the right to compel the attendance of the 
absentees, in accordance with its own rules; and after a reasonable 
time, if a quorum is not obtained, the joint session may be adjourned 
by the vote of a majority of the members of either House; which 
vote shall be taken by the presiding officer of either House, on the 
motion of any one of its members, without debate. 

16. If no choice shall have been made on the first ballot or vote, 
at any time thereafter, the joint session may be adjourned with or 
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without naming another day for ‘meeting, by the vote of a majority 
of either House, which vote shall be taken by the presiding officer 
of either House, on the motion of any one of its members, without 
debate.

Sir: Your Committee on Public Lands and Land Office, to whom 
was referred House bill No. 234. entitled “An act to cede to and 
confer upon the city of Indianola all the right, title and interest of 
the State, in and to the flats adjacent to said city, in the waters of 
Matagorda Bay, in trust, for the purpose and upon the conditions 
herein specified,” and accompanying petitions from said city, have 
- examined the facts set forth in said petitions as well as the proofs 
adduced, and being satisfied that the report of this commmittee on a 
similar bill, at the last session of the Legislature, is a clear and sat- 
isfactory indication of the right of the State to those flats, your com- 
mittee adopt, as part of their report, the following from the report 
of last session, viz: ; 

“Your committee have examined the law and the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, and find in Texas Reports, volume 28, page 849 
et seg., the following points decided, bearing upon this case. We 
quote from the synopsis of the decision in the case of the city of 
Galveston vs. Menard, as follows: ‘By the civil law, the shores of 
the sea, bays and rivers belong to the nation that possesses the 
country of which they are part. But while they are of the class of 
public things common to all, to which no exclusive right will ordi- 
narily be granted, yet it often happens that the public use may be 
promoted by allowing portions of them to become private property. 
The Legislatures of the several States may grant it, if not appro- 
priated by prescription or otherwise; provided, it does not infringe 
upon the power of the United States to ‘regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and among the several States.’

“ <The shore of a sea or bay, as defined by the civil law, is the 
line of the highest tide in winter. By the common law, an ordinary 
grant of land upon a bay is limited to the line of ordinary high 
tide. ' 

“The city has the right to open the streets to the channel, unless 
it has lost it by prescription. i 

“<The rights growing out of the dedication of a street vest in 
the town and its citizens, and are to be protected by them for the 
public, against the operation of the statute of limitations, or the 
presumptions arising from adverse claims and possessions, as they 

apply in cases of private right or public casements. 
©“ CAs a consequence of the character of property in a street, or 
other common property, nothing short of a visible appropriation of 
it, to the exclusion of the public, except at the discretion of the 
owner, can be held to be adverse.’ 

‘ Your committee is of the opinion that the State should hold 
and exercise exclusive proprietorship over the flats in question, un- 
less the same has been lost by grant ‘or statute, of which we find no 
evidence, or lost by prescription, of which alone the courts can de- 
termine, and the Legislature has the unquesticnable right to control 
the interest possessed by the State, and is bound, in justice to the 
people, to so provide that these rights shall be so administered as to 
produce the greatest good to the greatest number. Hence it is 
deemed safer and more conducive to the public welfare that the con- 
trol and administration of the flats pertaining to the State shall be 
ceded and conferred upon the city of Indianola rather than to any 
person, company or corporation in the nature of a monopoly.” 

In view of the foregomg premises, your committee recommend 
the passage of the bill under consideration, with the following slight 
amendment, viz: Strike out all in the second section after the 
words ‘as may have been contracted.”

Sir: Under the authority given me in the act entitled “ An act 
providing for the issuance and sale of the bonds of the State, for the 
purpose of meeting the appropriations made for maintaining ranging 
companies on the frontier,” I arranged for the engraving and print- 
ing to be done by the “ National Band Note Company,” of New 
York city. 

This company had before them the act under which the engraving 
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was authorized, and consequently must be supposed to have known 
that the “bond plates ” were to be placed in the treasury. 

Messrs. Swenson, Perkins & Co., of New York, my agents to 
contract for the printing and engraving of the bonds, having written 
me under date of October 31, 1870, that the plates were held by 
the company, “subject to your (my) order,” I authorized Hon. J. 
P. Newcomb, Secretary of State, to take charge of them and bring 
them to Austin. During his late visit to New York he demanded 
the plates from the company but was refused—the company stating 
that it was contrary to their practice, and that all plates of the 
sort, even those which they engrave for the government of the Uni- 
ted States, were retained in their vaults. The company, however, 
agree to cancel or deface the plates if authorized to do so. I have 

` yet received no written communication from them upon the subject 
of their refusal, though it has been promised. 

Under the circumstances, I recommend the passage of a supple- 
mental act authorizing me to have the plates canceled or defaced. 

The correspondence relating to this matter is herewith enclosed, 
and numbered one to four, inclusive.

Mr. Richard Allen introduced a joint resolution (House joint 
resolution No. 15) “Authorizing the Governor to receive from the 
Texas and New Orleans Railroad Company, or the present repre- 
sentatives thereof, the amount of interest due the special school 
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fund on the first day of November, 1870, under the provision of an 
act entitled ‘An act for the relief of railroad companies indebted to 
the State for loans from the special school fund,’ approved August 
18, 1870,”. which was read the first time. 

On motion of Mr. Sinclair the rules were suspended and House 
joint resolution No. 15 read a second time. 

On motion of Mr. Plumley the rule requiring all bills and joint 
resolutions to be referred to a committee cn their second reading, 
was suspended in this case, and the joint resolution ordered to be 
enzrossed and passed to its third reading.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. r 


Mr. Robertson, Chairman of the Judiciary, Committee, submitted 
the following majority and minority reports from that, committee: 
COMMITTEE ROOM, 
AUSTIN, February 18, 1871. 
Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Sir: Your committee to whom was referred the petition of John 
Welder and wife, and also House bill No. 66, to be entitled “ An 
act to quiet certain land titles in Power and Hewitson’s Colony, and 
to relieve persons holding under the same,” would respectfully 
report : 

That they have had the same under consideration and have given 
them a careful investigation, and find that they both embrace the 
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same subject matter and ask for substantially the same relief; and as 
the matter seems to be one which presents strong equitable grounds 
for relief, as a just and meritorious claim, they have adopted a bill 
presented by the petitioners as a substitute for the original bill, No. 
66, which is substantially the same as the original bill, but embodies, 
by way of amendment, some provisions omitted in the original, which 
are necessary to grant full relief alike to all parties to be effected by 
its provisions, and report the same back, with the original, and 
recommend its adoption and final passage, your ‘committee believing 
that it is due as well to themselves as to the House and the parties 
to present the facts npon which they base their action in the 
premises, would respectfully present the same for your considera- 
tion, as follows, to-wit : 

On the twenty-ninth day of September, A. D. 1826, James Pow- 
er, ancestor of the petitioners, in connection with his partner, James 
Hewitson, presented their petition to the authorities of the State of 
Coahuilla and Texas, asking permission to form a colony on the 
coast of Texas, which petition was duly forwarded to the supreme 
government of Mexico, on the second of October of the same year, 
with the recommendation of the Governor of the State for its appro- 
val, and on the twenty-second of April, 1828, the Supreme Hxecu- 
tive of the nation approved of and granted the application, and con- 
ceded to the petitioners all that section of country within the littoral 
leagues between the mouths of the Nueces and the Lavaca rivers, for 
the purposes of settlement and colonization. A copy of this appro- 
val and concession is hereto appended, marked “ A.” 

On the eleventh of June of said year, 1828, a contract was duly 
executed and entered into by said Power and Hewitson, with the 
government of the State under said concession of the supreme gov- 
ernment, for colonizing and settling the territory conceded, and 
under said contract the colony known as Power and Hewitson’s colony, 
{was formed and settled. The titles issued under said colonization 
contracts to colonists, are, and always have been regarded and recog- 
nized as valid titles, but the Empresarios Power and Hewitson, pur- 
chased from the State some concessions of land and located the same 
within the limits of ther colony, and it is in regard to these conces- 
sions by purchase that relief is sought. 

The Supreme Court of the State have decided that a concession 
madd by the State within the littoral leagues, without the consent of 
the Supreme Executive of the nation of Mexico, was void, and if 
that consent did not clearly appear in the cases under consideration, 
your committee would not recommend their favorable consideration. 
The Supreme Court has also decided that a concession made in the 
litoral leagues, if barred upon a decree of the State government, 
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would be valid unless that decree had been abrogated or annulled by 
the general government. In the cases before us, the consent and ap- 
proval of the supreme government is expressed in the most ample 
and formal manner, and the document forms a part of the contract 
on file in the archives of the General Land Office. It-also appears 
from the face of the titles that they were extended by virtue of de- 
erees of the Congress of Coahuilla and Texas, and therefore the said 
titles appear clearly to come under that class of titles which the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court recognize as valid titles, and are not 
subject to the obnoxious objection of the decisions given upon titles 
made without the consent of the government. An abstract from 
one of the titles in question is hereto appended marked “ B.” 

In further confirmation of these titles it appears that a general de- 
cree giving the consent of the government of the State to locate 
purchased concessions in all of the colonies had been issued, and that 
the grantees were to be considered as colonists. See document “C,” 
appended to report. 

The concessions under consideration, four in number, were pur- 
chased by the parties from the government in good faith and paid 
for, and the government at the time was benefited by the sales. 

It is to be presumed that the government atthe time understood 
the proper construction to be put upon their own laws, and they 
` regarded the titles as valid; yet, if your committee could see that 
the titles were clearly contrary to law, they would not now recom- 
mend them to the favorable consideration of the Legislature. But 
upon examination of the laws under which these sales were made, 
they appear so fully and clearly to sustain the titles that they are 
at a loss to conceive how any doubt could ever have been entertained 
as to their validity. The laws applicable to the case are so short 
that your committ:e beg leave to copy them in this report, in 
order that the same may be applied to the fact of the case and that 
the validity of the titles may appear. 

The colonization law of August 18, 1824, passed by the supreme 
government of Mexico, and which will be found in the appendix to 
Oldham & White's Digest, article 4, reads as follows: 

“ There cannot be colonized any lands comprehended within twen- 
ty leagues of any foreign nation, nor within ten leagues of the coast, 
without the previous approbation of the supreme executive 
power.” 

This, and a similar provision following in the colonization law of 
the State, is the inhibition alluded to in the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court upon which their decision as to the necessity of the 
consent of the supreme government is based. It therefore appears 
clearly that, as the consent of the supreme government in the case 
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of the titles nnder consideration was obtained in due form, and now 
exists as an archive in the General Land Office, the action recom- 

ended by the committee will not have the tendency in any manner 
to contravene the decisions of the Supreme Court, but on the contrary 
will be in perfect harmony therewith. They find that under the con- 
struction generally given these decisions the most valuable portions 
of the concessions referred to have been located upon and patented, 
and as the heirs of the Empresario who petition for relief, are wil- 
ling to let these patents and locations stand, inorder to save trouble, 
expense and litigation, and to take certificates for an equal amount 
for so much of the lands as have been so located upon or patented, 
your committee believe itto be only a matter of justice to them to 
grant their request, and are the more especially moved to adopt this 
course in consideration of the fact that by doing so they will quiet 
the titles to a section of country which has been harrassed by litiga- 
tion in regard to the titles since the organization of the Republic, 
and which they have reason to believe will continue to be harrassed 
by litigation in regard to the same titles for years to come, unless 
the relief asked for be granted. 

They therefore submit the whole matter to the House, and recom- 
merd the passage of the substitute as being more specific in its de- 
tails, but substantially the same as the original bill.

Decision of the Supreme Government of Mexico upon the appli- 
cation of Power & Hewitson to form a colony within the littoral 
leagues: 

Most EXCELLENT Sir: After having laid before his Excellency, 
the President, the petition of James Hewitson and his partner, 
Power, included in your communication of the second of October, 
1826, wherein they apply for an authorization to colonize with four 
hundred Mexican and Irish families, the littoral territory adjacent to 
the Gulf of Mexice, between the mouths of the Nueces and the Lava- 
ca rivers, his Excellency was pleased agreeably to your opinion to ap-- 
prove the concession of the vacant territory applied for, not to inter- 
fere with the concession made to Colonel Elias Bean, nor with the 
territory occupied by the State of Tamaulipas, that the reserve that 
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the parties shall remain subject in every regard. to the general colo- 
nization law of August 18, 1824, which I communicate to your Ex- 
cellency for the consequent effects. God and Liberty. Mexico, 
April 22, 1828,—Canedo.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 


Siz: The undersigned member of the Committee on Judiciary, to 
whom was referred the petition for the relief of John Welder and wife, 
and a bill to quiet certain land titles in Power and Hewitson’s colony, 
dissenting from the opinions of the majority of said committee, 
respectfully submit the following minority report to the House, and 
assign the following reasons therefor : 

1. It is the opinion of the minority that there has not been, and 
that neither the petition nor the bill accompanying the same, places 
a question either before the House or the committee, that is under 
the Constitution and principles of our government a proper subject 
for legislative consideration, hecause the petition and bill both show 
that if there is a question involyed at all, taking the allegations 
thereof to be true, it is a judicial one, and that it is as to who has 
the superior title and rights to certain lands situate and being in 
what is known as Power and Hewitson’s colony ; hence your minor- 
ity think and report that it is not advisable for the House or com- 
mittee to take or attempt to take cognizance and jurisdiction of a 
question of judicial nature, when the same, under the Constitution, 
belongs to, and is of right only to be decided upon by the judicial 
department of the government of the State. (See Constitution, sec: 
1, of article 2); 

2. Itis also the opinion of the minority that the petition of 
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memorialists and the bill accompanying therewith, show that the 
question attempted to be brought before the House and the commit- 
tee is not only a question of a judicial character, but that the same 
has been adjudicated long since, (see cause of Smith vs. Power, xiv, 
‘Texas Reports;) it having been decided by the Supreme Court of 
‘Texas in the year 1855; hence your minority cannot recommend, 
and would advise the House not to go beyond its sphere and pass a 
bill, the effect of which would be to override, or an attempt to do so, 
the effect of a decision of the highest court in the State, and which 
bill itself, if passed by both the House and Senate and approved by 
the Governor, and which has been asserted before the committee, 
would be the case so far as the Governor’s approval was concerned, 
would itself be subject to construction by the courts of the State, 
and of course decided unconstitutional and void. 

3. It is the opinion of the minority that it is not right for 
them to recommend, nor proper for the House to pass a bill granting 
relief to memorialists by granting them land at all, much less to 
recommend the passage of a bill providing that land certificates for 
the amount of forty-four leagues may issue to them on account of - 
their intestate having failed to have gained a suit for an equal 
amount before the courts of the State during his life, when the Con- 
stitution expressly says (sec article ten, section six,) ‘‘the Legisla- 
ture shall not hereafter grant lands to any person or porsons, nor 
shall any certificate for land be sold at the Land Offize, except to 
actual settlers upon the same, and in lots not exceeding 160 acres,” 
undoubtedly prohibiting the Legislature from granting (giving 
away) lands at all, and only allows the sale of land certificates for 
not exceeding 160 acres, and then only to actual settlers. 

4. Your minority are of the opinion that the “place to quiet land 
titles is in the courts, where the same can be done by suit by mak- 
Ing the proper parties plaintiff and defendant, and then the court 
can make such decree as the law and evidence indicate; but they do 
not think that the Legislature has any right to interfere so far as ti- 
tles of land are concerned, and are of the opinion that it would be 
futile for it to make such attempt, and that the passage of a bill, 
having that object in view, would be of-no force or validity what- 
ever. 

Your minority would further say, that they have not had sufficient 
time to investigate the question as to whether the concessions of 
lands conveyed by Jesus Vidauri, commissioner of the government 
of Coahuilla and Texas, was conveyed by a specific decree of the 
Congress of the State of Coahuilla and Texas, or whether the Fede- 
ral Government of Mexico, gave its consent to the conveyance of 
lands situated within the border and littoral leagues or not, not 
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whether the title of power was superior to that of Smith or not, and 
if they had made such investigation, and believe that the title of 
power was originally the superior title (which they do not,) they 
humbly submit the proposition to the House, if it- would not be rather 
presumptuous in them to set at defiance the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, hereinbefore mentioned, and which decided the question, so 
far at least as the rights of Power and his heirs are concerned; 
wherefore your minority would respectfully recommend to the 
House not to attempt either to override the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, interfere in judicial questions or grant lands to parties 
in violation as they think of the Constitution. They therefore rec- 
ommend that the majority report, together with the memorial and 
bill be laid on the table.

Sir: I have been instructed by the Grand Jury of Travis coun- 
ty, now in session, to inform you in writing, that on the tenth day of 
February, inast., Mr. H. ©. Ellis, a member of the Legislature now 
in session in this city, was summoned before said Grand Jury, 
to give information of certain violations of the criminal laws, 
supposed to be within his knowledge. On appearing before 
the Grand Jury, the said Ellis refused to answer questions. 
propounded to him and stood mute, and being thus in con- 
tempt, he was therefore reported to your honor “for punishment 
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and to be compelled to testify. Your honor held that to punish him 
by fine wonld not attain the ends of justice and that you had no 
power, while the Legislature was in session to punish him by im- 
prisonment. He was then discharged, and the Grand Jury are 
thus cut off from evidence that they regard as material to the suc- 
cessful enforcement of the criminal laws. 
Besides Mr. Ellis, it is likely that there are other members of the 
. Legislature who are in possession of facts, in relation to violation of 
the criminal law, that it is important for the Grand Jury to know. 
They therefore would respectfully request that your honor forward 
this communication to the Governor aš soon as possible, and request 
him to bring it before the Legislature, and to ask that body to com- 
pel any member who may conceal his knowledge of crime to answer, 
and upon their failure to do so, to hold such member answerable to 
such discipline as the House of which he is a member, may see fit to 
administer.

until the transfer of the Navy to the United States under the treaty 
or resolutions of annexation. They further find that said Luke A. 
Falvel received no pay during such term of service; that the Secre- 
tary of War of the United States declined to pay him the amount 
due, upon the grounds that the United States had only agreed to pay 
the commissioned officers, and thata Sailing Master did not come 
under that class. The testimony before the Committee proves that 
the salary of a Sailing Master was one thousand dollars a year, and 
while your committee “have not been able to ascertain definitely the 
time when the Navy of the Republic of Texas was transferred to 
the United States, they have adopted the date when, according to 
the recognized decision of the courts of the Republic of Texas

Hon. IRA H. EVAN S, 
Speaker of "the House of Representatives : 

Sim: The undersigred members of the House, having dissented 
from the action of the majority on the Senate joint resolution “‘ma- 
king an appropriation of one thousand and eighty-five dollars for the 
payment of a portrait of Gen. Sam Houston,” avail ourselves of our 
constitutional right to place our reasons for such dissent in writing, 
and have the same entered upon the journal. The portrait was pur- 
chased by authority of a simple resolution passed by the Senate at 
the last session of the Legislature. .The House was not a party to 
the contract, had never authorized the purchase, and so far as we 
know, was. not advised of the action of the Senate, At this session 
the Senate has seen proper to pass the joint resolution above named, 
and ask the concurrence of the House. We believe that the appro- 
priation should have been made out of the contingent fund of the 
_ Senate. It is ‘the practice. of both houses to authorize their respec- 
tive ‘Sergeants-at-Arms by simple resolution to, make purchases of 
such articles of use and ornament, for the Hall and Chamber, ag are 
deemed necessary and proper, during the sessions of the Legislature. 
Any other method would be costly and inexpedient. This “undoubt- 
edly was the view taken by. the Senate when the original resolution, 
was proposed and adopted at the last session. If that bydy had con- 

emplated that the concurrence of the House should be asked in ma- 
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king an appropriation to meet the cost incurred by their resolution, 
it appears to us, in view of the fact that-each house is independent of 
the other, that a joint resolution of both -houses would have been the 
proper authority for making the purchase—or do our honorable col- 
leagues in the other end of the capitol regard us as a useless appen- 
dage to the law—making power of the State, to be used as their con- 
venience may suggest? Again, the joint resolution: was taken up 
under @ suspension of the rules, was never referred to a committee, 
no information was furnished the House as to the correctness of the 
claim proposed to be paid, but æ persistent demand was made by the 
majority that the appropriation be made without investigation ; and 
we were told that to deliberate was to detract from the fame of the 
hero and statesman whose portrait was the subject of the joint reso- 
lution. We failed to see the ‘‘ great emergency ”’ mentioned in the 
Constitution, which authorizes bills to become laws without being 
read on three several days. We were-too skeptical to appreciate the 
argument that the illustrious name of him whose valor and sagacity 
won this broad empire to the cause of civilization and free govern- 
ment, would suffer hy the exercise of prudence and deliberation in 
the councils of those to whom is entrusted the welfare of -his beloved 
Texas. We entirely failed to arrive at the conclusion which seemed 
so patent to the majority, that the passage of the joint resolution by 
both houses would add laurels to the fame of General. Houston. 
We had thought that his long and brilliant services in the armies of 
two republics; his Jong and able services in the councils of two 
nations; and the disinterested patriotism which always marked his 
life and labors, added to the grand results that rewarded a life of un- 
common effort, had built in the hearts, not of Texans alone but of all 
Americans, a monument of gratitude to‘the memory ‘of him who is 
justly called the father of Texas, that no act of ours can effect. 

The high character of -the gentleman.» who purchased: the por- 
trait precludes the suspicion that fraud was practiced on the 
State in making out the charges. But we are not to legis- 
late with reference to individuals; the principles of constitu- 
tional law should guide us; a due observance of the rules adopted 
for our government, and uninformity in Legislature should never 
be lost sight of. This claim may be just and proper, but if the 
name of Louston is all that is necessary to insure the passage: of 
bills appropriating money, may we not expect an army of harpies 
and vultures, under the specious and deceitful guise of patriotism, 
desecrating that great name, by hiding under its schemes of plunder 
and gain; many crimes have been eommitted in the name of liberty ; 
open the doors and much corrupt work may be accomplished - in the 
name of: those to whom we deeni it ‘a labor of love to constantly pay 
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the tribute of our hearts gratitude. It was a delicate duty which 
we felt ourselves called upon tó perform ‘in-voting against the appro- 
priation as presented, but we voted. deliberately ; ; “not against the 
object for which the money is intended, but against the “haste and 
want of deliberation which marked the passage of the joint resolu- 
tion.

Be it further enacted, Thatthe Supreme Court shall 
have full power and authority at its discretion, to consolidate the 
Supreme Court Libraries now at Austin, Tyler and Galveston into 
one library at Austin, and to exchange, sell or otherwise dispose of 
all such books now in either of said libraries, as may not be needed 
in the one library at Austin, and to appropriate the same or the pro- 
ceeds thereof to the purchase of such books as may be necessary to 
supply the deficiencies in the Austin library, and to procure such 
other works as may be needed. 

Src. 8. Be it further enacted, That the Supreme Court are 
hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a librarian to take 
charge of and preserve said library under the supervision of the 
Supreme Court, and subject to such rules as may be prescribed by 
said court; provided, that no person, excepting the judges of the 
Supreme Court, shall be authorized to take any book out of the 
library, excepting the Governor, Attorney General and members 
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of the Legislature, during the session of the same, and not without 
giving the librarian a receipt for the same. 

= Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with this act be, and the same are hereby repealed; and 
that this act take effect and be in force from and after its passage.” 

The substitute was adopted.

. Sr: The undersigned having dissented from a majority of the 
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Committee on Immigration, who recommend the passage of House 
bill No. —, entitled ‘‘ An act to incorporate the Southern Immigra- 
tion and Land Company,” asks leave to submit briefly the reasons 
for withholding my assent to the majority report. The title of the 
bill indicates two objects; one for purposes of immigration, the other 
for the acquisition of land. Section five of the bill extends the char- 
tered rights of the company still further than is indicated in the 
title, and seems to contemplate that should the corporators by ex- 
periment find the land and immigration business unprofitable, they 
shall nevertheless be provided for by the remarkably broad and com- 
prehensive provisions of the section. They are authorized ‘‘to issue 
bonds” without conditions of any sort ; “ to buy and sell lands in 
connection with railroad companies ;’”’ to “work mines,” whether the 
fee simple-is in them or some one else; ‘‘to locate and carry on 
farms ;”? “ to locate and kuild towns; to ‘construct roads” of all 
sorts and in every direction; ‘‘ to build houses,” and closes by a gen- 
eral and sweeping power, ‘‘to make such other improvements as may 
be deemed for the benefit of the company.” The careful attention 
of the House is invited to the extraordinary features of this section. 
It is not necessary to comment upon the extravagant and preposter- 
ous proposition contained. What have these corporators ‘done for 
the State and people of Texas, that the franchises, land and mineral 
wealth of Northern Texas shall be laid at their feet? What do they 
propose to do for the State in consideration of all they ask? Let 
us encourage immigration, the building of roads, the building of 
houses, the settlement of the public domain, the opening of mines, 
etc., etc., but let us not force all these labors upon the devoted 
shoulders of one company! The minority hopes the bill in its 
present form will not pass; it is a palpable violation of section sev- 
enteen, article twelve of the Constitution, which reads as follows: 
“ every law enacted by the Legislature shall embrace but one object 
and that shall be expressed in the title.” Read the title and section 
five of the bill, and but one conclusion can be arrived at, which is that 
the act, if passed, would be unconstitutional.

On the contrary, your committee are well informed that the 
application of the receiver to the court for the authority sought to 
be obtained from the Legislature by this bill, was denied by said 
court, Hon. Judge Bradley cf the United States Circuit Court pre- 
siding. 

The parties litigant in this case having: ie ily removed their 
cause beyond the province of the Legislature to the highest judicial 
tribunal known to us, before which they are NOW awaiting adjudica- 
tion and decision, your committee are clearly of the opinion that it 
would be manifestly i improper for this Legislature to pass any act in 
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the matter until the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
shall have been made. 

The same objections that are here presented against House bill 
No. 96, apply with equal force to House bill No. 95, which the 
committee have also considered.

SIR: Your Committee on Public Lands and Land Office, to whom 
was referred House bill No. 361, entitled ‘ An act to authorize and 
require the Governor to appoint an agent of State salines to take 
possession of the salt lake known as El Sal del Rey, and other 
salines mentioned, and to pay over the revenue arising therefrom to 
the State,” have had the same under consideration, and find that the 
said bill was thoroughly investigated and discussed by the Committee 
en Commerce and Manufactures at the last session of the Legislature, 
and your committee, believing that the report of that committee is 
a successful vindication of the title of the State to the salines in 
question, beg leave to copy the following extract from said report, 
and to incorporate it in this as an embodiment of the views of your 
committee on the bill under consideration, viz: 

“We find, upon an examination of the subject, that the Spanish 
and Mexican governments and the Republic of Texas, which preced- 
ed the government of this State, reserved from grant, location or 
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patent, salt lakes, springs and mineral lands (see Paschal’s Digest, 
art. 804, p. 283, and art. 4402, p. 726,) and the laws of these gov- 
ernments remain the law, except so far as modified by our present 
Constitution (art. 10, section 9), which it is believed by your Com- 
mittee does not affect the rights of the State to the salines in ques- 
tion. i 

“ The name of the salt lake in Hidalgo county will indicate of it- 
self the lawful proprietorship. It is called ‘El Sal del Rey,’ or 
‘The King’s salt,’ because in the grant of surrounding lands the sa- 
line was reserved to the Crown. During the dominion of Spain and 
Mexico, a government agent was always in possession of this saline, 
controlling its revenues for the government. In the year 1862, the 
Legislature passed a joint resolution authorizing and requiring the 
Governor to take possession of this saline and giving to the claimants. 
twelve moriths in which to institute suit to establish their claims, a 
feature which has been preserved in the present bill for the protec- 
tion of claimants. (See General Laws of the Ninth Legislature, 
pages 61 and 62.) 

“ For many years after the Texas revolution, the country between 
the Nueces and the Rio Grande was without government, except in 
the town of Corpus Christi under Texas, and the town of Laredo 
under Mexico, and the country was subject to predatory raids both 
from Texas and Mexic2. During this period, certificates were loca- 
ted (by moonlight) upon the saline in question in violation of the 
laws. The saline is also claimed by the heirs and assigns of the ori- 
ginal grantee of the lands surrounding the lake under an old Span- 
ish grant; but all confirmations of such grants by this State espe- 
cially, exeept islands and salt lakes. (See Paschal’s Digest, art. 
4465, p. T37, and art. 4488, p. 740.) Tt will be thus seen that 
these conflicting claimants, who have alternately occupied this great 
saline, have done so in violation of the laws of the State. 

“In relation to the estuariesand lagoons along the coastand upon the 
islands of the State, producing salt, and claimed by the adjoining owners, 
we have to say that such claims cannot be sustained by the grants, loca- 
tions cr patents under which they claim. The Supreme Court of 
this State has decided that the shore of a sea or bay, as defined by 
the civil law, is the line of the highest tide in winter, and by the 
common law, an ordinary grant of land upon a bay is limited to the 
line of ordizary high tide; that by the civil law, the shores of the 
sea, bays and rivers belong to the nation that possess the country of 
which they are part, and are of the class of things common to all 
-and to which no exclusive right will ordinarily be granted, and by 
the common law the right to such property is vested in the State, 
and can only be granted by act of the Legislature, which in the case 
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of these salines has not been done by any Legislature in this State. 
(See city of Galveston vs. Menard, 23rd Texas, p- 849.) 

“ Your committee regard the title of the State to these salines 
as indisputable, but should this not be so, the rights of claimants are 
fully protected by section five of the accompanying bill. These 
salines are known to be of great value, which we believe will be 
greatly increased by placing them in the hands of a competent agent 
to care for and develop, as provided in the bill submitted to our con- 
sideration.” | 

Tm addition to the foregoing, your committee would suggest the 
accompanying amendment, to be numbered and take the place of 
section six in the bill, and that section six as it now stands be num- 
bered seven. With these amendments and changes, the committee 
recommend that the bill do pass.

SIR: I herewith return to the House of Representatives, where

Gas Light Company.” . 

There are no names of corporators mentioned in the act, and, 
though this may have been-an accidental omission, the want of such 
is fatal to the vitality of the act. There is no way known to me 
by which individuals can lawfully organize under this charter and 
assume possession of its franchises. oi 

The twelfth section of the act is also objectionable, in that it 
limits the right to tax the company and its property. The amount 
of tax allowed by said twelfth section is much below the present 
ratio of taxation, and any increase is forbidden. I do not thigk the 
practice of relieving private corporations from their fair share of 
this burden, which is becoming common in our legislation of this- 
character, is either a safe one, or just towards the tax-paying citizen.

Sir: The Select Committee appointed to examine into the sani- 
tary and financial condition of the State Lunatic Asylum, have 
performed that duty and submit the following report : 

We find the sanitary condition of the Asylum good, the wards 
are neat and clean, the patients are well fed and clothed, and so 
far as your committee are able to Judge, receive proper attention 
from the Superintendent. 
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As to the financial condition, we find that it is not in such a 
healthful state, but this is owing to the inadequacy of the laws now 
on our statute book in regard to the institution. We find two 
accounts kept by the Superintendent, one a specie account the other 
an account in United States currency. This necessarily renders the 
keeping of two sets of kooks in the Asylum. We find the appro- 
priation made by act of the Legislature, approved June 10, 1870, 
for the Asylum, to be due in specie, and that the taxes from which 
said fund is derived is collectible in United States currency. So 
thus, there is no specie in the Treasury with which to pay off said 
appropriation. 

To further explain, and in connection with this matter, we submit 
the following correspondence between the Superintendent of the 
Asylum, the Governcr, Adjutant General and State Treasurer :

This is the first time since my incumbency that an offer of the 
kind has been made; the admission fees have universally been paid 
in coin. Some of the counties, however, as well as persons, on ac- 
count of the care and keeping of insane friends, have sent, by draft, 
United States currency, to be applied to their credit, also at par. 

I declined, however, to accept the tender, until the matter, through 
you, be first brought before the Attor ney General for his legal 
opinion in the matter, so I may know how to be governed in the 
future.

- Thus, from the foregoing correspondence your committee are 
clearly impressed that legislation is necessary to correct and con- 
form the whole matter. 

Annexed find exhibit “A,” showing the settlement of the account 
current of the Super intendent of the Asylum and the State Treas- 
urer, up to February 20, 1871. In this the outstanding liabilities 
of the institution from J: anuary 1, 1871, are not taken into account. 


EXHIBIT “A.” 


We find upon the ‘books of the asylum, as an item of indebtedness, 
an account against certain counties of the State, for patients from 
those counties, awounting to the sum of four thousand two hundred 
and seventy-nine dollars and seventy-one cents ($4279 71,) for 
the collection of this indebtedness some provision should be made. 

We find another account on the books—the indebtedness of private 
patients—amounting to the sum of two thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-four dollars and fifty-five cents ($2994 55;) of this amount 
fifteen hundred and- seveuty-six dollars and eighty cents ($1,- 
576 80) is chargeable to and due from Manena Fannin, who was 
admitted tothe asylum as a lunatic by special act of Legislature, 
and on whose account Thomas F. McKinney, as her guardian, is 
indebted to the institution that amount, and for the collection of 
which some steps should be taken. As to the balance of the amount 
it is believed to be almost worthless. 

Your committee, after a thorough investigation of the necessities 
of the institution, are of opinion that a bill should be drawn and 
presented, by which the workings of the institution would be system- 
atized-: 

First, so as to make all the indebtedness payable to the in- 
stitution, on account of patients or otherwise, collectible in United 
States currency, and thus obviate the necessity of keeping 
a specie and currency account. 

Second, that all patients admitted to the asylum, either pauper or 
private, should be through the police court of their respective eoun-- 
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ties, and that the county should be responsible for the payment of 
their, admittance and maintenance fees; empowering the police court 
of the county to collect said fees from the estate of patients who 
were able to pay said fees, ard thus reimburse the county in its pay- 
ment of the same; said payments to be made collectible and payable 
quarterly, from the patients, and payable by the county, quarterly, 
to the Comptroller, for the benefit of the asylum. The amount for 
each patient to be three dollars per week. By this mode much 
trouble would be saved to all the officers concerned, and secure the. 
institution against the loss of any amount to which it might be due. 
Wherefore, your committee request that their report may be re- 
ceived and. referred to the committee on Judiciary, in order that 
that committee may draft aud present a bill remedying the deficien- 
cies in the present laws in regard to the institution, and providing 
for the better and surer maintenance of this unfortunate class of our 


citizens for the future.

Sır: Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred the 
petitions and memorials of Henry Haupt, Albert Wood and Cruise 
Carson, all citizens of the county of Cameron, and the petition and 
memorial of tae city of Brownsville, all praying that this House 
inquire into the official acts of William H. Russell, Judge of the 
Fifteenth Judicial District of the State of Texas, submit the fol- 
lowing report : f 

The petitions and memorials, four in number, with the papers 
accompanying the same, referred to your committee, were volumin- 
ous, and the consideration of the same consumed several days. After 
a laborious and careful investigation of the facts, your committee 
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have arrived at the following conclusions, viz: First, The petition of 
Henry Haupt presents two distinct. charges: Ist, that said William 
* H. Russell, judge, did, by virtue of his office as judge, forcibly take 
from the possession of memorialist a certain private letter, written 
by. his Excellency, Governor Davis, to Franklin Cummings, Mayor 
of Brownsville, temporarily in the hands of said memorialist, Henry 
Haupt; 2nd, that said William H. Russell, judge, did fine and 
imprison said memorialist, Henry Haupt, for contempt of court in 
publishing in the columns of the Brownsville Ranchero newspaper 
an article headed “‘ A Modern Star Chamber.” Upon examination 
of the first charge, your committee find that said letter was written 
by his Excellency, Governor Davis, to said Franklin Cummings, in 
reference to the public printing in the Fifteenth Judicial District, 
and that the same was intended as well for Judge Russell, as it is 
expressly stated therein to bea reply to a letter upon the same 
matters from Judge Russell to his Excellency. The facts in relation 
to the second charge your committee find as follows : The publication 
in the Brownsville Ranchevo, of November 12, 1370, headed “ A 
Modern Star Chamber,” was made while the District Court of | 
Cameron county was in session, and was calculated to 
bring the court into contempt and to impair its power and 
usefulness, and to destroy its influence wheresuch publication might 
circulate. Your committee find further that said publication was 
made as a journalist and not as an attorney of the court. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States has held repeatedly that publica- 
tions made during the sitting of a court, intended to bring the 
court into contempt and to destroy its influence in the community, 
is a contempt for which the party may be made to answer by attaeh- 
ment. It would be otherwise were the publication made in vacation. 
Without intimating any opinion as to the policy, to say the least, of 
the action of Judge Russell in this matter, your committee believe 
him to be sustained by the highest tribunal of the land. The publi- 
cation being made as a citizen, and not as an attorney, both fine and 
imprisonment might be imposed as a punishment for the contempt. 
As the act did not involve fraudulent or dishonorable conduct, or 
malpractice, as an attorney at law, he could not demand a trial by 
jury. It is further the opinion of your committee that the action of 
Judge Russell might have been brought before the Supreme Court, 
had said Haupt so desired, and that, having failed to exhaust his 
legal remedies in the courts of the country, he is not entitled to a hear- 
ing before this body, unless corruption upon the part of Judge Rus- 
sell were the basis of the charges. ) 
Second—The petition of Albert Wood complains of an erroneous 
ruling of said Judge Russell in the matter of the estate of Wm. Pat- 
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terson. Your committee find that an appeal was taken to the Su- 
pa Court, and that the rulings of Judge Russell haye been con- 
firmed. . 

Third—The petition of Cruise Carson complains that memorialist 
was twice tried for the same offense, and twice convicted and fined. 
In this case, your committee find that said Carson plead guilty to 
the complaint of the city of Brownsville, before the mayor, and was 
fined; the offense being an assault on a prisoner upon the streets of 
the citv. The grand jury of Cameron county found an indictment 
against Carson for an aggravated assault and battery. Judge Rus- 
sell overruled the plea ‘before convicted,” and said Carson was 
placed upon trial before a jury and found guilty and fined. Said 
Carson took no appeal to the Supreme Court, but prefers his com- 
plaint before this body. This charge is baseless and frivolous, 

Fourth—The petition of the city of Brownsville, by the mayor 
and aldermen, complains that Judge Russell granted an injunction 
restraining the enforcement of one of the city ordinances. This 
cause is still pending in the court at Brownsville, and no steps ap- 
pear to have been taken to have the injunction dissolved. If that 
, be refused by Judge Russell, and the injunction perpetuated on final 

trial, the city of Brownsville will still have open to it another tri- 
bunal where any citizen or body corporate of this State may have 
revised the errors of inferior courts. 

These petitions and memorials complain only of errors, and the 
errors, if such they really are, were subject of appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. The memorialists, in the opinion of your committee, 
haye mistaken the tribunal before which to seek relief. There being 
no charges of corruption, your committee can discover no cause for 
impeachment. All the evidence before your committee, together 
with the responses of Judge Russell to the several matters of ecm- 
plaint, with accompanying papers, is reduced to writing, and is here- 
with reported baek for action of this House. 

The premises considered; your committee recommend that the 
several petitions and memorials lie on the table, and ask to be dis- 
charged from fu.ther consideration of the same.

the following facts: In the year 1856 the contract for building the 
new Land Office, was given to Mr. Nichols as the lowest and best 
bidder. During the progress of the work on the building, it became 
apparent that certain changes and additions were necessary to be 
made in the plan and specifications, which required an extra amount 
of labor and outlay of money by the contractor, it being found im- 
practicable to complete the building avcording to the plan and speci- 
fications submitted to the contractor. 

These facts were made known to the commissioners appointéd to 
superintend the erection of the building, who entered into an agree- 
ment with the contractor to make the change and additions spoken 
of, and that they would recommend that the State refund said extra 
outlay. 

The contractor completed the building accordingly in a workman- 
like manner, perhaps the cheapest and most substantial public 
building at the capital. 

Two of the commissioners, Hon. E. M. Pease and J. H. Ray- 
mond, were before your committee and testified to the foregoing 
facts. The other commissioner, Capt 8. Crosby, is dead, but his 
signature and approval was proven by the other commissioners. 

Your committee feel that the State is bound by the agreement 
made by the commissioners, and are satisfied that thè changes and 
additions were actually necessary to the completion, usefulness and 
durability of the building, and that the said Nichols did the extra 
work in good faith, believing that he would be compensated for the 
same, In view of the foregoing facts, your committee recommend 
the payment, without interest, of so much of said elaim as eomes 
within the agreement, and under approval of the commissioners, viz:

SIR: Your Committee on Public Lands and Land Office, to whom 
was referred House joint resolution No. 6, “ proposing an amend- 
ment to article 10, section 6, of the State Constitution,” have had 
the same under consideration, and beg leave to report as follows: In 
the opinion of a majority of the committee, the adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment would open up a new and prosperous era in the 
history of our State, both commercially and financially, and would 
exert a most happy influence upon the general prosperity of the 
entire State; for it seems to be a conceded fact, that our people are 
anxious for a properly guarded system of State aid to a judicious 
system of internal improvements; and it is believed that no method 
is better calculated to promote the desired end, without a resort to 
heavy taxation, than the change now sought to be effected in our or- 
ganic law. . . 

From authentic information, your committee find that there are 
about ninety millions of acres of unlocated land within the State, a 
great portion of which is now occupied by marauding bands of sav-. 
ages, who carry on a system of predatory warfare upon our frontier, 
and check the growth of settlements. By the change now proposed 
the public lands would soon be utilized and rendered available for 
works of internal improvement; and railroads, with their civilizing 
and progressive tendencies, would quickly transform our disturbed 
and bleeding frontier into.prosperous and happy homes for thousands 
of peaceable citizens. Churches, schools, and other evidences of 
Christian civilization would seon supplant the rude huts of the þar- 
barians on our border, whilst those rich valleys of land, now worth- 
less to the State, would be rapidly brought into cultivation and would 
contribute their millions to the taxable wealth of the State, and fill 
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her coffers with the willing tribute of a happy and.prosperous people. 
And thus the bond of union between every portion of the State, as 
-wellas of the United States, would be strengthened by the annihila- 
tion of distance and the frequent intercourse with each other. These 
considerations, and others that might be adduced, induce your com- 
mittee to report the joint resolution back to the House and recom- 


mend its passage. l

Sm: The minority of your committee are clear that itis not “a 
conceded fact that our people are anxious for a properly guarded 
system of State aid to a judicious system of internal improve- 
ments,” and that on the contrary no considerable portion of the peo- 
ple are solicitous to have any sort of “‘ system” of State aid or any | 
description of “ system” of internal improvements effected at this 
time by means of such an amendment of our Constitution as would 
admit of the spoliation of the public domain. Even the enterprising 
individuals, generally from abroad, who are accustomed to solicit 
State aid to private corporations, would prefer the Constitution to 
remain unchanged rather than have a properly guarded system of 
State aid to a judicious system of internal improvements adopted. 
Nothing less than an improperly or inefficiently guarded system of 
aid to an injudicious or no system of internal improvements would 
be of the least benefit to them. 

If the proposed amendment to section six of article ten of the 
Constitution meets with the approval of even the class of individuals 
referred to, who have no special claims upon the State, it is because 
it lays open the public domain of Texas, which has been devoted to 
education and immigration, without any constifutional guard or 
restriction whatever to schemers in behalf of chimerical and specula- 
tive corporations operating without any reference to the public good, 
with a view to making private gain out of the sale of charters or 
the construction (not the maintenance) of railways, planned without 
system or ulterior aim. 

.. The minority of your committee, like the people they represent,

are not opposèd to but are in favor of internal improvements, such 
as will be fostered by the proposed amendment. Thus far-the in- 
discrimiuate’ granting ‘of special charters to individuals who had 
neither the éharacter nor the capital fo construct any considerable 
railway; but who expected by maragement to either sell their cheap- 
ly conceded franchises or to “have the State to supply them with the 
means to construction, instead of enacting a general charter for 
every description of corporation, has done more to obstruct and re- 
tard internal improvements in this State than‘all other causes what- 
ever.. Had no special charters been granted, at least double the 
‘amount of completed railways we now have would exist in this State. 
The money it has cost the State in the way of per diem, etc., of the 
Legislature in passing, amending and supplementing these nume- 
rous, crude and highly objectionable special charters, would have of 
itself been sufficient to construct a railway by and for the State. It 
zs not conceded that the people desire to have railways constructed 
by irresponsible private corporations, without regard to cost. 

Even if the propesed amendments were adopted, it does not fol- 
low that the peeple would hold that the Legislature would have the 
constitutional power to divert any portion of our public domain to 
cr to impose any tax for the benefit of a private corporation; or, 
indeed, that it could grant public land or money for any other than 
a public purpose. 

The engrossment and monopolization of lands by private corpora- 
tion is of itself an evil which, instead of being. extended, should be 
remedied. 

The provision in the proposed amendment authorizing the re- 
cognition of “any legal claims for lands heretofcre existing against 
the State,” is regarded as equally objectionable with what “precedes 
it. The time of the Legislature, which the minority of your com- 
mittee regret to say has been already too much diverted from its le- 
gitimate work——the enactment of public and general laws—and un- 
duly turned to private charters, need not be wasted in stale and 
inequitable land claims. 

In view of the foregoing, together with other reasons too obviors 
to require to be stated at length, the minority of your committee 
would recommend that the joint resolution proposed by the majority 
do not pass, but that the following substitute for the same be 
adopted: Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert the fol- 
lowing: “That the Constitution of the State be so altered and . 
amended that article ten, section six thereof shall hereafter read as 
follows: >. 

ARTICLE X. 
Sec. 6. The Legislature shall not hereafter grant lands to any 
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person or persons, but that the whole of the public domain of Texas, 
not otherwise appropriated, subject to all outstanding valid land cer- 
tificates and just claims, be, and is hereby granted to the United 
States of America upon the following condition, to-wit: That the 
United States of America shall, within two years from and after the 
adoption of this amendment, cause the whole thereof to be surveyed 
in lots not to exceed one hundred and sixty acres each; and then, 
on failure to cause every part thereof to be so surveyed, and within 
the time limited, that the whole of the grant hereby made shall re- 
vert to the State. 

it is manifest that if this substituted amendment was to be adopt- 

ed, it would seeure to our people the following, among other advan- 
tages : 
“tt would enable such of them as may desire to do so, to obtain 
surveyed homesteads under the laws of the United States. It would 
rid Texas of the Indians, and of all future taxation for the defense 
of the frontier. It would cause the mineral resources of- the West 
to be ascertained. It would induce immigration. It would add to 
the material wealth of the State by placing her land certificates and 
wild lands on a par with the land warrants and public lands of the 
United States. By so doing it would add to the income of the ~ 
State without any increase of taxation. Ft would enable the na- 
tional government to use the domain ceded for public improvements. 
Lastly, it would take away from the Legislature all opportunity to 
neglect its legitimate work by diverting its time to corporation making 
and special land grants. 

The minority, if their substitute be not adopted, are perfectly 
willing to have both of the amendments proposed submitted to the 
people, without a doubt or a fear as to the result.

it due to himself and to the House, that the ciredmstances connecté 
with this affair should be stated, and that they were substantially as 
follows: That, at the time in question, he was informed that the 
rules of the House, regulating the admission of persons'to the floor - 
thereof were being violated; that he .at once sent word to the Set- 
geant-at-Arms to enforce the rules in question; that he did not then 
know that Mr. Elliott was in the House, nor was he aware ‘of his 

resence in the House until after adjournment, and that, consequent- 
y, he had not ordered the removal of Mr. Elliott from the floor of 
the House. i l T . l 

He also stated that Mr. Elliott was not entitled to admission upon 
the floor under the rules of the House, by virtue of Eis position as 
an editor, but that he had always ordered the admission of editors 
who desired to report the proceedings of the House, as he was au- 
thorized to do so by rule 65 of the House, which provides that “‘re- - 
PN shall be assigned appropriate and convenient seats in the 

ouse by direction of the Speaker,” and that this was the only 
color of authority under which he- could admit an editor, who 
was not an officer of the general or State government. 

He also stated that, had Mr. Elliott informed him that he desired 
‘admission upon the floor of the House, such permission would haye 
been. granted at once, upon the presumption that, being an editor, 
he desired to avail himself of the privilege accorded those who wish 
to report the proceedings of the House. 

The Speaker added that he felt called upon to make this statement 
in order that all the members of the House might understand the 
facts in the case, and that he had not discriminated unjustly agamst 
a gentleman because ‘he chanced to hold a prominent position in a 
party opposed to that to which he belonged, as nothing could be more 
reprehensible than such action on the part of a presiding officer of 
a legislative body. ` .

Str: The committee appointed by resolution of this House Feb- 
ruary.9, 1871, to examine into the financial condition and manage- 
ment of the State Penitentiary at Huntsville, having visited said 
institution in compliance with said resolution, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

Your committee consider that the intent of the resolution was 
that we should inquire into the financial affairs and general manage- 
ment of the institution so far as the present incumbents are con- 
cerned, for the reasen that various committees have been sent to 
visit the penitentiary for similar purposes under other administra- 
tions. We have, therefore, confined our inquiries for the most part 
to these subjects, not, however, to the exclusion of others that pre- 
sented themselves to us in the course of our examination. , 

Before entering upon a report of the present financial condition 
and management of the Penitentiary, we deem it not only proper but 
an act of simple justice to the present incumbent to refer to the 
financial condition of the institution at the time of his entering upon 
the discharge of his duties as financial agent, and would, therefore, 
refer you to the printed report of the Superintendent under date of 

‘December 31, 1870, in which the financial affairs of the institution 

were considered. That report, in the opinion of your committee, 
shows very conclusively, and we think correctly, that the present 
financial agent, Mr. Stevenson, took charge of the institution under 
very embarrassing financial circumstances, and the more convinced 
are we of this when we consider the fact that former incumbents of 
that office had almost, if not entirely, ignored the debits contracted 
by their predecessors, thereby injuring very seriously, the credit of 
the institution. 

Added to this is the fact that the Legislature, at its last session, 
failed ta make any appropriation whatever for the institution. We | 
are therefore compelled to make some allowances for its present 
financial condition. | 

Below we give, as near as we are able to do sọ, the present finan-

We would respectfully submit that at least 16 per cent. should 
be deducted from the above figures, on the credit side. 

Our information upon all points was not so complete as we would 
wish, but we feel satisfied the reduction proposed is not too large. 
_ This will leave a deficit of some six thousand and ninety-three dol- 
Jars and twenty-seven cents, ($6093 27.) 

A continued loss for one year, at the same ratio, will send the fig- 
‘ares up to about thirteen thousand dollars ($13, 000) indebtedness 
of the Penitentiary. 

We would respectfully recommend that an appropriation be at 
once made by the Legislature, which will be sufficient to pay the 
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first claims against the institution, for services rendered, material 
supplied, as well as for moneys due sheriffs for the transportation of 
prisoners to Huntsville. Upon sheriffs especially does the want of 
an appropriation bear hard, inasmuch as they are, for the most part, 
unaware of there being no appropriation for the institution, and find, 
upon arriving at Huntsville, that there are no funds to reimburse 
them for the payment of guards and necessary traveling expenses ; 
and it has not unfrequently happened that a sheriff has had to dis- 
pose ef his horse or horses at a sacrifice, in order to obtain means to 
return home. 

Your committee would suggest that there are some items, in the 
expense of conveying prisoners to the Penitentiary, that may be 
materially lessened. For instance, the bill of the sheriff of Collin 
county, for bringing seven prisoners to Hunisville, is a charge for 
ten guards for said prisoners. 

The sheriff of Anderson county charges for ten guards for ten 
prisoners. Only eighty miles were traveled, but the expense to-the 
State was two hundred aud forty dollars ($240.) 

The sheriff of Fannin county charges for nine guards to-convey 
six prisoners, at a cost of six hundred dollars. 

These are only a few of the many excessive charges on the books 
of. the institution, for similar services, but we deem them quite 
sufficient to show the necessity of a change in the law bearing upon 
the subject. 

Your committee would also call your attention to another case 
where, we think, the funds of the institution were improperly though 
legally appropriated. A prisoner was sentenced by the Dallas 
county District Court, in last October, to one hour hard labor in 
the Penitentiary, and the cost to the State for conveying him thither 
was ($68) sixty-eight dollars. Some action should be taken, we 
think, to prevent the recurrence of such a case. 

Upon examination of the eld books of the State Penitentiary, we 
find a large amount upon them still due the State. 

We herewith give a copy of the financial agent’s report on this 
subject, which, by comparing with the books, we find to be correct: 
“QLD LIABILITIES. 

“ In connection herewith, I feel it my duty, both tojthe State and 
those holding unsatisfied claims against the Penitentiary under pre- 
ceding financial agents, to call your attention to them, that you may 
give it the consideration due all parties. With the known indebted- 
‘ness of the Penitentiary, of years standing, for material, subsistence 
and supplies, as well as a large amount due employés, it has been a 
matter of surprise as well as gratification, that I have been enabled, 
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without funds, to procure supplies and advances in cash for the 
purchase of material, to keep the institution moving. 

‘< By reference to an examination made by a commission! appointed 
by General Canby, by authority of special orders No. 55, head- 
quarters Fifth Military District, and cf records in this office, I find 
that there is due for supplies and pay of officers and employés, under 
D. C. Dickson and George W. Sinks, financial agents, coin, 
$39,864 47; currency, $278. .

“ There are unadjusted claims against sundry commission houses, 
as agents for sale of factory fabrics to the amount of $144,601 98 

“« By reference to a copy of an abstract of Col. A. T. Monroe, in 
the possession of General Besser, I find there is due by the Peni- 
tentiary for supplies and pay of officers, and to sheriffs for transpor- 
tation of convicts, $1955 41 coin, $1472 40 currency; due the 
- Penitentiary, $1675 05 coin, $870 30 currency.” 

Comparatively few of these old accounts have been adjusted, 
and we would therefore suggest that those now remaining unpaid, 
be placed for adjustment in the hands of some competent person 
who would do justice to the State, and we would most respectfully 
‘recommend Mr. John S. Besser, as one well suited for the position, 
having been so long connected with the institution as an officer, and 
therefore more thoroughly conversant with the books and financial 
affairs of the institution than any person we could name. 

We would here say that we are quite well satisfied that Mr. 
Stevenson has conducted the affairs of. his office in an honest and 
straightforward and upright manner. 

The buildings, with a few exceptions, are in good condition, and 
we found them clean and well kept. We consider, however, the 
plan and construction of them very imperfect. For instance, the 
southwest wing of the building is at present so damp and unhealthy 
as to be unfit for use; and the prison physician informed your 
committee that the ratio of sickness was two-thirds larger among 
the convicts confined in that part of the prison than any other of 
the buildings. This should be remedied without delay. 

We call your attention to the want of proper hospital accommoda- 
tions, the only place appropriated to and used for that purpose being 
a hall in that part of the building first mentioned. 

Tt is the opinion of your committee that the grounds of the insti 
tution should be enclosed by a high, strong wall or fence. At pres- 
ent, there is a public street running through near the centre of the 
grounds. What may be called the prison yard is enclosed on two 
sides by the cell buildings, on another side by the kitchen and wall, 
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and the fourth side by a wall within a few feet from the factory. 
‘This enclosure is altogether too small. Besides, it can be readily 
seen that, in case of fire in any part of the buildings, there must, be 
great danger of loss`of life or escape of the prisoners. In this con- 
nection, it may be proper to call your attention to the wooden build-. 
ings erected within this yard. They add very materially to the dan- 
ger to be apprehended from fire; the more especially is this so when 
it is taken into consideration that, in case of such an accident, there 
are no means at hand to prevent a conflagration. We are, therefore, 
of the opinion that all wooden buildings shall be removed from in- 
sid the walls. 

Your attention is also called to the- unsatisfactory condition of 
some of the titles to lands belonging to the institution, and would 
recommend that Mr. Besser, for reasons heretofore mentioned, be 
employed to perfect those titles, get the deeds belonging to the State, 
which the State has.already paid for, and have them recorded. 

In regard to the management of convicts in the institution, your 
“ committee are constrained, from their own personal observation, as well 
as from the evidence of every witness that was examined before them,. 
most emphatically to condemn the management of the present Superin-. 
tendent ; and here, would say that the citizens examined touching this 
matter, were members of the Board of Directors of the Peniten- 
tiary, as also some of the most respectable citizens of Huntsville.. 

The liberty granted convicts is without precedent. Your com- 
mittee saw convicts on the streets, at all hours of the day, without 
guards. The evidence before us show that some convicts are per- 
mitted to dress in citizens’ clothes, and are allowed to attend public 
entertainments at the court house at night, and all this by the con- 
sent of the Superintendent. The convicts to whom such liberties 
are granted, are not taken. from those whose terms of service have 
about expired, nor from those sentenced for the lighter offenses ; nei- 
ther was it from amongst those who, by their uniformly good con- 
duct, while in the institution, would have given a plea for such in- 
dulgence, but in most cases they were granted to prisoners who had 
perpetrated the most grievous offenses, and had long perieds of incar- 
cerations to serve. i 

That your committee may not be charged with exaggeration in 
this matter, they respectfully submit some of the evidence taken on 
this subject. 

The following is taken from the testimony of one of the directors : 

“ Prisoners have too much latitude; prisoners sent here fer twenty 
years for murder are allowed to go in town after dark without a 
guard, dressed in citizens’ clothing; have seen several prisoners so. 
dressed at shows at night; have talked to them; such liberties have 
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- never been allowed before to my knowledge; have been a director 
about three years; have been acquainted with the workings of the 
institution since it was first started; it has been tho custom to let 
prisoners wait on the financial agent when their time has nearly 
expired; cannot say why convicts are employed outside; cannot, as 
director, examine to my satisfaction, the matters in Superintendent’s 
books; have convicts on my place sentenced from two to fifteen 
years; at several meetings of the board, the Superintendent opposed 
the directors in the discharge of their duties as such; board has 
called his attention to liberty given convicts; Director Green, when 
board was in session, called the attention of the Superintendent to 
that fact; the superintendent would not give any reason why certain 
convicts had these privileges; the Superintendent does not reside, 
nor has he resided, within the Penitentiary, though he has been 
notified by the board that he should do so.” 

From the testimony of another director, we extract as follows : 

“ Prisoners have been allowed too much liberty; have seen them 
down town without guards, also seen them in citizen’s clothing ; have 
often seen several in town at night with citizens’ clothes; have lived 
here thirty-one years; have never known such liberties before; the 
Superintendent has convicts to attend to his matters; was not so, to 
my knowledge, before; a good many are employed outside; I have 
one in my employ; Superintendent does not give board perfect 
satisfaction why convicts are employed outside; the one In my 
employ has no guard, has about one year to serve; there are a 
number of convicts employed in Madison county on a farm; cannot 
say if the State has ever received full remumeration for services of 
outside convicts; Superintendent does not consult with the board 
as to the letting of convicts outside; he opposes the board ta regard 
to feeding of hogs, claiming that was his own matter; the board has 
called his attention to the liberty of convicts; the superintendent 
has a convict to clerk for him; thisclerk dress: in eitizens’ clothing, 
goes about town and transacts business, a stranger would not’ know 
that he was a convict; the Superintendent does not live in the 
Penitentiary ; board notified him that he should do so; he says that 
he will not live there.” 

We here extract from the testimony of a resident of the city, 
who furnishes goods to the institution: ‘‘ Have lived here thirty-five 
years; have known convicts on special occasions, when their time 
had nearly expired, to be in town without guard; have seen con- 
victs on several occasions in town without guard; have seen several 
at public entertainments in citizens’ clothing without guard, one of 
them sentenced for twenty years; this was at night; knew them to 
be convicts; knew two of them by name, one was Cotton and one 
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Parker; had some conversation with them; I have one in my em- 

loy who has about one year to serve; I board him; he sleeps in 
the shop ; «the shop is en ene of the main streets, not in the enclos- ° 
ure of the Penitentiary; is about three blocks fiom. the Peniten- 
tiary; he dresses in citizens’ clothing; he is not required to report to 
the institution, except when he comes to change clothing; gets his- 
washing done at the Penitentiary ; ; Super intendent does not reside 
in the Penitentiary proper.’ 

We also extract from the testimony of Superintendent Bennett: 
“When I came here, I found nothing to work on, to support the in- 
stitution; was compelled to use the force at my control to raise 
means to operate'and take care of convicts; have made changes in - 
the discipline of convicts; have convicts employed as per report 
(your committee will explain this report in another place); all con- 
victs employed outside get sixteen dollars per month; cannot tell if. 
any are employed in Madison county; all convicts ‘employed out- 
side, except those under guard, are in the yard at eight o'clock; 
know that none are outside after that; none are allowed out after 
that time; there is a board of directors who supervise the matters 
of this institution ; so far as they know, they have done their enya 
do not consider them capable, not one of them are business men; 
have differed with them on the ‘hog question,’ and on that only, and 
succeeded, as there was nothing to feed hogs with; consider them 
all honest, but not business men; have never known any convict 
outside at night, except with me; had two with me; they were. 
dressed in citizens’ clothing; I have always taken the law as my 
guide; there are no laws of my own making.” 

The above evidence, we think, fully bears us out in the opinion 
we have expressed. 

To one portion of the evidence, however, we desire to call your . 
special attention. It is that bearing upon the lar ge number of con- 
victs employed outside the prison wall, upon farms, mills, butcher 
shops, ete., without, in some cases, any guard being over them. The 
total number of convicts, so employed, is sixty-six ; six of that num- 
ber being on a farm outside of Walker county, and fiom sixteen to 
twenty miles from the Penitentiar y. Nineteen of them are em- 
ployed at mills, from six to eight miles distant ; the balance as ser- 
vants, at private residences in the city. 

Although your committee does not hesitate to state that there are 
more convicts consigned, at this time, to the Penitentiary, than can- 
be accommodated therein, yet, we are of opinion that, all in excess. 
of two hundred and fifty (250), that the institution can properly . 
accommodate, should be turned over to the Board of Public Labor, 
whose duty it is to provide for their proper disposal and employment, 
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“instead of allowing the Superintendent to control the labor of con- 
victs, over whom he cannot exercise any wholesome restrictions. 
Ehe evidence of members of the Board of Directors show that this 
matter has been frequently called tothe attention of the Superin- 
tendent, but he has persistently ignored the advice of the Board, 
and continues, to this time, to dispose of the convict labor, outside of 
the walls as well as inside, in such manner as to him seems best. 

Your committee deems the action of the Superintendent, Bennett, 
as without precedent, and without a shadow cf law to bring to his 
support, and would therefore urge the present Legislature to take 
such immediate steps, as will prevent a continuance or recurrence of 
such reprehensible action on the part of the Superintendent of the 
Penitentiary. 

Another matter we would call to your attention. From the evidence 
of Superintendent Bennet, it appears that-he resides. separate from 
the prison. This is certainly not in accordance with general usage 
or law. As we have already stated, there cannot be properly em- 
ployed within the prison walls more than two hundred and fifty con- 
victs. All im excess of that number should be turned over to the. 
Board of Public Labor, who are, alone, empowered to contract for 
the leasing of the labor of convicts outside the prison walls, and who 
have at present a contract for all that can be spared from the insti- 
tution. i 

It may be here proper for your committee to call your attention 
to the convicts employed on public works, under aet of 1866. 
Though not properly under charge of the Penitentiary, we shall 
take the liberty to state that, from personal observation and evidence 
before us, it is our opinion that the State does not receive sufficient 
remuneration for the labor of such convicts; not even sufficient, in 
our estimation, to properly clothe and guard them, and would there- 
fore advise the Legislature to authorize the Board of Public Labor 
to notify the contractors that the contract now existing between the 
State and said contractors will terminate, as per the terms of said 
` contract, and direct said Board to offer said labor to the highest 
bidder, in accordance with law. 

We will here state, however, that the convicts under the charge 
of the Labor Board, have thus far been self-sustaining, although 
the amount received for the labor is not what it should be. 

Tt is the opinion of your committee that some change should. be 
made in the class of goods manufactured at the institution. The 
class of cotton goods now made there, and for which alone the ma- 
chinery is calculated, are said to be not saleable, the demand for 
that class of goods not being equal to the production. We would, 
therefore, recommend that an appropriation be made for the. purpose. 
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of changing forty of the looms now used in the mauufacture of 
these coarse goods, so that they can be used in the manufacture of a 
finer class of goods, such as sheetings and shirtings, giving not only 
a variety, but'a class that is always in demand. We believe this 
change could be made for five thousand dollars ($5000), and would 
recommend an appropriation of that amount for the purpose. 

It is also our opinion, that a great improvement should be made 
in the management of guards for this institution, and particularly 
those employed outside; and would, therefore, suggest the enlistment 
of men for a term of not less than one year, to be officered similarly 
to the State Guard, and subject to similar rules and regulations. At 
present there is no responsibility restmg upon them, nor any pun- 
ishment for neglect of duty, except discharge. In this cormmection, ` 
your committee will state that during the recent troubles in Hunts- 
ville, and when Outlaw was putin the Penitentiary, the Superin- 
tendent pre tem. could get but three or four of those employed as 

uards who would act with him to protect the Penitentiary in any 
raid that might be made on the institntion, and which was expected. 

Your committee asked Superintendent Eenvett what he would 
have done under the circumstances had he been present. He re- 
plied that “he wouid have armed fifty of the convicts that he knew 
he could trust.” The action of the guard at that trying time, and 
the answer of Superintendent Bennett to our inquiry as. to what 
would have been his action in the premises, are proof of the neces- 
sity of some change being made whereby guards can be secured 
who may be relied upon in case of need. 

Your committee are strongly of the opinion that punishment of 
criminals alone, when placed in the State Penitentiary, is a most 
serious error. We think efforts for reformation of the convicts 
should be the great endeavor of the officer in charge of the institu- 
tion, so that when they left prison, be it at the expiration of one 
year or twenty, they leave it better men and women than they were 
upon entering it. 

We would also suggest that much good could be accomplished by 
holding out inducements for good behavior. Were it well under- 
stood by the convicts that their terms of imprisonment could be 
lessened by a year, or even a month, by continued good behavior 
and strictly adhering to all rules and regulations of the institu- 
tion, we have not a doubt but that good results would flow therefrom. 
The State would thereby be benefitted, and the prisoners too. Then, 
why not give the suggestion a trial? 

Your committee would recommend the abolishment of the office of 
finansial agent. -His duties, can readily, and in our opinion 
should be performed by the Superintendent. 
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We would recommend that the Superintendent be required to give 
a bend in the sum of fifty thousand dollars, ($50,000), for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of the combined offices; and that he be 
allowed a clerk who shall also give a bond for the faithful perfor- 
mance of the trusts and duties pertaining to the office of clerk of 
the Penetentiary, and whose duty it shall be to actas Superinten- 
dentin the absence of said officer. 

This would make the Superintendent alone respensible for every 
thing inside as well as outside the walls of the Penitentiary that 
pertain to the institution. 

Most of the suggestions and recommendations have been made 
by your committee with a view of the institution being conducted 
under the present laws and regulations in relation to it. 

But your committee cannot close this, already too lengthy, report, 
without the further recommendation that the entire convict labor 
be leased to such parties as will give sufficient security that the in- 
terest of the State will be subserved in the premises. 

The supreme control of the convicts should not be allowed, under 
any circumstances, to be taken from the hands of the State. There 
should be a Superintendent, and it should be made his duty, impera- 
tively, to look well to the interest of the State, and to the care and 
proper treatment of the convicts. 

The State is responsible to the general cause of humanity, inthis 
more than anything else that your committee can at this moment 
bring to mind, and we sincerely hope the suggestions we have herein 
made may be considered by the House of Representatives as 
emanating from a desire, on the part of your committee, that the insti- 
tution may become self-sustaming, which, we believe, cannot be 
done but by the leasing system as by us suggested; and further, 
that there may be adopted such a mode of discipline and regulations 
that those whose sad lot it row is, or may be, to pay the penalty of 
their crimes by serving their term of years in the institution, may 
not become more depiaved while there, but that, when they leave 
the sad place, and go forth again into the world, they may be 
wiser and better men and women. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Hertzberg, which I deem uncourteous to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and exceedingly exceptionable, as it grossly reflects upon 
two honorable members, Mr. Lane and Mr. Robinson. The article 
alluded to, concludes as follows: “If I have taken up the gauntlet 
in this matter, I have done so in the name of the German citizens 
of Texas, the honor of whom Mr. Robinson and Mr. Lane have at- 
tempted to attack, and especially in the interest and name of the Ger- 
man portion of the constituency I have the honor and feel proud to 
represent in the legislative body of Texas.” 

It is due to the gentlemen mentioned by the Senator, to state that 
. they are considered to be warm friends towards the German popula- 
tion of this State, and by offering, in a humorous manner, to strike 
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out the name of “Bismarek,”’ as the proposed name for a new 
county, and insert the name of.“ Pretzel,” they have certainly not 
“attempted to attack the honor of the German citizens of Texas.” 
if this would have been supposed by the Representatives on this 
floor who are of German descent, they should certainly have given 
this matter their attention, and the honorable Senator would have 
had no occasion ‘ to take up the gauntlet.” I deem it highly inde- 
corous and reprehensible that the Senator calls the Representative 
from Bowie (Mr. Robinson) a “‘ Dutch fighter,” and generally re- 
flects upon members of this House in the manner above referred to. 

' The Senator seems to be highly indignant about the joke which 
Messrs. Robinson and Lane passed, without any intention to insult 
the German citizens, but he does not take into consideration that he 
has been guilty of a similar joke, in the Senate Chamber, when he 
proposed the name of Pope Pius TX as Chaplain of the Texas Sen- 
ate. He, then, did not. regard the feelings of such of our citizens, 
of all nationalities, who believe in Catholicism, and who might 
justly consider “ the ill-placed joke of the Senator of being emi- 
nently of bad taste and offensive character.” While the Senator is 
justified to declare ‘‘that he holds in utter contempt any attempt to 
insult a man on account of his nationality,” he might justly amend 
by adding “or on account of his religion or belief in matters of re- 
ligion.” Mr. Hertzberg should attend to his duties as Senator, and, 
as such, deal with matters pertaining to that honorable body, while 
we shall take care of matters and things in this House.

J. ©. English were the Democratic, and A. T. Monroe and C. B. 
Keel, the Republican candidates.

The two first named having received the largest number of votes 
cast, were admitted to seats at the assembling of the present session 
after some discussion as to their right to the same. <A vast amount. 
of evidence has been adduced, though conflicting in -some respects, 
has been carefully investigated without -bias or prejudice; and the 
majority of your committee making this report, deem it proper, and 
feel it due to themselves to embrace herein extracts from testimony, 
as sworn to by many witnesses, both Democratic and Republican. 

_The Republicans claim that the election in the county of Chero- 
kee should be declared void, and set aside on account of violence, 
frand and intimidation, practiced upon Republicans prior to, and 
- during the election by Democracy thereof; and assert that, had the 
election been free, fair and impartial,.as contemplated by law, and 
each and every qualified voter allowed a free and fair expression at 
the polls, the result would have been different, as shown by the fol- 
lowing extracts taken from the testimony of many Witnesses. 

Joe. 8. Long testifies that he is a resident citizen of Cherokee 
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county, and was one of the clerks of the late especial election, now 
under consideration. Saw the white men take the United States 
flag away from the colored Republicans. Heard Dr. Lewis abusing 
and cursing A. T. Monroe, one of the Republican candidates for 
House of Representatives; and L. D. Sanders, one of the judges of 
said election, calling them a set of God damned Radicals. The gen- 
eral disposition of the white men of said county is not kind towards 
the colored ; heard them abused and cursed. Heard J. R. Mont- 
gomery, one of the judges of said election, complaining of John 
Egbert, a white Democrat, snatching a ticket from a colored man. 
A. T. Monroe and L. D. Sanders expressed fears of being mobbed, ` 
and requested witness to go for the sheriff to prevent it, which wit- 
ness did. 

L. D. Saunders testifies that he is a resident citizen of Cherokee 
county; was one of the judges of said election. On the first day 
thereof, saw John Egbert trying to take a ticket from a colored man; 
witness ordered the shcriff to arrest Egbert; the sheriff reported 
that Egbert had left. A. Jackson prevented seven colored men 
from voting, by threatening to send them tô State penitentiary if 
they dared to vote, among whom was Phill Baxter and Simon West; 
who told witness they were afraid to- cast their votes on account of 
threats made against them, to be driven from their homes if they 
did so. Heard A. T. Monroe insulted and cursed, on account of 
his politics, by Democrats calling him- “ damned Radical,.in favor of 
negro equality.” A few days prior to said election, and while the 
board of registration was open, some colored men were arrested and. - 
fined by a justice of the peace, in sums of fifteen to thirty dollars, 
for (as it was alldfed) disturbing the peace; witness was present 
and saw, from the manner in which this affair was carried on and the 
conduct of the officers of the court towards the colored men, it 
would have the effect of preventing the colored people from coming 
in to register and vote, which witness so stated to the court; and 
witness states that the treatment of the colored men in this affair 
prevented many from registering and voting, at said election. 

R. M. Saunders testifies, he’ is a resident citizen of Cherokee 
county; was present during the days of said election and taking 
away of the United States flag, from the colored people, by A. 
Jackson, Law, Givens, Egbert, Wigens, and other white Democrats, 
and created such excitement and fear as to drive many away from 
the polls, and prevented their voting. Saw one Tucker. and six 
other colored men, leave without voting, on account of this excite- 
ment, which they so stated to witness. Saw John Egbert attempt to 
snatch a ticket from a colored man, and witness called the attention 
ofthe guard to the fact, Saw Wigens, Egbert and Givens insult 
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A. T. Monroe, by thrusting placards in his face with the word 
“rats? thereon. Monroe remarked to them that he.did not wish to 
be insulted, and for them to go away. They replied-to Monroe: 
‘Goddamn you; you can’t help yourself.” Saw A. Jackson 
dressed in clothing similar to those worn by A. T. Monros, going 
around electioneering for himself, claiming to be A. T. Monroe, the 
Republican candidate. Heard Monroe abused and cursed, by the 
Democrats calling him ‘“ damned thief,” and “ loyal league assassin.” 
Saw and heard A. T. Monrce talking to a colored man, and a white 
man approached them, and said to the colored man not to believe 
‘Monroe, for every word said by him was a God damned lie. It was 
notoriously rumored over the county, among the colored people, that 
all of them who voted the Republican ticket would be driven from 
their homes and made to suffer for so doing. Saw A. Jackson, with 
book and pencil in hand, writing down the names of colored people, 
telling some of them if they voted they would be sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 

The Republicans are not free to express themselves, and many 
voted the Democratic ticket through fear. Saw the owner of the 
United States flag going into the court house with it, when one 
Givens caught hold of it, and tore it partially from the staff upon 
which it was fastened. 

Think Egbert is about nineteen or twenty-one years of age, and 
works in the printing office of the Rusk Observer. Wigens is 
about eighteen years of age. Givens is reported to be a bad lad, 
and to have left Shreveport for killing a freedman. 

White Republicans’ vote is about 250, and if all the Republicans 
had been allowed to cast their votes freely and @ithout fear of the 
consequences hereafter, the result would have been different. 

On the second day of the election, seme white men were drunk, 
abusing and cursing Republicans, calling them “‘damned negro 
equalities,”’ and in a manner very disgraceful. 

Saw Palmer, Law, Givens, Egbert and Wigens have large newly- 
cut hickory sticks, following A. T. Monroe about, and afterwards 
follow witness trying to get up a difficulty. A warrant was issued 
for their arrest, when they immediately lett. 

W. C. Trimble testifies that he is a resident citizen of said county 
and has been for twenty years. He saw three white Democrats in- 
sult Monroe by holding placards, with the word “‘ rats” thereon, up 
to his face: Monroe remarked to them that he.did not wish to be 
insulted, and they replied, ‘“‘God damn you, you cannot help your- 
self’ The citizens did not try to prevent these insults, but en- 
couraged it. When witness approached the polls to vote, A. Jackson 
remarked, that witness’ heart was blacker than any African and 
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loyal leaguer. Intimidation -practiced by the Democrats upon white 
and colored Republicans produced such excitement as to prevent 
many from voting. Esquire Grissom cursed the colored people, 

telling them if they voted for the Republicans they were “damned 
fools,” as the “ Radicals” would put them back into slavery. 

Heard two men curse J. R. Montgomery {one of the judges of 
election). One of them said that they had'been raised boys together, 

but that now Montgomery was a Radical, had supported Davis’ ad- 
ministration, and that if he could get Montgomery out of the voting 
room he would beat him “damn nigh to death.” 

Many people talked to me and stated, that the election was not. 
free, fair and impartial; that ample protection was not afforded to 
voters. 

Dr. R. H. C. Shelton testifies that he saw and heard A. T. Mon- 
roe abused and insulted on account of his polities. He was calleda 
“ damned negro lover” and a ‘‘damned Radical, no better than a 
damn negro.” Saw Monroe insulted with placards, as already 
stated above, and the citizens giving encouragement to it. 

Lieut. Tom. Sheriff, of the State Police, testifies, that he Was: 
ordered by James Davidson, ‘Chief of State Police,.to proceed to the 
county of Cherokee and investigate charges made against certain 
parties for interfering with and tearing down the United States flag 
on the days of the special election now undergoing investigation. 
On his arrival he found Republicans slow to give evidence stating, 
that if they testified social ostracism would be their lot, and besides 
colored people would be driven from their homes and made to suffer. 
A. Jackson was arrested upon a warrant from Justice Hogg of said 
county, and admitted to bail in the sum of five thousand dollars for 
disturbing the election. Also, upon affidavit filed before another 
justice, a warrant was issued for the arrest of two other persons 
named Egbert and Givens, for tearing down the United States flag 
during said election, but were not arrested, as they had left. The 
general expression of the people was that the election was not free, 
fair and impartial as contemplated by law. It is of general notoriety 
_ that the United States flag was insulted, torn down and spit on by 
the white Domocrats. 

Not less than fifteen or twenty persons told witness that they were 
threatened to be driven from their homes if they voted the Republi- 
can ticket. Į think the parties implicated in tearing down the Uni- 
ted States flag are named Egbert, Wigens, Jackson and Givens. 
From investigation, generally, 1 in the county, the colored people ara 
afraid to give evidence against Democrats for wrongs received by 
‘them, and from diligent inquiry, the insults offered and abuse of ie 
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United States flag by the Democracy was on account of hatred to 
athe government of the United States and officers thereunder. 

Extracts of evidence introduced by Elam and English : 

J. R. Palmer testifies that on two or three occasions freedmen in 
-attempting to vote were challenged, and Monroe insisted they should 
be allowed to vote because they were registered, and threatened to 
close the polls unless they were allowed to vote. Witness heard W. 
L. David, the registrar, say he had been solicited to send statements 
to Austin of unfairness of the election, but said he. had seen nothing 
unfair except in one or two instances, and it was not sufficient to ak 
fect the election. Witness never saw the United States flag taken 
-away from the co.ored people, thongh he heard the freedman it be- 
longed to say it was torn a little in two places by some boys; Mon- 
roe and Sanders seemed anxious to get up a difficulty; Monroe was 
at times boisterous and violent towards his political opponents. 

John B. Long testifies so far as he could: said the election was 
peaceful and quiet, and if the United States flag was molested he 
did not know it or hear of it. 

Dr. C. C. Francis testifies he saw nothing to prevent any oné 
from casting his vote freely, except on the first day, when the 
colored people crowded the polls so that a white man could not for 
several hours get close to the polls, and that if the flag was disturbed 
or spit upon he did not know it. 

J. W. Vining testifies that so far as he knew, the electors were 
allowed to cast their votes freely, and knows of no-one being pre- 
vented. Heard J R. Montgomery, one of the judges, say that 
there was no unfairness, except heard of some snatching tickets 
from others. In regard to the United States flag being torn down 
he knew nothing only from hearsay. 

G. W. Taylor testifies that if any person was prevented from 
voting, he did not know it. Never saw the United States flag 
molested and do not know what became of it. Witness was a 
guard at said election, summoned by the sheriff, but did not take 
any oath. . 

_ Sheriff R. B. Reagan testifies that so for as he saw, the electors 
voted freely, except one Lamdren, who asked witness for a ticket, 
which was given him, and R. M. Sanders. took Lamdren off thirty 
or forty yards and gave him a Republican ticket. Lamdren, as he 
walked by witness, said if he could not vote as he wished to, he 
would not vote, and tore the Republican ticket. Don’t know whether 
he voted or not. The flag was not molested as he knew of. 

Dan Egbert testifies as far as he knew the electors were at liberty 
to cast their votes freely. Knows nothing about the flag being 
molested or spit upon. 
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R. B. Martin testifies that if any person was prevented from vot- 
ing, or intimidated, he did not see it. Reuben Tucker attempted to 
vote, his former master objected, saying he was a minor. Monroe 
was present and insisted upon his voting, until it was suggested he | 
would subject himself to prosecution, when Monroe advised him not 
to vote. Saw no disturbances to the flag while in possession of the 
freedmen, and if it was disturbed, never heard of it during the 
election . s oF S 

Thus it is shown by the testimony (as a majority of your com- 
mittee believe) that the election in Cherokee county was such as to 
induce us to report it invalid, and ask the House to so declare it. 
“The evidence is conclusive beyond the possibility of a doubt, that 
many qualified voters did not vote at said election, for fear of bemg 
driven from their homes by the Democrats. And the evidence dis- 
closes the fact that in many instances the Democrats, m violation of 
their diity as good citizens, assumed to deny the right of some col- 

‘ored men to vote, and determined who should vote, and who they 
should vote for, and by threats, violence and various means of intim- 
idation so far interfered with the election as, in the opinion of the 
undersigned, rendered the election in said county a nullity. Every 
good and loyal human being who loves his country and appreciates 
the form of government, will readily concede that elections should 
be free from violence and intimidation, and that no one should be 
vested with the right to say who should and should not vote, except 
those who are clothed with and by law made responsible for the 
proper performance of that duty. - ee 

The moment it is conceded that any responsible body of men have 
the right to decide who are not qualified voters, or are suffered, by 
threats, violence or intimidation of any kind, to prevent persons from 
a free expression and exercise of the elective franchise, that moment 
the election becomes a mockery. . = 

Cushing’s Law and. Practice of Legislative Assemblies, says, on 
page 68: “That whenever the freedom of election is violated by any 
riot, disturbance, or tumult at the polls, by which the proceedings are 
actually interrupted, although the returning officers may not there- 
by be prevented from completing the poll and making the return, 
the election will be void. A riot may--proceed by actual force or 
violence, or by a display of numerical strength accompanied with 
threats, and though no actual violence takes place, yet, if the con- 
duct of the parties engaged is of such a character as to strike terror 
in the mind of & man of ordinary firmness, and to deter him from 
proceeding to the poll, the election can hardly be said to be free. 
And when the proceedings at an election are interrupted by riots, 
the election will be held void, without reference to the number of 
votes thereby affected.” 
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It may be said by some members upon this floor (as heretofore 
hinted) that this kouse has no legal, constitutional right to inquire 
into the validity of seats‘of members, assuming as a reason therefor, 
that the seats of these parties were not regularly contested. This 
committee has taken a different view, entirely, and believe the House, 
after hearing all the evidence and apply the facts to the principle, 
will affirm our conclusions. The words of the Constitution are 
broad and comprehensive, and. embrace within their scope every 
subject and question connected with membership. “Each house 
shall judge of the elections and qualifications of its own members.” 
Cushing says that ‘‘an inquiry into the right of a member to-his 
seat may be brought forward either by a motion of a member, or by 
the petition of a party interested, or it may arrive from an exam- 
ination of the returns.” Any member, therefore, may bring for- 
ward an inquiry into the right of any other member to his seat,’ by 
a motion predicated upon facts which are notorious, or upon state- 

-ments of inquiries made by the mover himself. : 

These are the conclusions arrived at by your committee, and we 
leave the House to judge of their correctness, and justice to this re- 
port, we deem it proper to refer again to certain portions of the evi- 
dence : 

The evidence of L. D. Saunders, who was introduced by the 
committee, is sought to be impeached by the sitting members, who 
introduced James E. Dillard for that purpose. In this they have 
made a failure, as the testimony of said witness is largely corrobo- 
rated by other witnesses testifying the truthfulnessof all the material 
points. Again, it must be remembered that the witness Dillard is 
-indirectly interested himself in the result of this investigation, for 
not only has the witness testified against Hons. A. D. Elam and 
English, but against James E. Dillard’s legal right to a seat in the 
State Senate, both having come from the same election. Other wit- 
nesses are sought to be impeached in the same manner as L. D. 
Saunders, but unfortunately for the sitting members, by the same 
Witness. 

In making this report the undersigned have aimed to investigate 
and present the facts and testimony in such way as they might be 
readily understood, so as to serve ‘the ends of right and justice. 
From a careful review of the evidence in this case, we have unhesi- 
.tatingly arrived at the conclusion that the fraud, threats and various 
modes of intimidation committed by the Democracy of the county 
of Cherokee, prior to and during said election, shall not go unre- 
buked. 

, The matter to'be decided is not simply which of the candidates 
receiyed the highest number of legal votes cast. It is not as to the 
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formality of the returns, nor whether the polls were opened at the 
right time required by law., It is not as to the correct counting of - 
the ba'lots, or whether the judges of election were properly sworn: 
and qualified. It is not to consider whether. this or that candidate - 
was guilty of these corrupt practices; but thè question is, shall 
elections be free, fair and open to the whole body of qualified voters?- 
Will‘the House require this as a prerequisite to holding a seat 
within it, or will it receive without question whoevér may bring 4 - 
certificate of election; will it turn a deaf ear to all complaints of 
fraud, of threats, of violence, of intimidation, when proved as clear. 
as in this case? We believe and assert no! never. - 
cherefore, in view of the foregoing facts, we recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution : 
Resolved, That A. D. Elam and J. C. English are not legally 
entitled to seats as representatives upon this floor. : 
Resolved, That A. T. Monroe and C. B. Keel are entitled to 
seats upon this floor as representatives from the Third Judicial 
District.

thus showing that A. D. Elam aiid J. ©. English received the 
highest number of votes polled, and were thereby elected. If the- 
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election was a legal one the facts already. shown entitle said Elam 
and English to their seats as members of this Legislature. We 
now propose to examine into the fairness and legality of said elec- 
tion as shown by the facts in proof before your committee. ° 

No complaint is made of any unfairness in the election in Hous-. 
ton county, but it is insisted that the election in Cherokee county 
was not a fair or legal one. So it will only be necessary to examine 
into the election in Cherokee county. Was it fair or not? 

The vote polled in that county stood as follows :

The judges of the election made their return as the return of a 
fair election without saying one word about unfairness in said elec- 
tion, and without accompanying their return with any statement of 
violence or disturbance, bribery or corruption or other offence, as 
they were required to do by section thirty-three of the election law, 
if any such existed. 

The law was before them; they knew its provisions and their 
sworn duties under it. What is the inference from this state of 
facts? Is not the conclusion irresistible that the election was fair? 
It must be so regarded, or that the judges of the election knowingly 
and willfully disregarded a sworn duty under the law, and it is 
submitted that it would require the very strongest proof of unfair-- 
ness to disturb the inference from the above statement. 

The vote shows that Elam was elected by a majority of 484 votes, 
and English was elected by a majority of 446 votes. They are en- 
titled to their seats unless it can be shown that they received illegal 
votes enough, which, if taken from their aggregate vote, would leave 
their opponents the greatest number of votes; or, unless it can be 
shown that from intimidation or threats, or other sufficient cause, 
enough voters, who would have voted for their opponents to have 
elected them if they had voted, were deterred from voting. Now, 
what is the proof? The proof shows of but two cases that could be 
construed into attempts to prevent voters from voting. One was a 
threat by A. Jackson to prosecute a colored minor if he voted. . In 
this case the proof shows that A. T. Monroe was himself. present, 
and advised the alleged minor not to vote. -Fhe other was an at- 
tempt on the part of a boy by the name of John Egbert to snatch a 
ticket from a colored man, but he did not succeed and the colored 
man voted. The testimony is very voluminous, but literatly proves 
nothing showing any unfairness or illegality in said election, while 
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many of the'withesses, among the best men in the State, express the + 
opinion that the election was fair. ; ie tg% 
Judge Walker says: “I am now forty-eight years old, and I must. 
say that the election, during the two days I was present, was the: 
most quiet, peaceable and orderly: election I ever witnessed in my - 
life.” i : . Ee 

Judge S. P. Donley, who was present two days and a half, testi- 
fies that he neither saw nor heard of any disturbance or unfairness. ` 

G. W. ‘Taylor, summoned by the sheriff as a guard to watch the 
polls during the election, says: “I saw no elector interfered with ` 
except in the case of A. T. Monroe, who, the witness says was elec- : 
tioneering among the freedmen for himself. The same witness says: : 
“I heard Col. L. D .Saunders (one of the judges of election) state on 
the day after the election, that it was as fair an election as he ever ' 
saw. 

M. A. Gaston, who was present three days of the election, says: 
“I saw no intimidation used or fraud practised, nor ahy attempt to 
deprive voters from casting their votes freely and without constraint, 

J. T. Gibson, one of the judges of the election swears that he knows 
“of no fraud or violence used to.intimidate voters, or other illegal 
means made use of to influence said election.” His affidavit was 
made on the 30th day of December, A. D. 1870—a month after’ 
said election. J. R. Montgomery, another one of the judges of 
said election says: ‘Everything was peaceable and quiet, so far as - 
I know.” -His affidavit was also made a month after the election ` 
and is a communicaton addressed to the Governor, > ` | es 

J. L. Long, one of the clerks pf the election, sworn: “I was: 
present when the votes were counted out, and I made out the re- 
turns; the managers of the election were present; I heard no dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the managers of the election, but they ex- 
pressed themselves satisfied with the result of the election; they said 
they had nothing to report, except Montgomery complained of a boy, 
John Egbert, snatching a ticket from a colored man.” This witness 
further testifies: “I saw no fraud committed or attempted during: 
the election ; I saw no intimidation.” i 

W. C. Trimble, Republican, testifies: “I saw no Republican pre- 
vented from voting during the election, nor did I hear any one dur- 
ing the election say that he was prevented from voting.” 

R. B. Martin testifies: “I heard W. L. David, the registrar of 
this county, state that it was a fair election; I heard no one say to’ 
the contrary; I also heard W. L. Briggs (one of the clerks of the 
election) express himself that it was a fair election; I have never: 
seen a more peaceable, fair and quiet election in my life.” Here 
are the concurrent statements of the registrar, the three judges and: 
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the two clerks ‘of the election that it was a fair election. T.J. 
Allen testifies that on the night before the last day of the election, 
Mr. Lane, Republican candidate for the Senate, told him that he 
expected to be beaten two or three hundred votes. Mr. Lane bim- 
self testifies before the committee as follows: “ My calculation was 
that Judge Dillard would receive a larger yote in Cherokee county 
than myself.” Every witness introduced by the committee testifies 
that he was in ne personal danger in voting as he chose in Cherokee 
county. Dr. Shelton and other witnessess introduced by the com- 
mittee, say the Democratic majority in Cherokee county is from 500 
to 150, and that the Democractic party is much better organized 
than the Republican party. 

Such is the overwhelming testimony that was before your com- 
mittee showing the fairness of this election. There is absolutely no 
evidence going to show that it was unfair or illegal. ‘There was 
some proof about a flag being torn down, but it was shown to have 
nothing to do with the fairness or legality of the election. The 
facts are about these, that one of two boys, Ned Givens or Luther 
Wigins, snatched the flag while in the possession of a evlered man, 
partly or entirely from the staff. There was also some proof about 
three boys, John Egbert, Ned Givens and Luther Wigins, taunting 
Monroe by the exhibition of placards with the word ‘rats’ on 
them, which, it is shown, had reference to his conduct as qnarter- 
master in the Confederate army during the late war: The charge 
that a Confederate flag was raised during the election is shown by 
the evidence introduced by the committee to be totally false. We 
will mention, is this connection, another fact in proof that during 
the whole time of the election the district court was In session in 
the town of Rusk, and no arrests were made for any disturbance at 
said election, and that the grand jury was in session ‘several days 
after the close of said election, and no bills.of indictment were found 
for any disturbance at said election. 

Leutenant Sheriff, of the State Police, went to Rusk early in the 
month of January, and remained there more than a month, and the 
result of his investigation, made with closed doors and in seeret, 
was the arrest of A. Jackson, for disturbing the peace, and the war- 
rant issued on the affidavit of the colored man who brought the 
United States flag into Rusk, for the a:rest of Luther Wigins, a 
boy, for tearing down said flag. This is all that the most diligent 
inquiry could elicit. 

‘The weight to be given to the testimony of some of the witnesses 
may be properly determined by the facts in proof before your com- 
mittee, that one of them is indicted, in Cherokee county, for the 
murder of an unoffending Irishman, and also for an attempt to mur- 
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der his own brother-in-law; and that another one is indicted for hog 
stealing. It is worthy of remark, in this connection, that so fair 
was the election, and so fully was everybody satisfied with its fair- 
ness, that it did. not so much as even occur to the defeated candi- 
dates themselves to contest the election. The undersigned feel that 
the idea of contesting the election was an aftér thought, suggested a 
considerable time after the election. 

‘Upon a review of the whòle case, we feel the strongest conviction 
that Elam and English are entitled to their seats. But even if they 
were not elected—if the votes polled for them were illegal, from any 
irregularity—their opponents could not be seated: they were not 
elected; they did not receive a majority of the votes- polled in the 
district; ard to seat them would be to disrezard the law, as well as 
the rights of the people of the district. The votes polled were legal 
yotes, so far as the proof shows. Elam and English were eligible 
to the offices to which they were being elected. The yotes, being 
legal and for eligible men, cannot be disregarded, and men seated, 
who did not receive a majority of the votes cast. The. only pre- 
eedents, m times when precedents were thought to rest upon prin- 
ciple and to be entitled to respect where minority candidates were 
seated, will be found to be cases where the majority vote was cast 
for ineligible men. In such eases the majority vote has been re 
garded as being thrown away, or as blank votes—being cast for 
men who could not fill the offices if elected. But such is not this 
case. 

In conclusion, the undersigned cannot but feel that a great and 
double wrong is proposed to be committed, and will be committed if 
Elam and English, who were elected, and are entitled to their seats 
are unseated, and Monroe and Keel, who were not elected, and are 
not entitled to seats are seated. They therefore beg leave to sab- 
mit the aeccompayying resolution, and recommend that it do pass. -

given, and on failure to give the same within’ thirty days from no- 
tice, he shall be dismissed from office. 

Whenever the justices of a county shall all agree to, and appoint 
a common deputy to assess for the entire county, or when the sher- 
if appoints a deputy to collect from the entire county, such deputy 
shall take and subscribe the oath and give bond as required above in 
the case of sheriffs. . 

In addition to the bond above specified, the sheriff shall also exe- 
cute a bond payable to the police court, naming the numbers thereof 
and their successors in office, in a sum at least double the probable 
amount of the county tax of the county, with two or more good and suf- 
ficient sureties, to be approved by said county or. police court, and no 
person shall be received as a surety for an amount greater than the 
value of his property, after deducting all exemptions and legal lia- 
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bilities, which amount shall be stated under oath. Said bond shall 
be deposited in the office of the clerk of the District Court and by 
him duly recorded. Said bond shall be conditioned, that the sher- 
iff shall faithfully discharge all the duties required of him by law, 
as collector of taxes, arid shall make settlement with the treasurer of 
the county for all moneys that may come into his hands belonging to 
the county at least every two months, or oftener if so ordered by the 
county court. Said bond shall also extend to the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties, for the full term for which he was elected or 
appointed, and shall not be void upon the first recovery, provided the 
court may in its discretion require a new bond at any time; and 
further provided, that nothing herein shall be so construed as to 
prohibit the sheriff from collecting the county tax by a qualified 
deputy.

The undersigned members ‘of the House of Representatives res- ’ 
pectfully ask leave to enter upon the journals of the House our pro- 
test against the manner in which certain evidence, if it may be so 
ealled, was presented by the Honorable Speaker of this House in his 
capacity as a representative from the Thirtieth Senatorial District in 
the matter of the impeachment of Judge W. H. Russell, Judge of 
the Fifteenth Judicial District, and which was admitted by the House 
as a part of the evidence in said cause. 

The petitions and papers presented for the impeachment of Judge 
Russell were referred to the Judiciary Committee, which committee, 
after a full investigation of the case, reported back to this House 
that there was no legal and sufficient cause to prefer articles of im- 
peachment. f 

Whilst the undersigned regarded the course of Judge Russell, in 
the arrest and imprisonment of an attorney at the bar of his court 
as arbitrary and justly subjecting him to the censure of the House 
had we had power to censure, yet we could not but agree with the 
conclusions of the Judiciary Committee, that it afforded no legal and 
sufficient grounds for his impeachment. 

Whilst the Heuse was discussing the resolutions of impeachment 
and the report of the committee, and after the committee had closed 
its labors, and when the debate upon the whole question was drawing

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to a close, the honorable Speaker of this House, in his capacity as 
representative, claimed the privilege of introducing new evidence 


| against the accused in the shape of a letter from his Excellency. the 
| Governor, written after the discussion had almost terminated, for the 
| purpose of giving a post data construction to one of his Excellency’s 
| letters written September 29, 1870, which letter formed part of the 
| evidence before the Judiciary Committee. His Excellency has been 
| in the Capitol during the entire investigation of this case, and could 
| at any time have submitted his construction of his letter, dated 


September 29, 1870, to the committee for their consideration, and 


| report to this House. That he did not do so should debar this after- 


thought from the consideration of the House. 
It is manifestly unjust not only to the accused, but to the mem- 


bers of this House, who had taken part in the discussion, to admit 
| the letter.submitted by the Speaker, in his capacity as representative, 


at a time when tbe debate was so near its close. We submit, if the 
evidence offered, if evidence it be, was of so grave a rature as to 


| justify the extraordinary demand made to admit it at once, it ought 


to have induced the House to recommit the whole case to the Judi- 
ciary Committee, with instructions to take new testimony, thus giv- 
ing the accused an opportunity to offer new evidence also. 

We further submit that injustice was done the accused in per- 
mitting the letter of his Excellency, Edmund J. Davis, Governor of 
the State of Texas, to be read as evidence, as the same was calcu- 
lated to exercise an undue influence upon the members of this Heuse. 

We further submit that said letter was not duly authenticated, 
the handwriting not having been proven and established by compe- 
tent testimony, and the said Edmund J. Davis, Governor, as afore- 
said, the purported author of said letter, being. within and subject to 
the orders of this House, so far as testifying in this case is concerned.

It is unnecessary to rehearse the many reasons that have ever actu- 
ated governments to provide bounties for volunteer armies, and use- 
less to refer to the almost unprecedented liberality of many of the 
Northern States during the late war, and of the general government. 
Noone of the Northern States failed to give bountifully to its vol- 
unteers. Our State was unfortunately among -tke number engaged 
in the rebellion, and this is the first opportunity it has had to give 
expression on this subject, this being the first Republican adminis- 
tration. 

But, though our fair State was one of those rebellious, there were 
many of its citizens who could not renounce their allegiance to their 
Government, who felt that duty called and to that call were alert to 
respond. At a sacrifice of all they held dear, save patriotism, they 
turned from their homes, turned from their families, turned from 
their friends and companions, and with sad and aching hearts, en- 
dured hardships and encountered perils scarce equalled in the active 
campaign, to escape the thraldom of rebellion and give their services 
to their bleeding country's cause. 

We cannot believe the State should contemptuously toss aside a 
proposition to return some substantial evidence of gratitude to these 
men. Many of them really need assistance. Many of them who - 
were independent when the war began are to-day in penuty, “made 
so, because they chose to leave all to confiscation and robbery, and 
follow the fate of the National Flag. 

We are familiar with the depreciated condition of the State Treas- 
ury, therefore would not recommend a bounty in money, but would 
most respectfully suggest to the House that Texas owns her millions 
of vacant lands, and we recommend that the bill be not laid on the 
table, but so amended as to substitute a proper amount of land, 
whieh the State can well afford to do.

4. It proposes to hold attorneys responsible for costs of their 
clients, which is wholly unconstitutional. E 

5. Property levied on under these certified bills of costs must be 
advertised in the official journal, at great expense to the party inter- 
ested. 

6. The whole bill is oppressive of the poor, and its practical 
effect will be to exclude the poor man from the courts of the State, 
and will place the poor and weak in the power of the rich and 
mighty.

Str: I herewith return to the House of Representatives, where 
it originated, the act entitled “An act to incorporate the Jefferson 
Gas Light Company.” 

There are no names of corporators mentioned in the act, and 
though this may have been an accidental omission, the want of such 
is fatal to the vitality of the act. There is no way known to me by 
which individuals can lawfully organize under this charter, and as- 
sume possession of its franchises. 

The twelfth section of the act is also objectionable, in that it lim- 
its the right to tax the company and its property. The amount of 
tax allowed by said twelfth section is much below the present ratio 
of taxation, and any increase is forbidden. I do not think the prac- 
tice of relieving private corporations from their fair share of this 
‘burden, which is becoming common ‘in our legislation of this charag- 
ter, 18 either a safe one or just toward the tax paying citizen.

SIR : I return to your House, where it originated, “An act for the 
relief of the estate of Thomas Carothers, deceased.” This act seems ob- 
jectionable in several respects. It proposes to pay to the administrator _ 
of Thomas Carothers a large sum of money in gold, without regard to 
whether the estate or administrator may really be entitled to that 
particular sum, or any sum. The question of ascertaining and fix- 
ing the amount really due is one that should be left to the auditing 
officers of the State, within a certain limit of amount, This claimant 
may not be entitled justly to half the amount appropriated, or he 
may have passed it into other hands, and yet there is no option left 
but to pay this person the specified sum of fourteen thousand 
dollars. 

Another objection is, that it requires a payment in gold from the | 
Treasury. Now, as our revenue is collected altogether in United 
States currency, of course this amount of gold does not exist in the 
Treasury, and cannot be had unless the proper officer is authorizéd 
to sell currency sufficient to make this amount, which the act does 
not provide for. 

If there is any sum due this estate, it had better (with other 
claims of the sort, of which I understand a considerable number ex- 
ist) be ascertained by an auditorial board, with a provision for con- 
solidation in the shape of State bonds. This arrangement for settling 
such claims, is the only one that is feasible while the present con- 
dition of our State revenue lasts.

I return “An act for the relief of the widow and heirs of W. A.

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The debt which this act proposes to satisfy was incurred between 
the twenty-eighth day of January, 1861, and the fifth day of Au- 
gust, 1865, and the Constitution (article 12, section XXXIV, Gen- 
eral Provisions) declares that all such “were and are null and void,” 
and prohibits the Legislature ‘from making any provision for the 
acknowledgment or payment.of such debts.” 

The act recites that the Constitutional Convention, which framed 
the present Constitution, passed an ordinance or resolution excepting 
this debt from the general terms of the Constitution. The ordi- 
nance or resolution in question purports to except this debt from the 
operation of section XXXV instead of the XXXIV, but the latter 
section was no doubt intended. 

However this may be, the ordinance is entitled to no force or 
validity as an exception to the general rule laid down in the Consti- 
tntion. It was not voted on or adopted by the people, who, under 
the act of Congress, could alone decide what should or should not be 
, a part of the Constitution. ‘It is practically a dead letter, as much 
so as any other of the numerous acts of private legislation which 
that conventior. assumed to enact.

Siz: A majority of your Committee on Claims and Accounts, to 
whom was recommitted petition for reliefof Q. J. Nichols, being 
for money advanced and labor done by him in cempleting the Land 
Office building, have given the claim a thorough investigation, elicit- 
ing the following facts : 

In the year 1856 the contract for building the new Land Office 
was given to Mr. Nichols, as the lowest and best bidder. During 
the progress of the work on the building, it became apparent that 
certain changes and additions were necessary to be made in the plan 
and specifications, which required an extra amount of labor and out- 
lay of money by the contractor, it being found impracticable to 
complete the building according to the plan and specifications sub- 
mitted to the contractor. These facts were made known to the Com- 
missioners appointed to superintend the erection of the building, who 
entered into an agreement with the contractor to make the change 
and additions spoken of, and that they would recommend that the 
State refund said extra outlay. 

The contractor completed the building accordingly, ina workman- 
like manner, perhaps the cheapest and most substantial public build- _ 
ing at the capital. 

Two of the Commissioners, Hon. E. M. Pease and J. H. Ray- 
mond, were before your committee and testified to the foregoing facts. 
The other Commission ner, Capt. S. Crosby, is dead, but his signature 
and approval were proven by the other Commissioners. 

Your committee feel that the State is bound by the agreement 
made by the Commissioners, and are satisfied that the changes and 
additions were actually necessary to the completion, usefulness and 
durability of the building, and the said Nichols did the extra work 
in good faith, believing that he would be compensated for the same. 

In view of the foregoing facts, your cemmittee recommend the 
payment without interest of so much of said claim as comes within 
the agreement, and under approval of the Commissioners, viz : Hight 
_ thousand six hundred dollars.

The undersigned, a minority of your Committee on Claims and 
Accounts, to whom was recommitted House bill No. 401, to be enti- 
tled “An act for the relief of Q. J. Nichols,” together with petiticn 
of said Nichols and accompanying documents, with power to send 
for persons and papers, and to introduce sworn testimony, have given 
the case a careful, and, as they believe, a thorough examination, at- 
tended with the following results : 

They believe that a contr act, regularly entered into and signed, is 
a contract equally binding upon the several parties thereto, and they 
find upon investigation that the petitioner, Q. J. Nichols, in the year 
1856, entered into a written contract with the State of Texas, 
through her four Commissioners, Gov. E. M. Pease, 8. Crosby, J. 
H. Raymond and J. B. Shaw, to construct, for thesum of thirty- 
nine thousand seven hundred and eighty dollors (339,780), a build- 
ing for a General Land Office, according to a plan and specifications 
which had been duly ady ertised and open to the inspection o¥ parties 
choosing to bid; and we also find, by reference to “An act to pro- 
vide for the erection and furnishing a fire-proof building, to be used 
as a General Land Office for the State of Texas,” approved Feb- 
ruary 2, 1856, that the place for the erection of said building was 
distinctly designated, which, to our minds, does away with the point 
that has been raised as to the additional expense of building on 
sloping instead of level ground, as periton avers he contemplated 
when entering into the contract. 

With regard to the value uf the extra work said to be performed, 
your minority find considerable discrepancy existing in the 
various estimates, the petitioner claiming ten thousand five 
hundred dollars ($10,500), the witness (ex-Commissioner Ray- 
mond) swearing to “about seven thousand dollars,” while the com- 
mittee appear to “split the difference’ and centre on eight thousand 
six hundred dollars ($8600). 

In substantiation of his claim, the petitioner brings forward a 
memoranda of ‘‘items of change in Nichols’ (his) contract, ” some 
of which purport to be signed by two of the four commissioners, 
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some by one and others by none at all. In connection with this 
document we have the following points to raise: 

1. Where a commission is appointed by a Legislature for a spe- 
cific purpose, can their powers be delegated from one to another, 
except by special permission ef the act or resolution under which 
they were created? We think not! ' 

2. Supposing such action admissible, could less than a quorum act 
under any circumstances? We think not! 

3. We are in doubt as to the genuineness of the signature of 8. 
Crosby attached to the memoranda above spoken of. If asked if we 
believe it to be his, we can only reply, we think not ! 

4. Had a single member of the commission been warranted in au- 
thorizing additional outlay, could he have done so to a further ex- 
tent than that allowed by ‘‘an act to provide for the erection and fur- 
nishing a fire-proof building to be used as a General Land Office for 
the State of Texas,” viz: two hundred and fifty dollars ($250 ); 
said act having the following proviso embodied in it: “provided, 
the whole costs of said building and of furnishing the same shall in 
no case exceed the sum cf forty thousand dollars, hereby appropri- 
ated,” and petitioner having already received thirty-nine thousand, 
seven hundred and fifty dollars ($39,750) of that sum? We think 
not. 

It is also apparent to your minority that if the claim is a just one, 
petitioner is clearly entitled to interest, as well as principal, of debt, 
from date of completion of work. Should the great and prosperous 
State of Texas in that event, strive to swell her coffers by whittling 
off a meritorious debt, a few paltry dollars? We think not! 

Without going into a windy elaboration of the facts, which we 
have endeavored to present as succinctly as possible for the consider- 
ation of the House, we ask ourselves the question ‘‘Ought the bill 
to pass?”’ We think not ! 

We, therefore, recommend that it lie on the table.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Sir: The Committee on Claims and Accounts, to whom was re- 

ferred a bill for the relief of Q. J. Nichols, have had the same under 


consideration, and after careful investigation do not find sufficient 
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evidence to sustain his claim for extra work done on the new Land 
Office, and, as he alleges, done under the sanction of the commission 
ers having the control of the building. . 

It appears that on the 28th of July, 1856, Mr: Nichols entered 
into a contract with E. M. Pease, S. Crosby and James H. Raymond, 

Commissioners appointed by “An act to provide for the erection of a 
fire-proof building to be used as a General Land Office for the State 
of Texas,” approyed February 2, 1856. 

The plan and specifications explanatory to the plan including the 
cistern, fence and outbuildings, were advertised : The contract was 
awarded to Nichols at $39,780. ? 

The plan was made a part of the contract, by reference, signed by 
him, and the specifications, which were not altered after signing, 
were annexed to the same, the whole to be completed on the 28th of 
January, 1858. 

The total amount of Mr. Nichols’s claim for extra work is $11,300, 
the first item of which is $1400—claimed in consequence of the 
building being placed on a hill side. This charge cannotbe sustained, 
as Captain Crosby, one of the commissioners, says that it was under- 
stood that the building was to be placed there before the contract was 
signed. 

Ao item of $1000 for extra work on window shutters, fasten - 
ings, ete- The window shutters were to have been made of one- 
fourth inch boiler iron, for which was substituted a lighter and much 
less costly shutter; and of the other items of extra work said to have 
been done, the committee are of the opinion that there is no evidence 
that he has any claim against the State, as the changes made in sev- 
eral instances were in the contractor’s favor. 

The majority of the committee instruct me to report the bill back 
to the House for its action, and ask to be relieved from any further 
consideration.

If this person is entitled to compensation for the services he 
claims to have performed this can only be under a pre-existing law 
authorizing the performance of the services and payment therefor 
by the State. The Legislature is forbidden to grant, “ by appropri- 
ation or otherwise, any amount of money cut of the Treasury of the 
State to any individual on a claim, real or pretended, when the same 
shall not have been provided for by pre-existing law.” See section 
five, article twelve, Annual Provision. 

Now, if there was any pre-existing law provided for these ser- 
vices such law is to be found in the Code of Criminal . Procedure, 
Paschal’s Digest, article 3382 to 3387, inclusive. If these arti- 
cles of that code provide for the present case, then he can, without 
this act, draw the amount duehin at ‘Treasury on presentation of the 
proper vouchers, duly authenticated ; but if this case is not therein 
provided for, the Legislature cannot help him.

The facts show that it is not an imaginary or speculative company, 
and their strength and good faith is fully illustrated by the extra- 
ordinary energy with which certain great and oppressive monopolies 
have sought to defeat their charter. It is believed, by information 
from agents of the company, that the tenth section (which is the 
point of objection of those opposed to the Senate bill) is not regarded 
as vital by the corporators, and, therefore, we recommend its being 
stricken out. 

It is believed that no reasonable objection can be made to grant- 
ing a naked charter (as this thereby becomes) on so important a 
line to so strong a company, when the large majority of your honor- 
able body have supported lines not so much demanded, with large 
subsidies. In view of the exorbitant tariff on freight and 
passage demanded by the.-Houston and Texas Central Railway Com- 
pany, it is natural they should oppose the construction cf a com- 
peting line, but it is believed no citizen can be found in either of the 
cities of Galveston or Houston, or upon the valleys of the Brazos 
and Trinity rivers and their tributaries, who would not rejoice at the 
passage of this bill as reported by the undersigned. 

We are induced to make this report, and request its early and © 
candid consideration by the House, because of the reasons above ` 
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named; and further, because it is not believed this House will decide 
to maintain the incubus of the oppressive monopoly of the Ceatral 
Railroad, free of fair competition, against the well being and, doubt- 
` less, earnest desire of at least one-third of the entire people of this 
State, and the just sense of the whole population.

SIR: The undersigned, a minority of the Committee on Judiciary, 
respectfully dissenting from the report of the majority of said com- 
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mittee, make the following report upon House bill No. 846, to be 
entitled ‘ An act to repeal an act approved June 28, 1870, and en- 
titled ‘an act to provide for the appointment by the Governor of 
certain officers to fill vacancies :’ ” 

Your minority are of the opinion that, while it was unfortunate 
that such an uxrconstitutional measure, as the bill before the commit- 
tee provides for the repeal of, should have ever been favorably con- 
sidered by a majority of either House of the Legislature of a State 
claiming to have a republican form of government, much less to 
have been approved by the Executive, the officer on whom the power 
of making such appointments was conferred by the bill, your mi- 
nority believe that the passage of the bill sought to be repealed, was 
a serious stab to the principles of free government. 

The bill mentioned clothes the Governor with a power that is per- 
fectly fearful, in fact it took away the right of the people to select 
their officers, and conferred the power, illegally though it may have 
been, upon the Governor to appoint district attorneys, county treas- 
urers and surveyors, cotton weighers, hide and cattle inspectors, 
sheriffs and district clerks; also to appoint all the officers of every 
incorporated city or town throughout the State, when no one of com- 
mon intelligence can deny the fact that the appointment of such 
officers was heretofore unheard of except as to pro tem. district at- 
torneys, sheriffs and district clerks, who, being officers of the court, 
have been always appointed by the judge thereof, and then only for 
a short length of time until an election could be holden. 

Your minority’are of the opinion, and deem it their duty and 
right to say that the bill sought to be repealed (by the bill under 
consideration) and which has been commonly known as the “ ena- 
bling act,” was not intended to subserve the interest of the people 
of the State, but we are of the opinion that it was the intention of 
the bill to enhance the interest of the Republican purty by 
placing in the power of the Governor to give office to members 
of that party, at the expense of and in violation of the 

rights of the people as guaranteed by the Constitution. But 
this measure cannot be correctly viewed nor considered 
except by considering it in connection with two other bills that were 
passed and approved, and which are knownas the Militia and Police 
bills, which two bills, combined in their effect with the enabling act, 
make the Governor, (an officer elected by, and whose duty it is to 
serve the people,) in effect, monarch of the State. The enabling act 
empowers him to appoint all civil officers except members of the 
Legislature and justices of the peace. The militia and police bills 
empower him to appoint a horde of military officers and place at his 
disposal, and the officers under and appointed by him, a standing 
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army, with a large reserve force organized, officered and ready for 
action whenever the Governor may desire to call it into service, thus 
taking away the right of the people to select any of their officers, 
and then compelling their acquiescence to appointments made by 
means of the military forces placed at the disposal of the Gover- 
nor. Officers are the servants of the people and should be selected by 
them, and, under the Constitution, are to be selected by them, except 
judges of the Supreme Court and district courts, and one or twoother | 
officers—attorney general, superintendent of public schools, peniten- 
tiary, etc. Your minority are of the opinion that it is quite danger- 
ous in a republican government to clothe an Executive with uncon- 
stitutional power of any kind, either civil or military, and much 
more dangerous to give him absolute control, as does the enabling 
act, of the civil officers of the State, and then, also, provide him 
with the military power to enforce his authority thus iltegally con- 
ferred. 

Your minority are of the opinion that the only way for this body 
to repair the evils that have grown out of the passage of the “ en- 
abling act ” is by removing the many incompetent and irresponsi- 
ble officers appointed under and in accordance with said bill, and 
whose action has been alone directed to the interest and advance- 
ment of the Republican party, instead of looking alone, as they 
should have done to their official duties, which can only be 
effected by the passage of the bill before the committee which re-. 
peals the “ enabling act.” 

Your committee therefore: recommend that the bill under consid- 
eration by the committee be nassed. |

Every justice of the peace and sheriff shall, within 
thirty days after they shall have received notice of their election or 
appointment, and before entering upon the duties of their respective 
office as assessor and collector of taxes, give a bond in such form as 
the Comptroller shall prescribe, payable to the State of Texas, in a 
sum at least equal to the amount of the tax assessed the previous 
year for their respective precincts and counties, with three or more 
good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by the judge of the ju- 
dicial district in which said county may be situated, and shall take 
and subscribe the oath prescribed by the Constitution, which, to- 
gether with said bond, shall be recorded in the office of the district 
clerk of the county, and be forwarded by said clerk to the Comp- 
troller, to be deposited in his office; said bond shall be conditioned 
that the justice or sheriff shall faithfully discharge all the duties 
required of him as assessor or collector of taxes, as the case may 
be, for and during the full term for which he was elected or ap- 
pointed, and said bond shall not become void on the first recovery, 
but suit may be maintained thereon until the whole amount thercof 
be recovered. Any justice or sheriff may be required to. give a new 
bond or additional or other securities whenever, in the opinion of 
the Comptroller, it may be advisable; and when so required to 
give a new bond or additional securities, the justice or sheriff shall 
suspend the duties of his office until said new bond or additional se- 
curities are given, and on failure to give the same within thirty 
days from notice, he shall be dismissed from office. 

‘Whenever the justices of a county shall all agree to and appoint 
a common deputy to assess for the entire county, or when the sheriff 
appoints a deputy to collect from the entire county, such deputy 
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shall take and subscribe the oath and give bond as required above 
in the case of sheriffs. 

‘In addition to the bond above specified the sheriff shall also exe- 
cute a boud payable to the County Court, naming the members 
thereof and their successors in office, in a sum at least equal to the 
probable amount of the county tax of the county, with two or more 
good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by said county court; 
and no person shall be received as a surety for an amount greater 
than the value of his property, after deducting all exemptions and 
legal liabilities, which amount shall be stated under oath ; said bond 
shall be deposited in the office of the clerk of the District Court and 
by him duly recorded. Said bond shall be conditioned that the 
sheriff shall faithfully discharge all the duties required of him by 
law as collector of taxes, and shall make settlement with the treas- 
urer of the county for all moneys that may come into his hands be- 
longing to the county, at least every two months, or oftener, if so 
ordered by the County Court. Said bond shall also extend to the 
faithful performance of his duties for the full term for which he was 
elected or appointed, and shall not be void upon the first recovery ; 
provided, the covrt may, in its discretion, require a new bond at 
any time; and further provided, that nothing herein shali be so 
construed as to prohibit the sheriff from collecting the county tax by 
a qualified’ deputy.’

Sir: The minority of your committee dissenting from the report 
of the majority of the House Judicial Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred House bill No. 295, to be entitled ‘‘An act regulating the 
verdict of jurors in civil cases,” respectfully present the following 
mincrity report: This bill contemplates changing the present sys- 
tem of unanimous verdict in civil cases, and substituting therefor a 
verdict of three-fourths. We do not now clearly understand all the 
attendant circumstances and all the real causes that first caused the 
adoption of this rigid and intolerant system—rigid and intolerant 
in this, that it forces a verdict, and therefore destroys the sacred 
nature of the required oath taken by the juryman, and which he 
is by law forced to take. The oath and the verdict do not agree. 
“IL A. B., do solemnly swear, that I will true verdict give without 
tear, favor or affection, and according to the law and the charge of 
the court, so help me God,” is, in spirit, the oath taken. This 
oath is taken by the juryman, administered by the clerk of the 
court, and witnessed by the judge and by all present; each and 
every one present, juryman, clerk, judge anrd spectators, 
in practice knowing that such an oath in its full integrity 
cannnt be performed. What but such, as reasonably might be ex- 
pected, is the consequence, the inevitable consequence? That the 
cornered juryman, he is cornered, for he must take the oath and he 
must get out of the forced dilemma, easily believes with Hudibras, 
that he is justified in escape as best he can, and concludes of such 
oath, 

‘¢ That he that made and forced it broke it, 
Not he that tor convenience took it.” 

‘The juryman knowing the judge, the clerk, the spectators know 
that he cannot keep the oath; and he goes into the jury box impressed 
with the truth that he must compromise, and his mind is made up so 
to do, that new the line of demarkation between compromise for good 
cause and compromise for not very good cause, is not well defined 
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and definite to every mind, and from the effects of use and want the 
juryman gets accustomed to laxity of obedience and of consciousness 
to the oath taken. The oath and the requirement under it do not 
agree; something has to bend and give way, or twelve men ina com- 
monly doubtful case would never bring in a verdict. ‘So say you 
all, gentlemen,” isa solemn farce. One, perhaps, says ‘‘yes,” be- 
cause he needs his supper, and another because he fears his healthif ` 
kept up all night. If these reasons are brought to bear 
and do have weight in the formation of unanimous ver- 
dicts, ‘how easy becomes it for reasons partial, interested and 
dishonest to slip in the train. We do not expect unanimous ver- 
dicts; we often hear it spoken of with absolute disbelief and disre- 
spect—with serious disapprobation, never. It is an old, a very old 
institution, and is venerated more for its age than its truth. Car- 
lyle very forcibly remarks: ‘“ It is astonishing how long the rotten 
will hang together, provided you do not handle it roughly.” 

If this bill becomes the law, and three-fourths of a jury, when 
they are agreed, can bring in a verdict, the opinions of the dissent- 
ants are not forced or outraged, they would be, not as now, made to 
agree for want of supper or sleep, and could come out of the jury 
box without being forced to press upon their connsciences; and the 
public, who now know and practically understand how a unanimous 
yerdict, or rather forced verdicts (to call things by their right names) 
are gotten up, would hold verdicts in more respect. 

In the State of Nevada the law, asain this bill, has been in ope- 
ration from the first commencement of their State government, and 
they have never expressed the least wish or intention to change. It 
is in accordance with truth and common sense, and no complaint 
has, in that State, been heard against the practical working of the 
principle; on the contrary, the Secretary of the State of Nevada 
says, ‘‘ there is no disposition evinced, either on the part of the Judi- 
ciary or the people, to change; that their jury law stands as firm 
to-day as at the date of its passage.

Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 
_ Sie: It is my duty to bring to the notice of the House of Repre- 
sentatives ihe matter of my official relations to the Comptroller and 
Treasurer of the State. 

A large sum of money (about $167,000) has been due this State 
from the general Government since 1860, for military services on the 
frontier. On inquiry at Washington I understand that the money 
can be paid us on presentation of certain papers and vouchers which 
had been taken to Washington at the beginuing of the rebellion by 
Hon. C. R. Johns, the late Comptroller, for the purpose of drawing 
the said amount. ‘The government then, on account of the symptoms 
in Texas, refused to pay the money to Mr. Johns, and returned him 
these papers and vouchers. I requested, on the 19th inst., informa- 
tion from him as to whereabouts thereof, and he replied, a few days 
after, that they had been placed by him, as well as he could recol- 
lect, in the Comptroller's office. The House will perceive, on 
inspection of the copies of correspondence hereto attached, that the 
Comptroller asserts his inability to find them among the records of _ 
his office, but believes they are among certain papers the late pro- 
visional Comptroller and Treasurer (acting as an auditorial board) 
have sealed up and placed in a vault or safe in the Treasury. I 
have, as will be pereeived, requested both the Comptroller and 
Treasurer to examine these papers and to inform me of their con- 
tents. They refuse, on the alleged ground that the late Provisional 
Comptroller and Treasurer sealed the papers and locked the safe or 
vault wherein they are placed. 

It wculd seem difficult for persons of ordinary intelligence to im- 
agine any power in the late Provisional Comptroller and Treasurer 
to seal and lock up in the Treasury papers belonging to the State, 
and thereby preclude subsequent incumbents of those offices from 
examination thereof when information as to their contents *s required 
by the Executive or other officer and is necessary to the performance 
of his duties; especially as the late Comptroller and Treasurer had 
no authority of law whatever to put said papers under lock and 
seal, and undoubtedly did so only to more certainly preserve them 
for the future use and inspection of their successors in office, or 
other competent authority. 

It will be seen that on to-day, after asserting that the papers in 
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question could not be found, the Comptroller writes me that he has 
found certain of them among the ‘‘rubbish”’ in his office. He 
thereupon takes the occasion to'complain against me, that his office 


is deficient in clerical force. The Comptroller has no extraordinary 


duties to perform, and it is believed that his present force of clerks 
actually employed is larger, and they are certainly paid more, than 
under any previous administration of that office Whether they 
are all competent as emrloyes paid such salaries should be, and 
whether they are required by the Comptroller to doa fair amount of 
labor and their full duty to the State, are questions for the Legisla- 


_ ture to investigate. ° 


I submit this matter without further comment to the House of 
Representatives, the proper authority under the Constitution, to 
take primary action upon the official conduct of State officers. 

I regret to say that this is not the first occasion when I have failed 
to receive from these officers that cordial co-operation in affairs of 
public moment, which is so necessary to the successful execution of 
my duties as Governor.

The papers referred to showing indebtedness of .the United States 
to Texas for frontier military service in your communication to C. 
R. Johns, late Comptroller, cannot be found. It is believed they 
are among the auditorial board papers; sealed and locked in the vault 
of the State Treasury. The information derived from investigation 
bearing on subject matter contained in your communication above 
referred to is as follows, viz: In the biennial report of the Comp- 
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troller of Texas for the fiscal years 1858 and 1859, he says, from 
February 26, 1855, to August 31, 1859, Texas has paid out for the 
protection of ‘the frontier $167, 798 62. This claim was made and 
presented through our Representatives in Congress, and an applica- 
tion was made to pay the amount expended by Texas on account of 
six companies of troops called into service by authority of Gen. 
Persifor F. Smith, the balance of the claim being rejected. 

In the Comptroller's biennial report for 1860 and 1861, he says 
since February 28, 1865, and prior to secession, the liabilities of the 
State for frontier protection amounts to about $200,000, of which 
_ about $700,000 has been paid. The Comptroller says the United 
States government made ‘an appropriation to pay that portion for 
which an account had been rendered, say about $179,000, which 
cannot now be collected by reason of the existing war.” ‘lhe books 
of the Comptroller’s office show an expenditure by the State on 
account of frontier protection since February 28, 1805, of $419,- 
821 84. The subsistence, ete., ete., would probably swell disburse- 
ments very much. 

The Secretary of War gave the following opinion concerning the 
claim of Texas for reimbursement : 
| [Copy- ] 

“I have examined and considered the evidence submitted for my 
decision on the question presented in the proviso to the sixth section 
of the act of June 21, 1860, making ‘appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army for the year ending the thirtieth of June, 1861,’ 
and am satisfied that there was a necessity for calling out the Texas 
volunteers, mentioned therein, and that they were called out by 
ccmpetent authority. 

“The Second Auditor will Haie have the claim of Texas au- 
dited under the provisions of the said sixth section as soon as the 
proper vouchers of the claim of the State are received by him.

The Comptroller, C. R. Johns, went to Washington city e 
in January, 1861, to collect the funds due Texas, and Febr uary 12, 
1861, sent the tollowi ing telegram to George T. Deerham, Acting 
Comptroller : 

‘ Secretary Dix informs me no payment can be made this month ; 
send immediately evidence appointment paymaster each company, 
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certified copies, warrants, payment made paymasters, all evidences, 
payments and date service. 
“C. R: JOHNS, 
“ Brown’s Hotel.” 

The money was not paid at that time because the then Comptroller 
was seeking to secure this money in the interest of secession, and 
because the authorities at Washington saw the effort and intention 
to coerce Texas from her constitutional moorings. 

Section six of the act of Congress, making provision for paying 
Texas on account of frontier defense disbursement, provides first, 
that the Secretary of War shall be satisfied there was a necessity 
for calling out these troops, and second, that the amount shall not 
exceed the sum of one hundred and twenty-three thousand five hun- 
dred and forty-four dollars and fifty-one cents ($128,544 51,) ete. 
The figures here presented are presumed to have been intended to 
cover the expense of the six companies alone called into service by 
authority of General Smith. 

The whole expenditure made by Texas since February 28, 1855, 
can be compiled, but it will be a work of protracted labor and inves- 
tization. The most expeditious and satisfactory method of getting 
the exact information desired, will be the getting access to the audi- 
torial board papers.

Third—By notice published, the existence of the aaditorial board 
terminated December 1, 1867. 

Fourth—In pursuance of the notice above referred to, the late 
auditorial board closed their labors, sealed the papers pertaining to 
said board and locked them in the vault of the State Treasury, where 
they should remain until the Legislature creates a new board, to

Fifth—The late provisional board terminated their official exist- 
ence during the Provisional Government, and the validity of said 
demise was never questioned.

In my letter of the twenty-eighth instant, I stated the reasons for 
declining to break the seals of the late auditorial board papers. 

In your favor of the twenty-ninth instant, you request to be in- 
formed by what authority of law this disposition’ has been made, 
whereby you are to be obstructed in your access to papers belonging 
to the State, and which are necessary for use in securing payment of 
claims of the State against the United States. 

In reply, I have to say this is not a question of law, but a fact. 
The late auditorial board ceased to exist December 1, 1867. ` 

There is,.in my opinion, no existing legal authority to break the 
seals of these papers. Ido not propose preventing the Executive 
of. the State having access to papers, but I decline being a party to 
the commission of an act in my opinion without authority of law. 
There was a law enacted by the last Legislature, I am informed, 
giving authority to open the auditorial board papers, but failed to . 
have force and effect for the want of your approval. 

The State Treasurer is the custodian of the auditorial board pa- 
pers, and the application for reasons for obstructing your access to 
these papers could, with more propriety, be addressed to that de- 
partment.

DEAR Str: In accordance with your instructions of this morn- 
ing, l delivered your communication to Hon. G. W. Honey, State 
Treasurer, in relation ‘to papers supposed to be in his office in rela- 
tion to a claim against the United States Government. 

He said he did not believe the documents in question were in his 
office—in fact, felt certain they were not. I replied that I did not 
think he could know unless he had searched for them. He said the 
Governor had no authority to order him te search for them ; that if 
the Governor would come and demand the key to the safe he might 
have it and leok for the papers himself. I asked him to give me 
his reply in writing—that I did not wish to carry a verbal message. 
He thea sat down at the desk and commenced to write. Said he 
would see the Governer hanged before he would do it (look for the 
papers). I told hin I did not wish him to speak in that manner in 
my presence, that he knew my position.

This act incorporates a society “for the 
purpose of encouraging and advancing the fine arts and literary 
sciences and social intercourse,” and in section two provides further, 
that this association shall “not be Hable to pay any occupation tax, ` 
either State, county or municipal.”’ 

Now, if it is intended to exempt the association from occupation 
tax on the ground that it is for literary purposes, then this provision 
is not necessary, because it is already exempted under the general 
law relating to that subject. But if the very vague purpose of the 
encouragement of ‘social intercourse ” is intended te be exempted, 
the association may, under that pretext, retail liquors, or engage in 
almost any other taxable occupation, and still be exempt from the 
usual tax. This could not have been the intention of the Legisla- 
ture, but it is certainly the legal effect of the act.

Siz: The uudersigned members of the Committee on Internal 
Improvements, to which was referred House bill No. 805, to be en- 
titted “ An act to encourage the speedy construction of a railway 
through the State of Texas to the Pacifie Ocean,” having given the 
said act deliberate consideration, respectfully report the same and 
lecommend its passage. 

The urdersigned are of opinion that the passage ef this bill will 
secure the speedy accomplishment of results greatly beneficial to the 
State and nation. 

The bill is based upon the idea of the construction of two lines of 
road from the eastern and northeastern boundary yf the State, to a 
point of junction west of the Brazos river. These two lines are the 
Southern Pacific and the Southern Trans-Continental, heretofore 
chartered by the State. The undersigned are of opinion that the con- 
struction of these two lines to the contemplated point of junction is 
desirable for the following reasons : 

It would remove all antagonism between companies which have 
the common right to build to the same point on the western boun- 
dary of the State ; it would accommodate the fertile sections of the 
State through which the two lines will pass, and by securing north- 
ern. as well as eastera and scutheastern connections, would “produce 
a‘concentration of freights and passenger travel on the single line 
west of the point of jurction, which would compensate fer the com- 


paratively unproductive character of the country through whieh that 
Une will pass. 
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The ccntrolling arguments in favor of the passage of this bill, in 
the opinion of the undersigned, are, that it will quickly bring secu- 
rity to the frontier of the State, and add immensely to. the value of 
the public lands. 

Long experience has demonstrated that the few troops which can 
be employed in frontier service are not able to give complete protec- 
tion to the settlers. This is owing to the nature of the country. 
Bands of savages can skulk unobserved in the immediate vicinity of 
the troops, commit their depredations and make good their es- 
cape. -It is only by the settlement of the country that the Indians 
can be expelled. ‘I'he construction of the two lines of railway con- 
templated by this bill to a point west of the twenty-second degree 
of longitude from Washington, would pour fifty thousand settlers 
into the fertile region about the sources of the Brazos and Colorado 
within a twelve month after the point of junction is reached, and 
thus drive to the northward of the staked plain the roving bands 
who now, with every returning mcon, repeat their work of spoil and 
death. ` 

The bulk of the public lands of the State lie in the direction of 
El Paso, and would be intersected by the road, the construction of 
which this bill is intended to secure. This extensive section of our 
State is known to contain great mineral wealth. The completion of 
the road to El Paso would bring these lands into market; their 
treasures would be developed; and what is now a waste, would be- 
come the seat of industry. The undersigned do not hesitate to ex- 
press the opinion that, if the contemplated road could be ccmpleted 
to El Paso by the surrender of one-half of the public lands, the re- 
maining half would be made of greater value than the whole now is. 

But the benefits to result from the construction of a railway 
through the State of Texas to the Pacific Ocean are not local 
` merely; they will extend to the whole country. That this is the 
opinion entertained by the Congress of the United States is mani- 
fested by the action of that body in the passage of the South Pacific 
bill at the late session. That bill was taken up out of its order, and 
passed by an overwhelming vote. It was the only land grant bill 
acted upon by Congress during the session. It was regarded asa 
great commercial and political measure, and it is worthy of consider- 
ation by those who object to this bill, because it proposes a subsidy, 
that the Congress of the United States gave to the South Pacific 
Company less than half as much as was given to the Union or Cen- 
tral Pacific, and to the Northern Pacific; and the reason for this, 
given’ in the progress of the discussion on the bill, was, that the 
contemplated road ‘would pass for half its entire length through 
Texas, where the general Government has no lands, and that Texas 
stood ready to aid the enterprise. 
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This bill proposes a subsidy in the bonds of the State, but it ia 
so framed that the Legislature can substitute.a lana grant instead of 
the bonds, whenever the Constitution shall have been so amended 
that the public ‘lands can. be granted in aid of works of Internal 
' Improvement. This amendment of the Constitution is proposed, 
and will doubtless be carried into effect. The bill gives ample time 
for the amendment of the Constitution before any bonds can be 
issued; for it provides that no bonds shall be issued until both lines 
of read are completed to the proposed point of junction. This will 
require the companies to build over six hundred miles of road betore 
they can receive a bond or an acre of land. The bill further pro- 
vides, that unless both roads shall be completed to the proposed 
point ef junction by the first day of January, 1874, the bill shall 
become a nullity, and the companies will take neither money 
or land under it; we repeat that under the’ prov'sions of 
this bill, the State will not pay one dollar or part 
from a single acre of land until the companies shall have 
built over six hundred miles of road, equipped the same and opened 
it to the use of the public—to do which will involve an expenditure 
of not less, certainly, than fifteen millions of dollars. It may be 
objected that the aid asked by the bill is more than the State is able 
to give; that the companies have already received grants of land, 
and that the road through the State to the Pacific will be built by 
the National Company without any further assistance from Texas. 

The undersigned are of opinion that Texas can well afford to give 
what is asked in the bill, and that the grant will bear fruit a hun- 
dred fold in the increased wealth of the people, in the accessions that 
will be made to our population, and the security that will result to 
the frontier settlements. The right of the companies to lands by 
virtue of former laws is deemed by some, whose opinions are entitled 
to respect. and to say the very least, is under a cloud. 

The undersigned are of opinion that it may well be doubted 
whether Texas, during this generation, will enjoy the benefits of a 
Pacific road, unless she comes generously forward axd helps to build 
it. The present seems to be the auspicious moment for action. 
Men of capital and experience, and world-wide reputation, are ready 
to join their private means to the means of the state to accomplish 
the great work. It may be done without imposing a dollar of tax 
upon the people of Texas. This bill, aided by a constitutional 
amendment giving the Legislature power to dispose of the public 
lands in aid of works of internal improvement, will secure the speedy 
construction of this great inter-oceanic highway, and before the ex- 
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piration of ae decade will double me wealth and population of . 
our State.

+ Sir: The undersigned members of the Committee on Internal 
Improvements, to whom was referred House bill No. 505, to be en- 
titled “An act to encourage the speedy construction of a railroad 
through the State of Texas to the Pacific Ocean,” have had the 
same under consideration and beg leave herewith to submit the fol- 
Towing report: 

The act makes a donation of six millions of dollars to two rail- 
roads ; three millions of dollars to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and three millions of dollars to the Trans-Continental 
Railway Company. 

Tt also provides for the levy of an annual tax upon the people of 
the State to raise money to pay the current interest on said six mil- 
Hons donation, and two per cent. sinking fund for the redemption of 
the principal. 

Both of these objects are believed to be clearly unconstitutional, 
and to be outside of legislative authority. 

It is true that the act provides, in effect, that.these bonds, which 
are to be issued for this six millions donation, may be payable or? 
redeemable in public lands, should the Constitution of the State he 
so changed as to allow the public lands to be granted to railroad 
companies. 

But this does not obviate the objections suggested, but adds to 
them and aggravates them. 

It is resorting to unconstitutional legislation, to the imposing of 
unconstitutional and oppressive burdens upon the people, to compel 
them to change their Constitution. 

- But if the Legislature bad the constitut‘onal authority to make 
the proposed donation, and to impose a tax upon the people of the 
State to pay it, we then think the pelicy would be a mischievous, 
unjust and unwise one.

In no view the undersigned have been able to take, have they 
been able to regard this billas otherwise than mischievous, impolitic, 
oppressive, unjust and unconstitutional. 

They therefore recommend that it do not pass.

Sir: While we are strongly in favor of giving all necessary as- 
sistance to a road or roads on the line proposed, especially the Trans- 
Continental branch, we cannot conscientiously recommend the pas- 
sage of the bill in its present condition, for various reasons, among 
which are the following: : 

1. The Texas Pacific Railroad Company, lately incorporated by 
the Naticual Congress, and endowed with a munificent land gravt, 
is compelled by the terms of its charter, to build over the same line 
as the Southern Pacific, at the rate of fifty and, after the second 
year, one hundred miles annually. The company is now organized, 
stock taken, and ready to go to work. Consolidation with the 
Southern Pacific will undoubtedly take place, if it has not already 
occurred. 

2. In the event of a successful termination of the suit pow pend- 
ing in favor of the M., E. P. and P. R. R. against the State of Texas 
(than which nothing seems more probable), the 'Trans-Continental 
branch will come into possession of sixteen sections to the mile of 
as fine land as is embraced within our limits. 

3. With the prospect which now exists of the Constitution being 
so amended as to allow works of internal improvement to be aided by 
donations of land, we do not think it wise or politic to grant heavy 
money subsidies, especially in the present depleted condition of the’ 
Treasury, neither do we think it just legislation to pass an act hav- 
ing in view the object of furcing the people to adopt any particular | 
coustitutional amendment as this-act, in effect. proposes to do.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

I return to your House “ An act to make an appropriation to pay 
the late assessors and collectors for taking the scholastic census in 
the several counties of this State.” 

This act authorizes the Treasurer of the State to audit the claims 
of the late assessors and collectors for taking the scholastic census 


- for the years 1867, 1868, 1869 and 1870, but under the Constitu- 


tion only the Comptroller can do this. Section twenty of article 
four of the Constitution provides that the Comptroller shall “ audit 
all claims against the State,” and “ diaw warrants upon the trea- 
sury in favor of the public creditors.” 

The above is a valid objection to the form of the act, which 
renders it, in el pride shape, practically a nullity; but I will 
further suggest tat the treasury isnot now ina condition to meet 
an appropriation as large as this, in addition to the appropriations 
already made and likely to be made for the current expenses of the 
State Government, unless some extraordinary means are provided.

J. P. Nixon is his legal administrator, he having exhibited a certified 
copy of his letters, and we further find said notes new in his posies- 
sion, which he proposes to surrender to the State, upon judgement 
of his claim. 

3. Your committee find further, that the statement of the fnan- 
cial agent, dated June 4, 1879, shows that this claim is just and 
outstand: ng against the penitentiary. 

4. Your committee find further that the estate of Carothers is 
greatly embarrassed, and that it will suffer great losses and damages 
if this claim be not ‘paid, the lands belonging to the estate will be 
forced upon the market to satisfy debts, and great injustice will 
thereby be done the deirs. 

Your committee see no good reason why the State should pay 
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this debt in bonds, as the money of the State should certainly go to 
repcy money attually furnished the State. The objection that it is 
for gold can be remedied in the appropriation bill, by giving the 
Comptroller authority to sell currency sufficient to pay such indebt- 
edness. No harm can be done by passing the bill, while great harm 
will result from defeating it. With the highest respect for his Ex- 
cellency, your committee respectfully recommend that the bill de 
pass, the veto of his Excellency to the contrary notwithstanding.

GOVERNOR'S OFFICE, 
Atstin, April 24, 1871. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of Texas: 

GENTLEMEN: I have approved the act entitled “An act to give 
effect to the several provisions of the Constitution concerning taxes,” 
because in most respects it seems a great improvement on pre-exist- 
ing laws relating to that subject, but I think it advisable to call to 
your attention certain features of the act, which I think require 
correction. 

Section seventh, as corrected by your supplementary act, pro- 
vides a tax of one per cent. on the gross receipts of railroads and 
telegraph companies within this State, as an occupation tax. Now, 
this I suggest, is a very light tax in comparison with the taxes put 
upon other occupations. It is true that the ad valorem tax which is 
also to be assessed upon the value of the property of such companies 
somewha! equalizes the tax as far as concerns the railway companies, 
because their taxable property bears some proportion to their receipts, 
but in the case of the telegraph the tax is very unequal. 
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The State alone has paid to the eigen company operating in 
Texas during the past year, an amount near thirty times greater 
than all taxes ever paid by the company. ‘Their charges are exorbi- 
tant to the last degree, and though the company has no charter un- 
der this State, or any standing under our law, they assume all the 
privi'ges and immunities of a most favored company. As the law 
has heretofore existed, they have, while drawing a great revenue f.om 
our people, managed quite successfully to evade their just share of 
taxation. I, therefore, recommend that this act be amended so as to 
increase the occupation tax for telegraph companies to at least five 
per cent. of their gross receipts, at the same time forbidding the 
company to add this tax to their tariff on charges. 

I also call your attention to an omission in the sixth section, which 
provides an occupation tax for retail of liquors in quantities less 
than a quart, but omits to tax the person who sells by the quart or 
bottle, and who is to a considerable extent a retailer. This occupa- 
tion was taxed $100 under the law of your last session and previous 
laws on this subject. This omission should, I think, be corrected.

drinks, merits the careful consideration of the House. It is believed 
that the sale of license to the highest bidder will be productive of an 
increase of revenue, and whilst it will reduce the number of grog- 
shops, it will place the sale of spirituous drinks in the hands of re- 
sponsible and bonded persons. It will, no doubt, check in a great 
‘degree, if not entirely prevent the sale of the vile stuff now daily 
being vended; and if men must drink liquors, they can have’some 
guarantee that the article they imbibe has not been poisoned with 
drugs by unprincipled knaves who seek their cwn pecuniary emolu- 
ment, even at the fearful risk of destroying the health and happi- 
ness of the blind and infatuated devotees of Bacchus, who frequent 
their resorts of dissipation. It throws the protecting ægis of the law 
around the youth of the country, and shields them from the seduc- 
' tive allurements of the bar room and the gaming table, whilst its 
tendency is to elevate the vocation of the liquor dealer. And, in- 
deed, it may be said to carry hope and joy to the heart of the care- 
worn wife and neglected offspring of the inebriate, by withholding 
from his feverish lips the fatal cup, and thus brings his reclamation 
within the range of probability. These considerations, and others 
that. might be adduced, have influenced your committee to report said 
bill back to the House, and to recommend it to be printed and favor- 
ably considered. ;

Str: We, the undersigned membersof the Committee on Militia, to 
whom was submitted House bill No. 545, to be entitled “An act 
declaratory of the force and effect of proclamations by the Governor, 
declaring martial law and suspending the laws within any county or 
counties in this State, because of combinations of lawless men, too 
strong for the control of the civil authority, issued in conformity 
with the provisions of the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh -sections 
of the act entitled ‘an act to provide for the enrollment of the 
militia, the organization and discipline of the State Guard, and 
for the public defense,’ approved June 24, 1870; and also regulating 
the manner of issue and the publication of such proclamations,” 
dissent from the majority of said committee, and beg leave to sub- 
mit the following minority report : 

This bill ought not to pass into a law. It is full ef danger to all 
the people of the State—to the peace of society, because it clothes 
the Executive with full power to become a tyrant at pleasure, and 
enables him to take from every citizen his liberty: and not only his 
liberty but his life also, without responsibility to the law or society; it 
places the Governor above the law, and permits him, at his dis- 
cretion, to disregard the Constitution. 

The militia law has features in it which are calculated to make 
the patriot tremble, but it, as a whole, is mild mannered and gentle, 
and safe compared to its child—the present measure. It did leave 
to the citizen the legal right, when unlawfully imprisoned or pun- 
ished, to appeal to the high tribunals of justice and test the lawful- 
ness of the proceedings; but this bill takes from every man, woman 
or child the trial by jury and the writ of habeas corpus, at the will 
of the Governor, and subjects them to a drumhead court martial, 
and to be shot to death at the order of men who may be ignorant of 
the law and yet willing tools of the despot. We say “despot” be- 
cause whenever any Executive acts under this bill, when ripened into 
law, and puts its machinery into motion, that moment he becomes a 
despot, no matter how wise, just and merciful he may be. The 
nower is in his hands, and he may exercise it when he chooses. 

When we look to the proceedings in Walker county, only a few 
short weeks ago, we see what arbitrary and unlawful measures were 
perpetrated upon that people, they making no resistance but only 
appealing to the law of the land for protection. So, also, is a spec- 
tacle of a like nature when we look to the county of Hill, only there 
the people submitted without appealing to the law at all. Where is 
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the necessity for thislaw? There is none. Have the people mani- 
fested any disposition ‘n any part of the State which calls for plac- 
ing in the hands of the Governor this extraordinary power, and to 
deny to the citizens that right which, under the genius of free gov- 
ernment, is inalienable? In truth, is there not some secret reason 
for desiring this law, which does not found itself upon ths necessities 
of the State or the good of the people? What is that secret reason ? 
We ask our fellow members to pause and reflect before they place 
themselves, their wives and children, friends and countrymen, in the 
power of him who may put them in prison, take their property, rob 
them of life, and give no reason for the act. ; 

Have we a Constitution and laws? Have we courts of justice? 
If so, why is it that they are not permitted to have their force and 
effect? Itis the duty of the courts not only to punish crime but 
to protect the people in their rights. 

If the laws are not in violation of the Constitution, and the pro- 
ceedings are in accordance with the law, courts will not interfere 
through the writ of habeas corpus to relieve the parties applying 
therefor, and thus foster confusion. The courts are the arms of the 
Constitution to aggress against the wrong-doer and to protect the 
innocent. f 

This bill invites to the perpetration of every crime that men or 
demons commit within or beyond the pale of civilization—murder, 
arson, robbery. Any man who may be shot under the order of any 
commission, no matter by what name it may be called, will have 
been murdered; and when his property has been taken, he will be 
robbed. ; 

The law isin violation of the Constitution, and can confer no 
right, power or authority to take life, liberty or property. It is 
true that this bill seeks to put the strength of brute force into the 
keeping of the Governor, whereby he can over ride, when he chooses, 
the freedom of the people, disorganize society, and change a com- 
paratively happy people and prosperous country into outlaws and a 
pandemonium. 

So long as the people can have their laws to look to and the 
courts to construe them, punishing the guilty, protecting the inno- 
cent, upholding the right and restraining the wrong, they can and 
will patiently bear almost any evil which pertains to the person. 
But when defrauded out of their form of government and subjected 
to the whim or caprice of one man, they would be more or Jess than 
human not to lose all hope of justice and gradually grow into the 
very people which ibe passage of this will assert us to Le. 

The bill, if passed, will be unconstitutional. It is unnecessary. 
It will outrage-every sense of right. It will invite the Executive 
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to become a tyrant. If carried into effect it will enslave the peo- 
ple. It may possibly cause a reign of terror in Texas not before 
feared, because thought to be impossible. For who can deny truth- 
fully that the Governor can, if hedesires it, turn Texas into a hell, 

under the authority given him in this bill; and who shall say that 
he will not do so? Who shall restrain him or say him nay should 
he burn cities, devastate the country and murder the people? All 
this he may do. The purse and the sword united by a stroke of his 
pen, and then who shall undo the great wrong you have not only 
empcwered but invited him to do. 

All these wrongs he may do, or cause to be done, while it is 
utterly impossible for him to accomplish any good for, or to the 
State or people under the wild provisions of this extraordinary 
measure. 

We, therefore, not only oppose its passage, but earnestly recom- 
mend that said bill do not pass.

SIR: Your Committee on Militia, to whom was referred the me- 
morial of citizens of Walker county, to inquire into the facts al- 
leged in said memorial to your honorable body, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

The evidence presented leads your committee to conclude that a 
number of the signers of said memorial are the friends of the riot- 
ers and aided and abetted the riot, and when these signers alluded 
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to were called upon by the proper officers to assist in the pursuit 
and re-capture of two criminals, escaping from justice, either de- 
clined or yielded a sullen obedience while they worked secretly to 
obstruct a successful pursuit of said escaped criminals. 

The memorialists admit that a number of citizens, ‘‘ friends of 
the criminals,” assisted their escape; but no mention is made of any 
effort upon the part of the citizens to recapture the fugitive crimi- 
nals and majesty of the law, although they are profuse in their de-. 
celarations of loyalty to the Constitution, and their desire to assist in 
maintaining law and order, when they see it is manifest the Gov- 
ernor will do it for them. 

Some of the signers of said memorial were present in the court 
room and encouraged, by their presence and language, the rioters, 
ia releasing the said criminals, then in the custcdy of the law. 
Upon their own guilty heads must rest the responsibility of having 
assisted m a large degree to suspend all civil law in Walker county ; 
and when they begin to reap the harvest of their open rebellion, 
they lift their hands in holy horror and cry loudly for the re-estab- 
lishment of civil law, they have materially assisted to suspend or 
render inoperative. 

The evidence at hand establishes the fact beyond controversy that, 
immediately succeeding the riot in the court house, at Huntsville, 
no law of any character existed in Walker county, and the Gover- 
nor is fully and entirely sustained in his action of declaring martial 
law in said county of Walker, where a mob had closed the civil 
courts ; and the military court, organized under martial law, to try 
offenders, was the legitimate result of the disorganized state of 
society and the establishment of martial law, in the absence of all 
other law whatever. 

All the facts gathered in the premises go to show that the Legis- 
lature was amply justifed in promptly sustaining the action of the 
Governor, in declaring martial law in Walker county, and all acts 
consequent thereafter, and that any further consideration of said 
memorial is superfluous. . >

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MINORITY REPORT. 
COMMITTEE Room, 
Austin, March 20, 1871. 
Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
e Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

SIR: We, the undersigned, constituting the minority of the Com- 
mittee of Militia, to which committee a memorial of certain citizens 
of Walker county, Texas, in relation to the proclamation of martial 
law in said county was referred, and dissenting from the views ex- 
pressed in the report of the majority, beg leave most respectfully to 
present the following minority report: 

We regard the request of the memorialists for the appointment of 
a joint committee of both’ Houses of the Legislature to investigate 
the facts which have induced the Executive to place the county of 
Walker under martial law as reasonable in itself, and that the facts 
and circumstances which have produced that result as well worthy 
of thorough investigation. Immediate cause for the action of the 
Governor is alleged to be the forcible and violent escape of certain 
prisoners from the officers having them in custody, which escape, it is 
charged, was connived at by a large number of the citizens of that 
county. 

We further understand that the Governor professes to derive the 
right to place said county under martial law from an act of the 
Legislature passed at its last session known as the militia bill. 

If it mdeed be the fact that there does exist such a power in the 
Executive by virtue of an act of the Legislature, then it would 
seem that the memorial in question is deserving of the most serious 
consideration and deliberation by this body. 

Has the Governor the power under the provisions of the act re- 
ferred to, or under any act to suspend the whole body of the civil 
and criminal laws of the State for the time being in any given locali- 
ty, because cf an effort on the part of prisoners to escape from legal 
custedy, or on account of a criminal effort on the part of their 
friends to rescue them from such lawful custody ? Can this be true? 
And if true, does it not occur at once to every reflecting mind, that 
the remedy is tenfold more dreadful than the disease ? 

In times of war, of extraordinary peril, when an organized effort 
is made, not only to upset the whole system of laws, but when the 
life of the body politic is itself attacked, this unusual and seldom- 
resorted-to power may be exercised so long as the necessity or exi- 
gency exists, and no longer. But, at present, peaco and quiet 
reigns throughout our whole conntry. The war that raged on our 
borders and in our midst, has csased for -years, and large numbers 
of those who participated in it have gone down to their graves, and 
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.their places in many instances are filled by men who have come upon 
the theatre of public action since its termination. The armies that 
were used so effectually to support it, have been disbanded, and their 
rank and file lost and absorbed im the social element from which 
they first emerged. All the rebellious States, one by one, have 
resumed their positions in the constellation composing our Union, 
and each been held by the general Government to be not only at 
peace, but worthy to be again ranked among the great sisterhood of 
States; not only so, but each and every one has been lawfully 
represented in the Congress of the United States, since their recon- 
struction, in both Houses of the national Legislature. 

This power, then, to suspend the laws of the State and to place 
any part of it under the control of the military, can derive no 
strength from the fact that five or six years ago a condition of facts 
did exist which would have authorized the present character of action 
on the part of the Governor. Neither Congress nor the national or 
State Executives have announced that war or insurrection exists in 
these United States at present; and itis a fact that this day, 
throughout the broad limits of the nation, wherever the flag of our 
country floats as the symbol- of protection to our citizens, martial 
law is unknown and the civil law rules supreme, except within the 
limits of Walker county, in this State. 

This cannot be because crime and a violation of the laws exist no- 
where else! We all know this net to be true; on the contrary, a 
perusal of the daily papers published throughout the Union will 
show, and do show, either some foul murder committed, conspiracy 
to violate or evade the laws of the Government, escapes of prison- 
ers by violence, and the existence in our large cities of bands of law- 
less men, professional thieves, burglars aud murderers, who ply their 
lawless occupations whenever and wherever opportunity presents. 

The very fact, then, that this state of facts in reference to the 
violation of the criminal laws exists, to a greater or less extent, 
throughout the Union, and yet nowhere does the Government, State 
or Federal, attempt to put it down by declaring martial law and 
the suppression of all civil law, except in Walker county, raises the 
presumption that no such power exists. 

But it does seem that our fathers labored, indeed, to little pur- 
pose in establishing the great principles on which our government is 
. founded and on which our whole system of laws for the protection 
of human rights and liberty rests. If at this dav argument is needed 
to show that it is quite beyond the powers of the Legislature to de- 
clare, or authorize any one else to declare martial law in this State 
simply because the criminal laws are not enforced as vigorously or 
rigidly as they ought to be. Combinations to resist the execution of 
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the laws, civil or criminal, or to aid in the escape of prisoners, coti- 
Spiracies to murder, or do any other unlawful thing, are made crimi- 
nal offenses both by the National and State Criminal Code; nor is 
thére power, reason or right to declare martial law because of any 
local or partial combination or conspiracy in one county or locality, 
or another, to prevent the rapid and easy execution of the civil or 
criminal laws, than their would be because petty larceny wes daily 
committed in the same county or locality, or that the ons or the 
other was infested with a band of incendiaries or a multitude of 
pickpockets. | 

In times of peace these matters are regulated by law, and no òr- 
ganized society could survive the exercise without limit of such ar- 
bitrary power as is claimed to exist in reference to the subject matter 
in hand. Such an authority, whether exercised by the Legislature, 
the Geverzor, or an agent of either, is, we think, a palpable viola- 
tion of both the Federal and State Constitutions. These instruments 
guarantee to every citizen the right of trial by jury; but in the ex- 
ercise ef this power, and in its legitimate if not necessary results, 
we find a militia court martial in the county of Walker trying the 
people thereof, not only touching matters of money and property, 
but for their liberty if not their lives. 

Are we, in fact, living in the nineteenth century, and in a land of 
liberty regulated by law, or has the hand on the dial plate of time 
gone back to the dark ages? 

Surely it is time for us to reconsider this matter, and if indeed 
we have attempted to deprive citizens of the right of trial by jury, 
and have closed the courts of the country and substituted martial 
for civil law, let us retrace our steps. Such enactments on our 
statute books look badly, they create distrust of us abroad, and stamp 
us as a lawless people who have no regard for our own Constitution 
or the Constitution of the United States. 

The Constitution of the United States says that no State shall 
have the power, by the passage of any law, to deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property, without due process of law. That is, by a 
regular trial by jury under the laws of the land—for such is the legal 
definition ef “ due process of law’’—and yet it is claimed that in 
time of profound peace our citizens can be tried and shot, or sent to 
the penitentiary, by the sentence of a court martial or a military 
commission in the face of and in total disregard of this constitution- 
al provision. Heavy contributions of money are wrenched by sol- 
-diers from peaceful citizens and there is no law for these things save 
in the will of the commander. That we do not exaggerate the simple 
facts of the case, we make the following extracts from the STATE 
JOURNAL, of March 10, 1871, and we doubt not its truth : 
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“ HUNTSVILLE, March 6.—Outlaw was sentenced to five years inr- 
ptisonment in the penitentiary for the murder of Sam Jenkins. 
General Davidson, in his order confirming the sentence, reprimands 
the court martial for their leniency. 

“ Skelton’s case has been returned by order of General Davidson. 
Tt will be remembered that Captain Farrow, of the State police, 
ordered Mr. Skelton to pay a negro boy thirteen and a half loads of 
corn. 

‘The General leaves for Anderson at 6 o'clock this evening. 
Captain Geddin is to be commandant of the post, and martial law is 
to be continued until the taxes are collected. $2500 have been 
already collected from the tax payers, and about $1200 in pee 

uy V 

These things are facts, and if we indorse such acts and fail not 
only to condemn but to compel them to cease then, the life of a citi- 
zen or person within our borders, is held by very little license. We 
have peace in Texas. That we have violations of law there is no doubt 
but if the laws are enforced, or if a proper effort is made to enforce 
them, we will be cursed by no greater violation of law than other 
States. We firxly believe and so declare, that the laws can be en- 
forced without a resort to the strong arm of the military and with- 
out disregarding the fundamental rights of the citizens.

Sır: We, the undersigned, a minority of your Committee on fn- 
dian Affairs, to whom was referred House bill No. 446, to be enti- 
tled “An act to muster into service minute men for the protection 
of the frontier,” beg leave to present this, their minorty report, 
dissenting from the majority of the committee. 

We are satisfied and know from experience, that minute men, with 
a few exceptions, have never amounted to much, and are about equal 
to no protection at all. This has been proven long ago, and if is at 
present the opinion of almost every experienced frontiersman, and 
especially of our constituents. . They, through their very best lead- 
ers as frontiersmen, protest agaimst a minute system, 
and have done so at the time when Congress was 
acting on a similar bill. This bill, as it is before us now, will cost 
the State avout $470,000 or more a year, and afford little or no 
protection, while another bill is before the Committee on Indian Af 
fairs at present, which calls for three hundred men with the neces- 
sary officers, and will cost the State about $236,000 annually, but 
affording ample protection, together with the United States forces im 
the different stations on the frontier. Three hundred good expe- 
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rienced frontiersmen, with picked men for officers, are able to pro- 
tect the frontier, by acting in concert with the United States troops, 
being constantly on the alert and ready for service at a moment’s 
notice, whenever the savages shall come within our settlements. 
Minute men cannot be made so efficient; until it is known to the 
commanding officer, who may be absent from his home én business, 
that Indians are in; until he can collect his squad; until they can 
find their horses, cook and prepare their rations and take heart- 
rending leave from their families, and after some time find the trail 
at last, the Indians are gone-—far enough that minute men will never 
see them any more; while it is easy for men who are constantly in 
service and ready at all times to confront the savage as soon as he 
appears in the settlements. 

We see by the present mode of frontier protection that the eight 
companies in service now do more and better service than the twelve 
companies did last year, and why? Because only the good material 
is kept, and those men who are’no frontiersmen, and can never be 
made such, were discharged. Therefore, three hundred good and 
experienced men on the frontier, well mounted, vigilant and active 
all the time, are worth more than all the minute men that could be 
raised, because for readiness and quickness to act, as the savage 
generally does not wait until minute men can get ready. 

We therefore hope that the majority report will not be adopted, 
but would recommend that the bill be laid on the table.

Sir: Your Committee, to whom was referred House bilt 
No. 177, tobe entitled “An act to amend an act entitled ‘an act to 
provide for the mode and manner of conducting elections, making 
returns, and for the protection of the ballot box,” have considered 
the same, and have the honor to submit the following as their report : 

A glance at the political record of the State of Texas shows that 
the general election, held in November and December 1869, was 
under a military government, (provisional in its character,) and in 
obedience to a military order issuing from the headquarters of the 
General. commanding. At the same time our present State Con- 
stitution was voted on by the people, and so far as their will could 
operate became the ruling law of the people; but it couid not have 
the force or effect of law, until pronounced republ’can in form by 
the Congress of the United States, and the State admitted to the 
Union thereunder; and, before the attention of Congress could be 
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had, there were certain conditions precedent to be performed by the 
Legislature of Texas, and in order to present the State of Texas in 
an unexcepticnable attitudé before Congress, the General command- 
ing the State issued an erder convening the Legislature, that said 
‘conditions précedent’’—the adoption of the various amendments 
culminating with the fifteenth amendments and election of Senators 
to the United States Senate—for this purpose was the extra session 
of February 1870 called, under a military order, and not in obedience 
to any constitutional provision. The State having complied through 
her Legislature to all conditions and things required, was admitted 
and proclaimed under the great seal of the nation a member of the 
Federal Union, and entitled to all the rights and privileges as such. 
Not until the admission of the State to representation on the floors 
of Congress did the State Constitution assume the force or effect of 
law. 

- Texas had just emerged from the shocks and ruins of a terrible 
civil war, and never, perhaps, in her history, was legislation so earn- 
estly demanded by the people. Under this pressing necessity, the 
Governor was induced to cali the members, elect to the Twelfth Leg- 
islature, to convene in extraordinary session, beginning on the twen- 
ty-sixth of April, 1870, and ending on the fifteenth of August, 1870. 
Your committee cannot regard the session called by the Governer 
as a regular session contemplated by the Constitution, no more than 
the Legisleture of 1866 can be computed by the same organic law, 
as a part of the presentor Twelfth Legislature. When the time, 
as prescribed in the Constitution, (the second Tuesday in January) 
arrived for convening the Twelfth Legislature, the present State 
Constitution was a “dead letter,” and the State was under a military 
or provisional government. The time having passed without a 
meeting of the Legislature, any session between the second Tuesday, 
1870, and the second Tuesday, 1871, must in the very nature of 
things, be regarded as an extraordinary session, called by the Execu- 
tive to do and perform special and particular legislative service, for 
a people in pressing and sad need. This extraordinary session was 
under the Executive order or request, and not in obedience to any 
clause in the Constitution setting forth the time when aregular ses- 
sion of the Legislature shall convene. 

Your committee is thoroughly convinced that under the Constitu- 
tion, and in obedience to the letter and spirit thereof, the present 
session is the first regular session of the Twelfth Legislature, and 
that, theretore, the term of office of the members thereof does not ex- 
pire until after the regular session beginning second Tuesday of Janu- 
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ary, 1872, and until their successors are duly elected in November, 
4872,

1. Said report of the majority recommending that we lay said 
bill on the table would prevent this Legislature from acting on this 
bill or one similar at any time during this session. 

2. The original law on the question of elections placing the term ~ 
of the election for members of the Legislature for three years in 
place of two, is, as the minority of your committee believes, con- 
trary to the "fourth section of the State Constitution, article three, 
which says: “The members of the House of Representatives shall 
be chosen by the qualified electors, and their term of office shall be 
two years from the day of general election, and the sessions of the 
Legislature skall be annual, at such times as shall be prescribed by 
Taw.” 

3. Should your minority be correct in their opinion in regard to 
the constitutionality of the law regulating elections, approved 
August 15, 1870, then the résult would be that the time under the 
Constitution being limited to two years from the general election, 
the time of the members of the present House will expire on ihe 
third day of December next, leaving the people unrepresented at 
the time for the meeting of the regular session in 1872, and neces- 
sarily result in a failure to hold that session, to the great injury of 
the public interest of this State. 

4. In support of the opinion ofthe minority, we refer to the 
following correspondence hereto attached and made part of this 
report:

GENTLEMEN : Tn reply to your note which was received last even- 
ing, I have to state that section four (4) of article three (8) of the 
Constitution, in treating of members of the House of Representa- 
tives, pr ovides that “their term of office shall be two years from the 
day of general election.” 

That the election at which the members of the House constituting 
the existing Legislature were elected, was a “general election,” 
cannot be denied. It follows that the term of office of members of 
the House must be two years from that election. To hold that the 
election referred,to was not a general election, and that the acts of 
the State Gcvernment, as a constitutional State Government, do not ` 
relate back to that date, would be to declare its incapacity to adopt 
the amendments to the naticnal Constitution and to elect United 
States Senators when it acted upon those matters.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

SIR: Your Select Committee on Division of the State have the 
honor to report that, in conference with a like committee on the part 
of the Senate, we have considered the subject and respectfully sub- 
mit the following report, and would state that a bill agreed upon by 
the committees has been introduced in. the Senate. 

Your committee have thought it unnecessary to report at length 
the many reasons which have influenced them in recommending a 
division of the State, but -would submit briefly the following upon 
the subject : 

As Texas comprises one-thirteenth of all the territory of the 
United States (including Alaska) and as her fertility of soil and 
mildness of- climate will attract more than her ratio of population, 
they regard division as a political necessity, which may be defeated 
only for a short time, becoming more pressing and imperative with 
each year’s growth and development of the distinct and powerful 
sections included within her broad limits. They are led to this con- 
clusion by admitting the fact conceded by all that one of the great- 
est beauties of our form of government is its large reservation of 
powers to the local State governments, by the recognition of the 
principle that the liberty and prosperity of the people require that 
each natural division of territory of sufficient population to accom- 
plish with facility the ends of local government, should be left to 
regulate its own local affairs. ‘This principle is as ancient and_uni- 
versal as federal government itself, and when violated, the beauty of 
government is marred, and corresponding inconveniences felt, in 
proportion as States are larger than is necessary to give the re- 
quired population and wealth to maintain local government. The _ 
whole theory of our government rests upon this foundation, else 
State governments are unnecessary, and only serve to increase the 
burdens of our pesple. 

Since the general Government throws its shield of protection over 
all the States, the requisite population and wealth of a State is only 
to be considered with reference to the accomplishment of the objects 
of local government. Prominent among these objects are the admin- 
istration of justice, the promotion of education, the encouragement 
of industries, agricultural and mechanical, the promotion of com- 
merce, by aiding in the construction of works of internal improve- 
ment; and itis the especial duty of eacu local government to afford 
facilities for the development of such peculiar resources as nature 
has bestowed upon its particular locality. Your committee are of 
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opinion that each and all of these objects could be more easily and 
perfectly attained, by the peopie of Texas, if her territory were di- 
vided into smaller States. In the enforcement of the laws, and the 
administration of justice, grave difficulties are encountered in so 
large a State. Populous sections are hundreds of miles from the 
office of the Executive and the seat of the Supreme Court. Many 
important Executive acts are, in effect and of necessity, performed 
by agencies. The right of appeal i in criminal cases, and the privi- 
lege ¢ of applying to the highest tribunal of the State for the writ of 
habeas corpus, 1s almost ‘denied the citizen of the more remote parts 
of the State, and even in civil suits the mature wisdom of the Su- 
reme Court can onl y be invoked at great expense. 

The difficulties in the way of establisuing a uniform system of 
public free schools have been encountered by this Legislature, and 
nothing is more perplexing than the diversified wants of the different 
sections. In the older and more densely populated counties there 
are few difficulties in the way of such a system, but it cannot be 
successfully carried into effect in the sparsely settled counties of the 
frontier, without placing undue buidens on the other portions of the 
State, while it would be unjust to establish free schools in the derse- 
ly ponulated czunties, leaving unprovided those which are sparsely 
populated, since all bear equally the burden of taxation for this pur- 
pose. ‘Tle same difficulties exist in reference to aiding in the con- | 
struction of railroads and other internal improvements. It is diff- 
cult to grant aid to any single road, or any limited number of rvads, 
without i imposing burdens upon portions of cur people without cor- 
responding benefits. 

Any Ly effort of the encouragement of agricultural or mechanical 
pursuits in such a State must be fraught with injustice, since the 
products of the different sections are greatly diversified and dissim- 
ilar.’ 

The east has its cotton, lumber and iron manufacturing interests, 
which require legislative aid, either directly or indirectly. while the 
west and central portions of the State require protection to their 
herdsmen’ from the meutsions of savages and other legislative aid. 
To accomplish either object or protect either inter est, is to inflict an 
injustice upon the other. 

The east languishes from a want of facilities for transporting her 
products to market, while the west suffers equally from want of en- 
couragement to immigration, and to accomplish either object by tax- 
ation is productive of discontent. 

Your committee submit that a division of our State was contem- 
plated by the hardy pioneers whose courage and fortitude gave texas 
to American civilization, as an evidence of which they need only re- 
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fer to the articles of annexation which received the sanction of 
the young republic, and was the work of Houston, Henderson and 

Van Zandt. Such a subdivision of.eur territory has also the sane- 
tion of all American statesmausbip, as seen in the subdivision of 
the territory of Virginia, Georgia and Louisiana, and that acquired 
from Mexico into States and ‘lerritorie: of convenient size. ; 

Your committee have considercd the subject of boundary lines 
with reference not only to the area of territory, but to a division of 
population, taxable property, preductive capacity of soil, facilities 
for commerce as well as distinct systems of internal improvements, 
and they believe that the future development of vur territory will 
not materially mar the equality which they have obtained, between 
the proposed new States, while an additional new State may be in 
future formed out of the northern portion of the remaining terri- 
tory. 

Under the enumeration of population of 1870, and by the Comp- 
roller’s report of assessments for 1869, the three States would rep- 
resent as follows : 

The proposed Eastern State -—Pupulation, 846,389 ; value of tax- 
able property, $44,641,454; area of territory in syuare miles, 
88,411; register.d voters, 9,66. 

The proposed Westera State—Population, 200,070; value of tax- 
able property, $41,000,000; area of teriitory (including Bexar 
Territory) 93,000; registe.ed voters, 30,000. 

The State of Texas—Population, 280,000; value of taxable 
property, $64,023.982; area of territory (square miles) 110,000; 
registered voters, 50,898. 

Your committee suggest that the smallest of the proposed States 
would be equal in population and wealth to Texas 1850, fourteen 
years after she achieved her independence of Mexico and became a 
sovereign State. They belie e ihat the time has arrived as contem- 
plated by the authors of- the articles of annexation, when our ter- 
ritory should be divided into States of convenient size. That delay 
is only calculated to increase the difficulties in the way of that which 
must and will be accomplished soon. They, therefore, *tarnestly 
recommend the passage of the Senate bill, submitting the question 
to the people for their action at the next general election.

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inst. of his Excellency, the Governor’s, communication of March 22, 
covering three sets of joint resolutions passed by the Legislature of 
eXas 

First, Relating to the removal of the “ Fort SiH” Reservation ; 
second, asking Congress to provide “ more secure and reliable tele- 
graph facilities, ” and third, “ respecting our postal service.’ 

The first and third of these resolutions were presented to the 
respective departments having charge of the branches of the public 
service, to which they relate.

. SIR: Pursuant to instructions I herewith present to the Department 
joint resolutions passed by the Legislature of Texas, dated eighteenth 
March, 1871, complaining of the near proximity to the settlements 
of the "Fort Sill Reservation, and the consequent facility with which 
bands of Comanches and Kiowas may and do make inroads thenee 
upon the border settlements of Texas; and asking that the said Re- 
serve be removed to a distance of at least one hundred and fifty miles 
from the present frontier settlements of the State. 

I beg that the attention of the Commissioners of Indian Affairs 
may be speedily invited to the matters complained of. If depreda- 
tions upon the peaceful citizens of the country are made as alleged, 
and of which there can be little doubt, by the Indians gathered in 
and around Fort Sill, then those charged with the care and super- 
vision of the Reserve should spare no exertions to correct the mis- 
chief. Such open and flagrant abuses as are here charged upon the 
managenient of the Fort Sill Reservation, is a severe reflection upon 
those who have charge of Indian affairs in that quarter.

Hon. C. DELANO, Secretary of the Interior : 
Sm: I have the honor to acknowledge by reference from you, 
-the receipt of a letter addressed to you on the first instant, by Hon. 
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M. C. Hamilton, enclosing a joint resolution passed by the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Texas, on the eighteenth day of March lats, 
from which it appears that armed bands ef Comanche and Kiowa 
Indians periodically enter the State of Texas from their reservation 
in the Indian Territory; murder and rob the citizens of said State,’ 
capture their children and return to their reservation with their cap- 
tives and plunder, and are there harbored and protected. 

Said Legislature, through said joint resolution, requests the re- 
moval of said Indians to a distance of at least one hundred and fifty 
miles from the frontier counties in said State, and you request the 
views of this office upon the subject. 

In reply, I would state, that the treaty between the United States 
and the Kiowa and Comanche Indians, concluded October 21, 1867, 
a reservation—the ene to which the resolutions refer-—was set apart ` 
for the said Indians. (See Stat. at Large, vol. 15, p. 582.) 

By the first article of the treaty proclaimed August 25, 1868, 
the Apache tribe of Indians confederated and became incorporated 
with the said Kiowa and Comanche Indians, and accepted as theif 
permanent home the reservation above referred to. (See Stat. at- 
Large, vol. 15, p. 599.) 

Cader existing laws and treaty stipulations, this Department has 
xo authority to remove the said Indians from the said reservation 
upon which Fort Sill is situated, and. should such authority be 
granted or authorized by Congressional legislation, I do not think: 
that it would preclude the possibility of warlike bands of Indians 
from making occasional raids for the purpose of murdering white 
settlers, stealing their property or capturing their children. This 
office remains to be convinced, however, that the United States In- 
dian Agent at Fort Sill protects the Indians in such lawless pro- 
ceedings, but, on the contrary, I believe he has spared no pains to 
prevent such raids, and has used all the power at his command to 
maintain friendly relations between said Indians and the whites; 
neither can I believe that the United States troops stationed at Fort 
Sill protect the Indians in the commission of such crimes, so direct- 
ly contrary to justicé and law, and at variance with our Indian 

olicy. . i

Siz: I herewith return to your house, where it originated, the 

act entitled ‘‘An act to organize and incorporate the Galveston, Jef 


ferson and St. Louis Railroad Company.” 
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In the message which I had the honor to send to this Legislature 
at its first session, I took the ground that even a simple charter 
should not be granted to a company unless it was made apparent - 
that the corporators were able in good faith to comply with their | 
promises, and I cited as a warning against the granting of: charters 
unaccompanied by this evidence, “the vast number of schemes of 
the sort that have never progressed further than to encumber our 
statute books, and obstruct the ground to other more responsible 
companies.” I believe the present bill to be, very clearly, one of 
that sort, and unless sold out by the present corporators, it will 
never progress beyond the granting of this charter. Due respect 
for the dignity of the State seems to me to require that no charter 
be granted where there is even a fair ground of suspicion that it is 
to be used as a marketable commodity. 

There are other objectionable provisions in the bill, but I will 
only here note that contained in section eight, which provides that 
“ said company shall receive such aid and immunities as may be 
granted to any railroad under any general law.” This evidently 
looks to a change of the Constitution and the opening of the public 
lands to the aid of these enterprises. It is only necessary to say 
that charters giving this promise have already been granted to such 
an extent that many millions more of square miles of public lands 
than we now have will be required to satisfy them.

SIR: Your committee appointed to examine the offices of the 
Compiroller and Treasurer, beg leave to report that they have visited 
the office of the Comptroller, and for the number and efficiency of 
the clerks employed find the office in sufficient working order to keep 
it in operation. | 

. _ Under the old law the correspondence with assessors and collectors 
` (one for each county in the State) was not excessively great, but 
under the present law there are five assessors in each county, be- 
sides the sheriff and district clerk, with each of whom correspond- 
ence is indispensable, and with the natural increase of land patents 
end taxes, and the growth and development of the State, necessi- 
tates a considerable imerease of correspondence in this department of 
the office. Ad in the tax bureau we find the work of compiling

open to the people for the transaction of such business as might be

Upon the books in the Treasurer’s office there is an account of 
indebtedness, in the way of interest, that has accrued upon the 
bonds of railroad companies, of moneys borrowed by said companies 
from the State school funds. This interest, by law, is made part of 
the principal of the school fund, and is required, semi-annually, to 
cast upon the original indebtedness as such. This fund, at present, 
is only represented by an open account upon the Treasurer’s books, 
and it appears quite evident to your committee that said fund should 
be placed in some more tangible shape. 

The railroad companies, upon whose bonds this interest has þe- 
come and is now due, should be required, by law, to execute their 
bonds for this interest, and it become a lien as the original bonds, 


ee 
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and draw a like rate of interest as the original bonds. And to that 
purpose, and owing to the necessity that said bill should be drawn 
with a view to all the legal surroundings of the case, your com- 
‘mittee respectfully request that this matter be referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee with instruction to take cognizance thereof, and to 
report by bill or otherwise. 

In the Treasury, upon our first visit to that office, we found a large 
amount of moneys belonging to the permanent school fund. This 
fund is required, by section nine, article nine, of the Constitution, 
to be invested in the bonds of the United States. But an act having 
been passed by which this provision of the Constitution will be com- 
plied with and made effective, and the money withdrawn from the 
Treasury by the Comptroller for the purpose of complying with the 
requirements of the act last aforementioned, no further considera- 
tion of the matter is at present required. 

And we further find in the Treasury the sum of eighty-two thou- ` 
sand one hundred and sixty-eight dollars and eighty two cents, 
($82,168 82) in (5) five per cent. State bonds, and the sum of 
three hundred and twenty thousand, three hundred and sixt7-seven 
dollars and thirteen cents ($320,367 13) six and one-half per cent. 
State bonds, upon which said sums there is now duea considerable 
amount by way of interest. This interest, we are of opinion, 
should be collected from the State and placed to the permanent 
schol fund, where it belongs; and, therefore, we respectfully request 
that this matter be referred to the Committee on Education, that they 
may take such action in the premises as the subject, in their opinion, 
may require, and report. i 

Under an act passed and approved August 30, 1856, a sale of 
the University lands was made and provided for, and under this act 
a large number of acres of land belonging to said fund was disposed 
of, and notes given for the purchase money of said land; and by an 
examination of the books of the Treasurer we find that during the 
war there was paid into the Treasury upon the notes aforesaid, as 
follows : In specie, nine dollars and sixteen cents ($9 16; ) in Con- 
federate notes, one hundred and nineteen thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-one dollars and forty-six cents ($119,991 45;) in ten 
per cent. State bonds, twelve thousand one hundred and sey- 
enty-two dollars and forty-one cents ($12,172 41; ) in Texas State 
warrants, five thousand one hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
forty-two cents ($5,171 42.) 

Your committee, having duly considered this matter, and, in view 
of the many conflicting interests with which the whole matter is sur- 
rounded, induces us to request that it be referred to a select com- 
mittee of five, that said matter may have a fair and impartial 
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consideration, and that said committee report by joint resolution or . 
bill, or otherwise as the case may demand. l 

In conclusion, it is but due to the Comptroller and Treasurer to 
say that our visits were made without any previous notice to the 
incumbents of these offices as to the time when, or the object, and 
while feeling an assurance that we would discoyer no discrepancies, 
we made a thorough examination of the books of the one and the 
moneys and accounts of the other, and are happy to say we found 
them all correct, and would say to the people of Texas that we be- 
lieve their interest will suffer no detriment while in the hands of 
these worthy officers.

Sig: I return to the House of Representatives, where it origi- 
nated, so much of the act entitled “An act making appropriations 
for the support of the State government.for deficiencies for the fiscal 
year ending August 31, 1871, and for the fiscal year beginning 
September 1, 1871,” as is embraced under the head of ‘‘miscella- 
neous” within the following items, viz: 

‘‘ DEFICIENCIES 

“For pensions granted under act of August 13, 1870..$100,816 98 
“Hor 1872, 

“For pensions granted under act of August 18, 1870... .$124,000” 

These two items are objectionable because, though large and ex- 
travagant to a degree, they are only part of what the State will be 
bound for if said act granting pensions of August 13, 1870, receives 
any recognition under the present understanding of its terms, and 
because our State finances will not permit this excessive liberality. 

.When the said act was passed, which was at the close of the last 
_ Session, and when business was being hurried through without much 
scrutiny, the Legislature evidently, from the appropriation contained 
in the act, believed that ten thousand dollars would cover the annual 
expenditure thereunder. But the loose terms used are found, to let 
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in for a pension of $250 to $500, everybody who was in any way 
connected with the military service of Texas from the year 1835, up 
to the close of the Mexican war, by the peace of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
in 1848, or for upwards of thirteen years. Already the number of 
applicants are reported to me by the Comptroller at 611, and when 
we consider that even those Texans who were in the United States 
service during the Mexican war may come in under the terms of this 
act, it is not unreasonable to estimate that the number of pensioners 
may ascend to four or five thousand men, and.-call for a million and 
a half dollars per annum to pay them. 

An act framed so as to secure a moderate*pension to indigent or dis- 
abled persons who served the State at that time, would be unobjec- 
tionable, but this one is more than we can bear. I do not think we 
can afford to go further in this direction than the rich government of 
the United States has done. 

At any rate, if it is insisted that the act, as it at present stands, 
shall be provided for, then I suggest the appropriation of this large 
sum should not be charged as “for the support of the State Govern- 
ment,” which is by no means the case, but that a special tax be pro- 
vided therefor, so that the people who have to pay it may know 
exactly how much their generosity costs. _

SIR: I return to the Senate, where it originated, the act entitled

This act, among other objections, is liable to that one- especially 
indicated in my message returning to the Senate the act of incorpo- 
ration of the Galveston and Denver Air Line Railway Company, 
But it is even more objectionable than the latter act in that respect. 
Section seven gives the company the unlimited right to enter upon 
and take possession of the property of any citizen without making 
compensation either before or after the entry and in total disregard 
of his rights. 

Of other objectionable features I will point out the authority to 
consolidate generally with all other roads given by section six, the 
omission in section eleyen to limit the amount of capital stock, and 
the provision in section fifteen, looking to donation of lands to the 
road should the present Constitution be amended in that particular. 

It is very doubtful whether legislation looking to such a change, 
but enacted before the change is made, and therefore void, would 
ever have any force or validity unless the amendment provided di- 
rectly for its ratification ; but if it should be held otherwise, then the 
public lands are already fully disposed of by force of chartérs now 
existing.

Frank L. Britton, his private Secretary : 

GOVERNORS OEFIGE, 
Austin, May 24, 1871. 
Hon. WM. H. SINCLAIR, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 
SIR: I return tothe House of Representatives, where it origi-

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"nated, ‘An act to encourage the speedy construction of, a railway

through the State of Texas to the Pacific Ocean.” 

I do not think the history of legislation in our State, or, perhaps, 
in any of the United States, anywhere presents the case of an act 
embracing more features of antagonism to the Constitution, or moré 
hostile in its spirit and purpose to the true interest of the people. 

At. the outset, the title which should * embrace but one object 
and that shall be expressed” (section seventeen, article twelve Con- 
stitution), actually covers up a bill embracing several objects, none 
of which are expressed. It pretends, in the title, to be for the 
purpose of “encouraging the speedy construction of a railway 
through the State of Texas to the Pacific Ocean ;” but it in fact 
makes an enormous donation to two parallel roads, running but a few 
miles apart, through one section of the State, from its eastern boun- 
dary to a junction some three hundred and fifty miles west, neither 
of which is the “ Texas Pacific,” chartered by the United States 
(the only one likely to go through Texas to the Pacific Ocean), and 
neither. is ever expected to be built to the Pacific, unless sold out to 
the said road chartered by the United States. 

Tf this large bonus is in good faith intended to encourage the con- 
struction of a road to the Pacific, why is not the donation made con- 
tingent on the completion of it to the Pacific, or, at any rate, 
through the territories of Texas? Both the roads subsidized in the 
body of the act may receive the full amount contemplated, and yet 
no road ever be built to the Pacific, or even pass beyond she present 
line of settlements of Texas. In fact, the donation is given through 


that part of the State, already so well settled, that the ordinary re- 


ceipts to be expected will pay good interest on the capital invested; 
and where, accordingly, no donation is necessary to secure the con-» 
struction, while that part of the “Texas Pacific’”’ road, which passes 
through the desert, is left to take care of itself. 

The latter circumstance disposes of a flimsy argument advanced 
in support ofthis extravagant bill—that it will furnish protection 
to the frontier. Neither of the branches subsidized reach the fron- 
tier, and if they are built, the suffering people of the frontier are 
likely to be as far as ever from relief. Not a dollar of the donation 
in money, or an acre of the public land, proposed to be substituted 
for the money douation, is given to aid any road passing beyond the 
settlements. 

A further objection to this act suggests itself, which alone is suf- 
ficient to condemn it. The Constitution prohibits the granting of 
lands “ except to actual settlers upon the same, and in lots not ez- 
ceeding 160 acres,” but it is here proposed to coerce the people of 
the State into an amendment of their Constitution on pain of for- 


x s 
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feiture of six million dollars ($6,000,000) in case of failure to ~ 
amend. l i 

If this act becomes a law, it will operate as a threat to the people: 
«Vote us your lands, or prepare yourselves to pay into our pockets 
annually, for more than a quarter of a century to come, an amount 
as large as it now costs you to support your State Government.” If 
this is not substantially, the purpose of the exchange of lands for 
money, proposed in section five, then said section, and all that fol- 
lows, relating to this exchange, is mere surplusage, null and void, 
and ought to have been striken out of the act. But if it were proper 
to thus attempt to force the people of ‘the State to this amendment, 
yet the provision for the land grant is extravagant and intolerable. 
The quantity of land proposed to be given amounts to twenty-four 
(24) sections (or 15,360 acres) for each mile, or a total for the two | 
roads (on a basis of 850 miles to each) of sixteen thousand and eight 
hundred (16,800) sections, or ten millions, seven hundred and fifty- 
two thousand (10,752,000) acres.. i 

This, however, is not all, for it must be borne in mind, that 
these two roads, ‘Southern Pacific” and “Memphis, El Paso and Pa- 
cific’ (now “ Transcontinental ”) claim that they are already entitled 
to sixteen (16) sections, or ten thousand two hundred and forty 
(10,240) acres, to the mile. Section nine cf this act looks to the 
assertion of this claim. One of the companies (Memphis, El Paso 
and Pacific) has commenced suit against the State to establish it, 
and has recovered judgment thereon in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Western District of Texas. Assuming that their 
claim ig valid, we must add to the enormous land grant asked in this 
act other sixteen (16) sections for each mile of one of the roads to 

* El Paso, and of the cther to the point of junction; say eleven hun- 
dred (1100) miles, or a total of eleven millions two hundred and 
sixty-four thousand (11,264,000) acres more. Therefore, if this act ~ 
tecomesa law and these roads be built, they expect to receive twenty- 
two millions and sixteen thousand (22,016,000) acres of land, a ter- 
ritory almost equal to the States of New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut combined. 

In this connection I must ask the attention of the Legislature to 
the fact that if the Constitution should be amended to open again the 
publie lands to these grants, then we have already more than dis- 
posed of all of them. ‘There are eleven thousand nine hundred and 
eighty-five (11,985) miles of ‘railroad now chartered (some of them . 
in process of construction), which will, in the above event, be enti- 
tled to claim sixteen or more sections to the mile, and require more 
than ons hundred and twenty-two millions (122,000,000) of acres 
to satisfy. Now, let it be remembered, that we only have in all some 
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~ ninety millions of acres of these lands remaining, and that a large 

part of these will be covered by valid and equitable claims now out- 
` standing. 

if a is considered that we are bound to surrender all the balance 
of our public lands to the rapacious plunderers who, in the guise of 
corporations, infest and vex the Legislature with extravagant and 
insolent demands, and that the only prospect of a homestead on the 
public lands left to the landless is to be subject to a peonage or ten- 
ancy at the will of some corporation holding in mortmain these lands, 
still, I suggest it is time for us to stop the further giving of lands 
for the simple reason as above shown—that we have no more to give. 

As a mere financial transaction this prodigious grant is very bad. 
The twenty-two millions of acres should alone build the road, and, in 

_fact, there is no doubt that if so much of our territory were set apart 
"for the purpose the road could thereby be built through our limits 
and remain the property of the State. But the parties asking this 
tby no means intend such result. They. propose that zhe State 
shail build, but themselves shall own it. 

These roads (Southern Pacific and Memphis, El Paso and Pacific) 
have not, by their management, promoted that confidence which 
would warrant further favors. Their past history furnishes reasons - 
to believe that the promises set forth in the extended preamble of 
the act, are not likely to be verified in the result, but that this is 
only another of the transactions that have rendered suspicious the _ 
management of these roads, especially that of the Memphis, El Paso 
and Pacific. It is well known that the latter road has become in- 
volved in France to the amount of several millions of dollars, under 
circumstances that bear very much the appearance of fraud. In 

‘this connection, and as tending to show the purpose of the present * 
demand for money or land, I call the attention of the Legislature to 
the terms of section six of the act of Congress of the United State, 
entitled “An act to incorporate the Texas Pacific Railroad Company 
and to aid in the construction of its road and for other purposes,” 
approved March 3,1871. The last sentence of that section con- 
tains the following: “but said company shall not assume the debts 
or obligations of any company with which it may consolidate as 
aforesaid, to an amount greater than the cash value of the assets 
received from the same.” When it is recollected that the amount 
of liabilities incurred in France by the Memphis, El Paso and 
Pacific corresponds quite closely with the donation now asked, I 
think there is some reason to conclude that the people of Texas are, 
by this grant, to be made to pay up that swindle. 

I trust the Legislature will, on a careful examination of the. 
questions presented in this act come to the conciusion that enactments 
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of this extraordinary nature should not be permitted, at least antil 

after the questions involved have been submitted to the people, and 

assented to by them. It is more than probable that this heaping up 
of debt for the benefit of private individuals, unless by an affirma- 

tive vote of a majority of the whole people, will bring about repu- 

diation of all donations. The Senate has at this session practically . 
declared for repudiation of the bonds proposed at your last session 

to be issued to the International Railroad. by a vote of seventeen 

to twelve. It will be seen that the money donation made to ihe 

International is the same as that proposed in this act. In the one 

case, as in the other, six millions of bonds bearing eight per cent. in- 
terest and payable thirty years from date, are donated, and the same 
provision mad: for the assessment of a tax by the Comptroller to pay 
the interest and principal. But when (the act giving effect to the 

several provisions of the Constitution concerning taxes being under . 
discussion), on 6th of March last, it was proposed to add an amend- 
ment locking to the assessment of the tax called for by the ‘Inter- 
nation” act, the Senate refused to do sorby the following vote :

From the discussion that took place preceding this decisive vote, 
it is clear that the Senate thereby intended to declare against the 
constitutionality of the donation to the “International,” and to re- 
pudiate it by leaving no means of enforcing the collection of the tax. 
Further, in the Senate at a subsequent day (17th of April last), 


< the sections nine and tén 6f the “International” Railread aet,( which 


contains this donation) haying been referred to a committee—Alessrs. 
Pickett and Bowers of that committee, among other objections to 


. the act, report as follows: “But section nine is believed to be ob- 


noxious to another very strong constitutional objection, an objection 
fundamental and paramount. This section makes a donation to 
the International Railroad Company of ten thousand dollars 
for each mile of road the company may construct; and 
authorizes the levy of a tax upon the people of the State 
to pay said donation In this, it is believed, the Legislature 
transcended its authority.” Senator Dohoney, also of the committee, 
coincided with Messrs. Pickett and Bowers in the above opinion, and 
added ike following: “ Believing, however, that the Legislature had 
no authority to create the so-called debt provided for in section nine, 


„Of the aforesaid act, or to make the restriction contained in section 


ten, and that both said sections are nullities in law, I concur with 
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the minority in the conclusion arrived at, “that the Legislature 
may properly repeal or. wipe out said sections and substitute, if it 
sees proper, valid provisions in their stead.” It is my belief that 
the doctrine adoptedby these Senators is the correct and safe one, 

and that the Legislature has no constitutional power to tax the 
people for purely private or individual advantage, as is here pro- 
posed. (See opinion of Judge Cooley, in law periodical called 

Bench and Bar, for June, "1870. ) 

The International calls for an annual tax on the people of six 
hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) to pay the interest and sink- 
ing fund of its bonds; and the act now under discussion calls for an 
equal tax. I fedr that when the tax gatherer commences his round 
of collections of the twelve hundred thousand dollars ($1,200,000) 
annually called for by these two acts, (more than it now costs to 
support the State government, including the school system and every 
other branch of expense, ) this may cause > the people, also, to conclude 
that the Legislature bas, in his donation “ auiscented the limits 
of its author uy,” and thexeupon “wipe it cut.” 

I earnestly appeal to the Legislature to reconsider their action 
herein, and thereby avert this “possibility, and the odium of repudi- 
ation. i

First. The object sought to be accomplished is the same in the 
bill and the substitute thercfor. 

Second. The provision for the special registration is better in ths 
bill than in the substitute, since section two of the bill requires the 
special registration to be conducted in accordance with the provi- 
sions of ‘‘An act to provide for the registration of voters,” approved 
July 11, 1870. 

Third. Section four of the bill provides ‘‘that the board of appeals 
and revision of the county in which the election is ordered to take 
place, shall meet at the county seat of the said county to hear appeals 
and revise the list in accordance with the provisions of ‘An act to 
provide for the registration of voters,’ approved July 11, 1870,” 

The substitute has no provision in it for any appeal from the de- 
cisions of thé registrar at the special registration provided fer, since 
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it requires the registrar to transmit the list of registered voters, at- 
such special registration, to the managers of the election without the 

intervention of the board of appeals and revision for the county. 

Thus, a prudent check upon improper action by any registrar is un- 
provided for, so that a registrar who desired the success of a propo- 

sition to be voted upon, could exclude from registration as many of 
its onponexts as he choose, without any remedy being left for them 
through the action of the county board of appeals and revision. We 

deem this a very grave objection to the substitute. 

Fourth. Under the provisions of the act to authorize counties, 
cities and towns t9 aid in works of internal improvement, two-thirds 
of the entire registered vote of the county, city or town, respect- 
ively, is required to be cast in favor of a proposition to affirm it. 
Practically, this makes the billa nullity, so far as county aid is 
concerned. The people of Texas are migratory in their habits to a 
great degree, and the business pursuits of many of them frequently 
take them long distances from their homes for months at a - 
time, so that it is believed that there are many counties 
in this State in which it would often be impossible to 
find two-thirds of the persons whose names are borne upon 
the lists as registered voters. The practical working of 
the law as it now stands is, that the name of every voter who is ab- 
sent from the county at the time an election is held upon any pro-. 
position, is equivalent to a vote against the proposition, even though 
such registered voter would have cast his vote in favor of the propo- 
sition had he been present at the election. The injustice of such a 
result is too obvious to require turther comment upon it. This bill 
is simply intended to correct this injustice by requiring a special re- 
gistration of voters, so that while the names of ‘persons borne upon 
the registration list who are dead, or are absent upon business, or 
for other cause, shall not be counted as votes in favur of the propo- 
sition voted upon, neither shall they be counted as so many votes 
against the proposition. 

Fifth. It is now late in the session, and if this bill does not pass 
without amendment there is good reason to fear that no bill having 
the same object in view will pass both houses before our adjourn-- 
ment. 

. We believe the passage of this bill will put into practical opera- 
ticn the act to authorize counties, cities and towns to aid in works 
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of internal improvement, and so give a much needed impulse to the 
prosecution of works of great public benefit and utility,

The State is filling up rapidly with population, and lands are rising 
in value. They, if put upon the market at the present time, will 
not bring a fifth part of what we may reasonably expect to be their 
value within five or six years. What necessity is there for haste in 
selling them? The University isnot demanding funds, ner does tho 
pressure to sell come from any person interested in that institution. 
A magnificent endowment for the University is certainly to be real- 
ized from these lands if carefully and discreetly managed.
